ARIZONA TO BE LEFT OUT 


——_. 
REPUBLICAN CAUCUS ACTION AS 
TO MAKING NEW STATES. 


THE PARTY I8 WILLING TO ADMIT 
UTAH, NEW-MEXICO, AND OKLA- 
HOMA—A VERY HOT’ DISCUSSION— 
SENATOR PLATT THREATENS TO 
RESIGN FROM TH COMMITTEE. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—The Republican Sena- 
tors have made a rather lame reach for the 
political capital they hoped to add to their de- 
pleted store by making now States. 
They are willing to consent to the admission 
of Utah, New-Mexico, and Oklahoma, but not to 
the admission of Arizona. It seems to the 
representatives of the Grand Old Party in 
the Senate that the chances of getting Re- 
publican Senators frem Arizona are 80 
remote that it will be necessary to object to the 
financial condition of that Territory to keep it 
out of the Union. The Democrats have already 
considered both the pelitical and financial con- 
dition of Arizona, and they have regarded both 
as being good enough to justify them in con- 
senting to the admission of Arizona and Utah. 
Altogether the Republicans seem likely to 
have their hands full of trouble in the Senate 
in the days in which they are about giving it 
up to their opponents. They are determined 
that nothing shall be done to secure stable sil- 
ver legislation. They will not sanction the 
making of new States that are not reasonably 
sure of doing something for the Republicans. 
And pretty soon they may be undertaking to 
help the President, in hie expiring hours, grab 
@ seat on the Supreme bench which might prop- 
erly be left to the next Administration to fill. 
The decision of the Republican Senators was 
reached in a caucus held this afternoon which 
laeted fully three hours. There has been no 
gathering of the Republicans in the present 
session which could compare with this one in 
the element of excitement. The Western Re- 
publicans went into the caucus prepared to 
make the strongest fight possible for the ad- 
mission of four Territories. The Eastern men, 
for the most part, were equaliy determined that 


the question should not be favorably decided if 
they could prevent it. 

Mr. Dubois of Idaho made the opening speech. 
He was for the admission ef every one of the 
Territories, and gave his reasons for taking this 
ground. There was nothing for the Republic- 
ans to fear, in his opinion, from their admission. 
The Democrats were no more certain of con- 
trolling them than were the Republicans. It 
would be a politic stroke for the latter to bring 
about their admission, in view of the fact that 
the incoming Congress and Administration 
would be Democratic and strongly inclined to 
wipe out the list of Territories. 

Mr. Carey (Wyoming) followed in a speech of 
similar strain. The West wanted to do away 
with the Territories, and his constituents could 
see 20 good reason why Statehood should be 
longer denied Utah, Oklahoma, New-Mexico, 
and Arizona. 

Senator Shoup (Idaho) also advocated the ad- 
miesion of all four Territories. 

By this time Mr. Platt, (Conn.,) Chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Territories, who has 
opposed the Statehood idea from its inception, 
had become somewhat excited, and he made a 
speech which was remarkabte for igs lack of 
fairness and its partisan tone. He insisted that, 
it the Republican Senate agreed to the admis- 
sion of these four Territories or any of them, 
it would be playing into the hands of the Dem- 
ocrats and wouid not recover from the effects of 
the error in years. He argued that the Sen- 
ators to be sent to Washington by the proposed 
States would be Democrats, and it would be the 
height of folly for Republicans to take a step 
which would put them in a hopeless minority 
in a comparatively short time. 

Mr. Platt became very bitter in his denunoia- 
tion of the plan of the Western Republican Sen- 
ators, and some of his remarks led to retorts 
which were not exactly parliamentary. He as- 
serted that New-Mexico had alarge Spanish- 
speaking populgtion, and that ite customs and 
its geveral condition did not entitle it to 
Statehood at the present time. Utah had the 
stain of Mormonism upon it yet, and the 
rest ofthe country would be very much dis- 
gusted ifit was given out asthe Republican 
idea that Utah was deserving of a place in the 
Union. As for Arizona, it had adebtof over 
$3,000,000, only about 60,000 residents, and 
more desertland than productive soil. 

Mr. Allison, (lowa,) Mr. Sherman, (Ohio,) Mr. 

uay, (Penn.,) Mr. Powers, (Montana,) and 
Nr Dolph (Oregon) made vigorous specches in 
supportof Mr. Platt’s contention. 

Mr. Quay finally moved that the bill for the 
admission of New-Mexico be defeated. This 
was put toa vote and was carried. 

Then, after more oratory had been unloaded, 
a@ motion was made that the Republican Sena- 
tors support a bill providing for admission of 
both New-Mexico and Oklaboma. Mr. Care 
immediately put in an amendment, adding Uta 
to this list. Immediately another Senator offered 
an amendment taking Arizona in out of the 
cola. Mr..Carey’s amendment was accepted; 
the one including Arizona was defeated. 

On the heels of this surprising action came a 
motion that the bill for the adinission of New- 
Mexico, which is now on the Senate calendar, 
be amended so as to include both Utah and 
Oklahoma. To the surprise of every one pres- 
ent this was carried, the vote standing 14 to 11. 
There were many Senators present at the be- 
ginning of the caucus who did not remain until 
the end, which accounts for the comparatively 
small vote. 

During the entire debate, which was hot inthe 
extreme, these Senators inanifested their oppo- 
sition to the Statehood scheme: Davis, (Miun.,) 
Cullom, (I1L,) Frye and Hale, (Me.,) Allison, 
(Iowa,) Sherman, (Ohio,) Hawley and Platt, 
(Conn.,) Quay, (Penn.,) Powers, (Mon.,) Petti- 
grew, (8S. D.,) Perkins, (Kan.,) Manderson, 
(Neb.,) and Dolph, (Oregon.) The burden of 
their song was that it would be bad politics for 
the Republicans to favor the admission of the 
remaining Territories at this stage of the polit- 
ical game. 

Mr. Teller (Col) took occasion to defend Utah 
against the charges brougut against her by Mr. 
Platt and others, declaring that polygamy was 
no longer praoticed in her borders, and that the 
Mormons were peaceable, law-abiding citizens, 
whose example in this respect might with profit 
be followed by residents of certain Eastern 
States. 

Mr. Platt caused a decided sensation when 
tho result of the final vote was announced. He 
said the vote amounted to instructions by the 
majority of the Senate to the Chairman of the 
Committee on Territories to bring in a report 
which was against his convictions. Rather 
than do this he would resign from the Chair- 
maanship of the committee. 

It required several winutes to quiet the gen- 
tleman from Connecticut, and it wae finally 
ruade plain to him that some other member of 
the committee could do what he refused to do. 
Mr. Platt will not resign. 

The specohes made by the Western Senators 
in favorjof the udmission of the Territories were 
based on the grounds that it would be excel- 
lent politica, that justice demanded it, and that 
the result would justify such action by the Re- 
publicans. 

The Territorial question out of the way, and a 
victory baving been apparently gained by the 
Western men, the question of the order of busi- 
ness for the remainder of the session was taken 
up. It was finally decided that the Cherokee 
Strip bill should be disposed o', and that then 
should follow, in their order, the bill amending 
the inter-State commeree law, the Nicaragua Ca- 
nal bill, and finally the Statebood weasure. With 
ali the appropriation bills coming in before this 
ean be reached, it will be seen that the victory 
which the Western Senators claim to have wou 
js really a barren one. A number of them kay 
to-night that there is a very sinail chance of the 
bill passing the Senate. Should it get through 
the Senate and reach the House, an smendment 
would undoubtedly be offerei adding Arizona 
to the list of Statehood-deserving Territories, 
and the fight would then be renewed in the Sen-

DOWN IN LAKEWOOD.

Cleveland and ex-Secretary of State Bayard, 
who is the guest of Mr. Cleveland, were up and 
about at an early hour this morning. Both 
gentlemen took a short walk, and after waiting 
the arrival of the early train from New-York, 
returned to the cottage. Ex-Seoretary of the 
Navy William C. waanag Me expected to-mor- 
row. When he arrives, Mr. Cleveland will go 
to work upon his Cabinet. 

Mr. Cleveland, while in New-York yesterday, 
finished up all his private legal business for the 
week, 60 that he could remain here and got 
down to hard work. 

Senator Carlisle, who was expected here to- 
night, has not arrived. 

There is now no further doubt as to Mr. Bay- 
ard entering Mr. Cleveland’s Cabinet. That 
seems to be a settled fact among the knowing 
politicians here, Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Bayard 
refused to see reporters this morning, saying 
that they had nothing to say for publication. 
Mr. Bayard wiil remain here for the remainder 
of the week. 

It1s reported that National Chairman Will- 
iam F. Harrity of Pennsylvania has been tele- 
graphed for, and that he is to be tendered the 
Postmaster Generalship.

CABINET MAKING ACTIVE. 


POLITICIANS SPECULATING ABOUT THE 


CONFERENCES AT LAKEWOOD. 


The Cabinet makers trained their spyglasses 
on Lakewood yesterday, and some of them said 
that they saw the name of Thomas F. Bayard 
put down on the slate for his old position, that 
of Secretary of State. This reading was not 
plain to all, for some said that they saw the 
name of William C. Whitney written opposite 
that portfolio. 

When the two sete of observers had com- 
pared notes, they gave out a summary of the 


work done at Lakewood yesterday, which was 
in substance as follows: 

“The presence of Mr. Bayard at Mr. Cleve- 
land’s house and the invitations to Mr. Whitney 
and Mr. Carlisle to visit the President-elect in- 
dicate that an important move is to be made as 
regards the selection of members of the Cabinet. 
Mr. Bayard may have been invited there fora 
general discussion, and it does not necessarily 
pw od that he is to bo offered a position in the 
Cabinet. Mr. Whitney may have been called 
for the same reason, and it is possible that he 
and Mr. Bayard may be consulted together as 
to the positions of Secretary of State and Min- 
ister to the Court of St. James. 

“They may have been asked with reference 
to the advisability of appointing certain other 
men to foreign positions, while neither was 
offered a Cabinet position. It is likely that 
when Mr. Whitney has been at Lakewood Mr. 
Cleveland will know tinally what his wishes are 
as to any position whatever in the new Admin- 
istration.” 

While no one could produce authority for any- 
thing more definite than this, there were strong 
atatements made tbat Mr. Bayard would be the 
most probable holder of the State portfolio. 

If Mr. Bayard were appointed, it was pointed 
out, there would probably be a speedy ending 
of the influence in State affairs of John W. Fos- 
ter, the present Secretary of State. Mr. Foster, 
it was said, was not on such terms with Mr, 
Bayard as to permit him to maintain the hold 
which he has had there for several years. With 
some others whose names had been mentioned 
as possibilities he was on such terms that he 
could be an important element-in the conduct 
of some important matters. 

There were several Democrats of prominence 
in the city yesterday, and with the lesser lights 
they discussed the all-absorbing topic of the 
Cabinet. They were not willing to be quoted. 

Among the visitors were three members of 
the Democratic National Committee—E. C. Wall 
of Wisconsin, Bradley B. Smalley of Vermont, 
and Don M. Dickinsonof Michigan. Mr. Smalley 
came to the city from Washington in the after- 
noon. He was told by a friend that recent 
newspaper articles had named him as the next 
Collector for the port of Burlington. 

“I’m glad they’ve settled it,’ said Col. 
Smalley. He also said that he expected to 
leave the city this afternoon, and did not expect 
to see Mr. Cleveland. 

Mr. Dickinson arrived in the city.early in the 
evening and wentto the Hoffman House. He 
declined to discuss politics for publication. He 
—~ a that he would probably leave the city to- 
night. 

One Democrat who disoussed the Cabinet said 
that he believed Col. Lamont was morolikely 
to be made Secretary of War than either Post- 
wnaster General or Secretary of the wat! 

“Mr. Cleveland, I believe, has implicit con- 
fidence in Co]. Lamont,” he said, ‘‘ and wishes 
to have him as one of his advisers. The duties 
of Secretary of the Navy or Postmaster 
General would be such as to _ require 
all of Col. Lamopnt’s time and _e ener- 
gies, while if he were Secretary of War 
his duties would be lighter and he could give 
Mr. Cleveland much more of the benefits of his 
acquaintance with public men and the perplex- 
ing questions which will be constantly arising. 

n the discussion of appointments to be made 
by Mr. Cleveland, Robert M. MoLane, who was 
formerly Ministerto France, was mentioned as 
likely to be tendered that position again. 





COL COMPTON RESTORED. 


SENTENCE OF SUSPENSION RE- 
MOVED BY THE PRESIDENT. 


THE 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Col. Charles A: Comp- 
ton of the Fourth Cavalry has secured a rewis- 
sion of his sentence of suspension and will re- 
turn to the command of his regiment. He has 
been under suspension for sixteen of the twen- 
ty-four months to which period his sentence of 
suspension was finally remitted by the Presi- 
dent when the oourt-martial case came 
before him for action. Gen. Schofield 


has strenuously objected to any remission of 
Col. Compton’s sentence, and went so far aa to 
say to the President thatif Col. Compton were 
returned to duty that officer would not have 
the confidence of the General commanding the 
army, and would not be trusted with a com- 
mand. This representation led the President to 
remit the court-martialsentence only one year, 
instead of the two years recommended by As- 
sistant Secretary Grant. . 

Col. Compton bore a fine record up tothe 
time that ho was tried by court-martial at Fort 
Walla Walla, Washington, for neglect of duty. 
He was charged with failing to ascertain who 
among his command had participated in a riot 
and assault on the jail at Walla Walla, which 
assault led to the lynching of a prisoner of the 
State. There was a wide difference of opinion 
regarding the culpability of Col. Compton, and 
those who know him best atill adhere tothe 
opinion that he was not fairly treated by the 
court-martial, and still less fairly treated by 
Gen. Schofield. 

The order which remits the remainder of the 
sentence compels Gen. Schofield to assign him 
to the command of the Fourth Cavalry. It is 
possible that the regiment will be sent to Texas, 
and this possibility was one of the circum- 
atances which led the President to release Col. 
Compton from suspension and return him to his 
regiment

TERRORIZED BY A MURDERER. 


————— 
HE ESCAPES FROM JAIL AND THREAT- 
ENS TO KILL JODGE AND JORY. 


ATLANTA, Ga, Jan. 24.—The County of Car- 
roll is in a state of war, and every man 
goes prepared with the shotgun to defend him- 
self from attack. The cause of this state of things 
is the threat of Asbury Gentry to kill all who 
had criticised his course during the last few 
years. On the 16th of March last, an Irish ped- 
dler named Richard Byrne was found murdered 
on acountry road near Villa Rica. A few days 
later a gold watch which he was known to have 
worn was sold by Asbury Gentry. 

Gentry belonged to a gang of professional 
toughs who had long held the community in 
terror. As a horse thief and murderer he had 
previously won his diploma. He was arrested, 
tried, and convicted. While the trial was going 
on, the hotel in which the Judge and jury were 
stopping was blown up by dynamite, the guests 
narrowly escaping death. 

Gentry was sentenced to death, and was 
awaiting his fate in the jail of this city. Several 
days ago he escaped, and is now at large in Car- 
roll. He has served notice on the Judge, the 
members of the jury, the lawyers, and all 
others who took part against him that he in- 
tends to have their lives. Heis known to be a 
man of his word, and the whole community is 
in terror. Twoof the lawyers had a narrow 
escape last night and had to ride througha 
shower of shot from the guns of Gentry’s parti-

MEXICAN BANDITS. 


CAPT. CHASE DESCRIBES THE CAPTURE 
OF THREE OF THEM. 


BAN ANTONIO, Texas, Jan 24.—Regarding the 
capture of Mexican bandits, the announcement 
of which.was made in this morning’s New-YorK 
Times, the following official dispatches have 
been received at military headquarters here to- 
day from Capt. Georgo F. Chase, Third Cavalry, 
who commands the troops from Fort Sam 
Houston and is at present at Balurte Ranch, 
Zapata County: 


“Lieut. Dickman, while scouting from this camp 
on Jan. 24 with Troops D and K., Lieuts. Walker 
and Conrad, captured Franceis ©. Benavides and 
Prudencia Gonzales, leaders in the san Ignacia 
camp. They are now prisoners in my camp. 

Lieut. Dickman has returned to camp. ‘ie had a 
sharp fight witha party of bandits yesterday after- 
noon. It resuited in wounding and ee ee J E. 
Cavarria, a Captain, one of the most desperate of the 
bandits. E. Cavarria is a deserter from the army. 
He emptied every cartridge in his rifle before he was 
captured. 

“Sergt. Kramp, with three men of D Troop, capt- 
ured the bandit chiefs, Benavides and Gonzales. 
— the bandits firstand lay for them in the 

rush. 

“The officers and men of the squadron have 
worked night and day, through cold and storm, con- 
ducting themselves with bravery, patience, and 
judgment worthy of commendation, during the exe- 
cution of plans for the capture of the leaders.”’ 


Gen. Wheeler telegraphed Capt. Chase to-day, 
expressing his thanks and congratulations for 
the capture of the bandit leaders. 





COL HERNANDEZ’S APPEAL,

THE VERDICT OF THE COURT-MARTIAL 
MAY BE CONFIRMED. 


CiITy OF Mexico, Mexico, Jan. 24.—It is ex- 
pected that a decision will be rendered to-mor- 
row by the high military court of Mexico in the 
case of Col. Nicves Hernandez, the Mexican 
Army officer who was found guilty and sen- 
tenced to be shot by military court-martial 
several months ago for treachery and neglect 
of duty in pursuing Catarino Garza in Septem- 
tember, 1892. 

There is intense interest in the casein Mexico 
and among the military officers of the United 
States, many of whom are personally acquainted 
with the condemned man. 

Col. Hernandez is thin and pale from anxiety 
and long iliness. He is a young map, with 
features indicating firmness and modesty. His 
defender, Demetrio Salazar, terminated an elo- 
quent appeal with the words: 

“There are but two alternatives—either kill 
this man, or place him at liberty as ho deserves. 
Tbe entire nation awaits your decision with 
anxiety.” 

Gen. Juan Mendez, President of the tribunal, 
then asked the accused officer if he had any- 
thing to say in his own behalf. He replied that 
he had not. Itis generally believed here that 
the verdict of the court-martial will be con- 
firmed. 





Spain in the Naval Review. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Mr. A. Loudon Snow- 
den, United States Minister to Spain, has in- 
formed the State Department that the Spanish 
Government has accepted the invitation of the 
United States to be represented in the naval 
review in April next, and has also acquiesced 
in the proposition of this Government that the 
caravels Niijia and Pinta should be accepted by 
the Spaniards in Cuba and taken to New-York 
for the naval review and thence to Chicago.

PANAMA CANAL METHODS

BARON DE REINACH HELPED EN- 
GINEER THE CANADIAN PACIFIC, 


HE SHARED IN THE TWENTY-MILLION 
STOCK ISSUE TO THE FOUNDERS— 


WHETHER HE TAUGHT FINANCIER- 


ING TO OR LEARNED IT FROM THE 
CANADIAN SYNDICATE A QUESTION. 


MONTREAL, Quebec, Jan. 24,~In connection 
with the Canadian Pacifico Railway Company’s 
financiering it may be mentioned that Baron de 
Reinach, who recently committed suicide in 
Paris rather than await the expasure of his 
connection with the Panama Canal frauds and 
bribery, was a prominent member of the orig- 
inal Canadian Pacific syndicate. 

He shared in the division of the $20,000,000 
worth of stock issued to the founders at 25 
and in the enormous dividends paid thereon. 

The Baron got $165,800 worth of the second 
issue of stock for $41,425—assuming that he 
actually paid for it—according to the returns 
presented to Parliament, and for several years 
drew 6 per cent. dividends upon the face value 
of his shares, or 24 per cent. upon his actual! in- 
vestment, out of the subsidies obtained by the 
company from the Government, long before 
the railway was built or earning a dollar. 

Now, it may fairly be asked whether Baron de 
Reinach induced the Canadian Pacific Directors 
to adopt Panama Canal methods of tinanciering, 
or whether the Panama Canal scandal is the re- 
sult of following the Canadian Pacifico system 
of obtaining and spending Government sub- 
sidies. 

Had the Government of France placed the 
credit, Treasury, and resources of that country 
at the disposal of M. de Lesseps, after the man- 
ner in which the Canadian Pacifico Company was 
backed by Canada, probably the Panama Canal 
could have been bullt, notwithstanding the 
millions wasted on bribing legislators, in pur- 
chasing useless machinery, and paying for 
work never performed. 

To say that the exposure made by THE NEw- 
YORK TIMES with respect to the Canadian Pa- 
cific Company’s methods has created a sensa- 


tion in Canada and has greatly disturbed the 
boastful railway magnates is to put the case 
very mildly. 

Butithas done more than that. Tie New- 
YorK Times has caused a number of Canadian 
papers heretofore afraid to breathe a word in 
opposition to the demands or doings of the 
Canadian Pacific Company to speak out against 
giving any more aid to that grasping and over- 
fed corporation and to condemn the way it has 
been pampered in the past. 

The Montreal Star published Tor NEW-YorRK 
Times's exposé in full and commented favor- 
ably thereon. The Ottawa Journal, another 
Conservative paper, also copied the article, and 
published a double-leaded editorial praising it. 

The Journal has hitherto been looked upon as 
favorable to the Canadian Pacifico Company, but 
it declares against giving it any more subsidies, 
and asserts that nearly every member of the 
Canadian Parliament is in the pay of the Pacitio 
Company. By this statement it means, no 
doubt, that members hold passes enabling them 
to travel free over the company’s lines. 

The Journal admits that Mr. Blake’s expos- 
ures of the company’s financierlag andof the 
relations between the company and the Govern- 
ment should have been suilicient to secure the 
defeat of the subventions granted to the com- 
pany, and the excuse it makes for not support- 
ing Mr. Blake at the time is that hia speeches 
were too long. This, as the Free Prsss, a re- 
form paper, points out,is a severe reflection 
upon Canadian public intelligence. 

The last-mentioned paper remarks that at the 
time Mr. Blake was throwing his searchlight 
upon the Canadian Pacific Company’s affairs, 
the Star, the Journal, and other papers were 
opposing him and denounoing him as an enemy 
of his country, an emissary of American rail- 
roads, an annexationist, a hater of British con- 
nection, &o, 

But the course of THe New-YorK TIMES 
seems to have given those papers courage. 
They know now that Mr. Van Horne does not 
own the Congress and press of the United 
States. 

The Witness, published here, which has usu- 
ally taken a pretty independent stand with re- 
spect to Pacitico Railway matters, seems to think 
it should sympathize with Mr. Van Horne’s 
company, now that American papers are criti- 
cising it. 

It pretends that Tnhr NEw-YoRK TIMES’s 
statements have been exaggerated, and com- 
pares the subsidizing of the American Pacitic 
roads by Congress with the building of the Ca- 
nadian Pacific Road by the Dominion Govern- 
ment. 

There is no analogy between the two cases. 
The American Pacific roads obtained assistance 
from the Government of the United States. The 
Canadian Pacifico Company obtained far more 
than the costof their railway line from the 
Dominion Government, and, as Mr. Blake 
proved conclusively in his epeeches in Parlia- 
ment, the stockholders of the Canadian Pacific 
Company did not put a dollar of their own 
money into the enterprise. 

Every dollar raised by the sale of stock was 
appropriated to pay dividends, and before the 
road was built they had back in their pockets 
every cent they paid into the company’s ex- 
chequer, and had wade profits out of construc- 
tion besides, and owned the railway outright. 

Can any parallel to this be found in the United 
States or anywhere else? Mr. Van Horne has 
been interviewed by the Star with respect to 
Tut NEW-YORK TIMES’s exposure. He pretends 
that the facts and figures given were refuted 
vbefore—which is not eo—and adds that “even 
if they were all true he fails to see what bear- 
ing they have on the question of international 
trafiic.” 

How lacking in intelligence Mr. Van Horne is! 
Has the speech of Mr. Chapleau, setting forth 
tbat the Canadian Pacific Company must be 
given a transcontinental railway free of cost 
and heavily endowed so as to enable it to take 
all the traffic from American lines, built with 
private capital, nothing to do with the question 
of international trattic? 

Are the advantages given to the Canadian Pa- 
cltie Company avowedly to enable it to * milk” 
the railway tratiic of the United States too 
trifling to be considered! 

lias the American Government built and en- 
dowed a transcontinental railway with the view 
of injuring railways in Canada f 

It was oxpected that Canadians would be 
called — to rally tothe support of the Pa- 
cific Railway when President Harrison talked 
about withdrawing the privilezos now enjoyed 
by that road in tie United States, aud this ex- 
pectation has been realized. but Le Canadien, 
a@ French morning paper published here, actual- 
ly argues that, because of tho Immense sums of 
publio moneys which have been voted to the 
Canadian Pacific Company, the joople of 
Canada are materially interested in that corpo- 
ration’s undertakings. 

A Liberal peper aptly replies that the people 
of Canada are interested iu the Canadian Pacitic 
Company to the same oxtent that a vitizen is 
interested in the operations of the burgiar who 
has robbed him and is looking for an opportuni 
ty to secure more plunder. 

That tho Duminivon Government is completely | 
under the control of the Canadian Pacine Cow- 
pany and roady to do anything to save the in- 
lerests and privileges of. that corporation from 
sacritice or injury ia notorivus. ‘lhe canal tolls 
discrimination and the duties upon raw augar 
and molasses imported into Canada through 
the United States were abolished under the tm 
pression that 2 fow concessions of that sort | 
would cause the I’residexnt avd Congress to | 
leave the rallway question untouched.

You see, the company’s guarantee of 3 per 
cent. dividends upon its stock expires next 
year, and unless it is renewed the value of the 
shares may deoline. .If the company gets pos- 
session of the Government's Intercolonial Rall- 
way. which cost $53,000,000, and the subsidy 
of $750,000 a year that itis asking to enable it 
to establish a fast Atlantic steamship service, 
it would have no difficulty in raising money to 
renew its guarantee. 

** Another plan I have heard discussed is for 
the Government to buy back the company’s un- 
sold lands at a valuation of $3 an acre, the 
eeneeee of the sale to be used in guaranteoing 

ividends upon the company’s stock. 

“ The Canadian Pacific Company has gobbled 
up the Regina and Long Lake Road and its land 
grant. But, from the Canadian point of view, 
there is nothing objectionable in the fact, if 
Tact it is, that the Canadian Pacific Company is 
taking traffic from rival American roads, though 
I have been told that money given by the Do- 
minion Government to the Canadian Pacific, to 
enable itto improve its main line in Canada, 
was used in buying or getting control of a road 
from Sault Ste. Marie to Minneapolis. That 
was @ breach of faith with the Canadian people.” 





WILLIAM M’ILROY A SUICIDE, 


— - —<_ 
A NEW-YORK BUSINESS MAN TAKES HIS 
OWN LIFE IN CHICAGO. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 24.—William Mellroy, until re- 
cently a member of the firm of Benedict, MolIl- 
roy & Fowler, coal and lumber merchants at 
424 East Fifty-thirad Street, New-York City, 
committed suicide in the Auditorium Building 
at 11 o’clock this morning. No motive for the 
deed can be discovered, and his friends believe 
he must have become suddenly insane. Moll- 
roy had retired to a closet. The sound of a re- 
volver shot attracted one of the janitors, who 
forced open the closet door and found Mcliroy’s 
dead body with a bullet hole in the right temple. 

Mollroy came to town three or four days ago 
and had been stopping with Stephen R. Frazier, 


Secretary of the Chicago Lumber Company, 
with headquarters at 106 Auditorium Bullding. 
He spent last night at the home of Mr. Frazier. 
This morning Mcollroy and Frazier came down 
town together and Mcliroy went again to the 
office of the lumber company. 

The revolver with which the New-York man 
subsequently ended his life was one he found in 
a desk in one of the offices of the company. No 
one saw him take thie out, and it is supposed 
that while temporarily alone he looked into the 
desk, saw the firearm, and immediately became 
possessed of an insane notion to end his life. 
Within an hour be did so. Just before 11 o'clock 
he left the offices, took the elevator, went down 
stairs to the eighth floor, where, within a tew 
ininutes, the report of the revolver was heard. 

What could have inspired the man to end his 
life as he did cannot even be guessed at by his 
few friends. There was no indication of either 
undue excitoment or despondency, and those 
with whom he camé in contact last night and 
this morning say that he appeared to them as 
al unassuming business man. 

Seventeen hundred dollars in cash was found 
in MclIlrey’s pocketbook and several business 
papers and letters that indicated he had been ao 
prominent business man. 

Mcllroy’s body was taken to Klaner’s under- 
taking establishment pending an inquest, and 
his New-York friends were notified of his death. 


Mr. McIlroy was born in the North of Ireland 
about 1862, and came to this country thirteen 
years ago. He firstcame to New-York about 


ten yeara ago from Chicago as the Eastern 
agentof the Chicago Lumber Company, with 
an office at 45 Broadway. A few years later 
he connected himself with the firm of Benedict 
& Fowler, lumber dealera at 424 East Fifty- 
third Street. 

This partnership lasted till Feb. 1, 1892, 
when it expired by limitation. Mollroy then 
resumed his relations with the Chicago Lumber 
Company while operating in building transac- 
tions on his own account. He retained desk 
room in the office with his former partners, and 
lived at the Murray Hill Hotel till three months 
ago, when he went to reside in the Abingdon 
Square Hotel, at Abingdon Square and Kighth 
Avenue, which he had just completed and 
leased to John Thompson, formerly proprietor 
of the Continental Hotel, Broadway and Twen- 
tioth Street. 

According to the statements of the hotel pro- 
prietor and his former business associates, Mr. 
Mollroy started, from New-York last Sunday 
morning for Chicago on business matters, and 
to visit relatives there, as he had been in the 
habit of doing frequently in the past. He was 
to have returned to New-York to-morrow, but 
instead Benedict & Fowler received a dispatch 
yesterday morning from the Chicago Lumber 
Company stating that he had committed suivide. 

The hotel] people knew nothing of MclIlroy’s 
affairs beyond the fact thatthe suite of rooma 
occupied by him at the Abingdon contained his 
effects in the usual order or condition, and in no 
wise indicated any suicidal intent. He was un- 
married, and no motive except a possible finan- 
cial entanglement could be suggested by them. 
His accounts at the hotel were ull right, and he 
appeared to have an abundance of money. 

While he owned considerable real estate, there 
is little doubt that his affairs were considerably 
involved, as indicated by mortgages thereon 
and by a judgment for $2,265 against him, 
which was, however, satistied. The Abingdon 
Squaro Hotel property, valued at $200,000, was 
mortgaged for nearly one-half its value, while 
a large apartment hotel recently erected by 
him at the northeast corner of Madison Avenue 
and One Hundred and Sixteenth Street, at a 
cost of $135,000, is said to be mortgaged to its 
full value.

ITAL BANK STRONGLY CONDEMNED. 


LINCOLN, Neb., Jan. 24.—This afternoon the 
House took ofticial notice of the collapse of the 
Capital National Bank. In this bank funds to 
the amount of $238,000 were deposited on ap- 
proval of the bank bond by Gov. Crounse. 

Mr. Barry of Greeley offered a resolution pro- 
viding for the impeachment of Gov. Crounse. 
‘Lhe resolution called attention to the fact that 
Gov. Crounse approved the bond given by C. 
W. Mosher, President of the bank, and that the 
bond upon ita face purported to be the bond of 
the parties who were to do business under it, the 
legal effect being to release the bondsmen of the 
State Treasurer, causing the State to lose 
$232,000. 

The Attorney General is ordered to present to 
the Supreme Court at the next session articles 
of impeachment, charging Gov. Crounse with 
willful neglect of duty in not more closely 
looking into the matter of the bond, with mal- 
feasapce in office, incompetency, and carceless- 
ness in the performance of bis official duties. 

Under the rules the resolution went over one 
day. The approval of the bank’s bond by the 
Governor is in accordance with a law passed by 
the Populist Legislature two years ago.

Hereafter they propose to affiliate, 
not with their old-time friends, but with the 
Republicans, whom they have been opposing 
for many years. 

Their State Committee met here to-day at the 
famous building on State Street, known as 
“The Tub,” the fountain-head of pure and whole- 
some waterin Albany. The question that axi- 
tated the majority of the members was whether 
delegates should or should not be chosen for the 
Constitutional Convention. The committee de- 
cided as the committee of the State labor or- 
ganization decided last night, that the Constitu- 
tional Convention bill which Gen. McMahon 
introduced in the Senate last night militated 
against their interests, and that a deter- 
mined protest against its passage was iD 
order. Accordingly a committee of three 
was appointed to call upon Lieut Gov. Shee 
han, Senator Cantor, Speaker Sulzer, and Gov. 
Flower. This committee had no difficulty in 
finding allthe gentlemen except Gov. Flower, 
who, having just arrived from Watertown, 


dented himself, on the ground of fatigue, to the 
callers, The others promised to give the propo- 
sition earnest consideration. 

The plea of the Prohibitionists was strong 
and earnest. They claimed that they have polled 
one-thirtieth of the vote of this State for years, 
and that therefore their party waa entitled ta 
at least five, if not eight, of the delegates at 
large. While only 40,000 votes were cast 
for the ticket, their advocates claimed 
that they represented between 400,000 and 
‘500,000 persons in the State. Should any op- 
position develop to this plan, it was claimed by 
the Prohibitionists that the number of delegates 
at large could be reduced to thirty, and divided 
as follows: five each to the Republican, Demo- 
cratic, Prohibition, People’s, Labor, and Woman 
Suffrage Parties. 

Fred F. Wheeler, the Prohibitionist leader of 
this city, said that both of the great parties 
conceded that the third party controlled 30 of 
the 128 Assembly districts of the State. “It 
would be folly,” said Mr. Wheeler, “for 
the Prohibitionists to nominate dele- 
gates in districts where they know no 
chance exists for their election. We have 
never been addicted to threats, but, while we 
do not nominate, nothing can prevent us from 
indorsing Republican nominations. In that 
event only one result can follow. Should the 
Prohibitionists throw all their strength for the 
Republican delegates in the thirty doubtful 
Assembly districts, the Constitutional Conven- 
tion would be controlled by the Republican del- 
egates. 

The State Committee elected Dr. M. Downing 
Chairman, W. RK. Huntof Honeoye Falla Treas- 
urer, and E. J. Wheeler of Dubois Secretary. 

Another factor in the opposition to the Con- 
stitutional Convention bill was made known to- 
day when a communication was presented in 
the Assembly to the Speaker signed by 
Henry A. Hicks, Chairman of the State 
Committee of the People’s Party. ‘The 
plea was made that the Constitutional 
Convention bill was framed for the especial 
purpose of violating the Constitution, by mak- 
ing the convention werely an annex to the 
Democratic and Republican machines. In this 
petition Mr. Hicks threatens to contest the con- 
stitutionality of the law, and to carry the mat 
ter if necessary to the United States courts. 

" Some of the Democrats were disposed to push 

the Constitutional Convention bill to final pas- 
sage when it was reported in the House from 
the Senate to-day, but all the Republican iead- 
ers objected. 

Much diversity of opinion still exists among 
Democrats over the terms of the bill, and the 
contention is made that both the big parties 
shajld nominate thirty-two delegates at large 
in the same manner as they nominate their 
thirty-six Electors during a Presidential elec- 
tion, and that the party which polls the heaviest 
vote should elect the entire ticket. This is 
Speaker Sulzer’s plan and he is sustained by a 
large following in bis party on the floor. The 
bill, however, was ordered to be printed and 
was referred to the Judiciary Committee.

TorRonTO, Ontario, Jan. 24.—An important 
Liberal Party Convention for the Province of 
Ontario was held here to-day. It was called to 
perfect an organization for the next campaign, 
which will in all probability be inaugurated 
early next year. 

There was a good deal of talk by prominent 
delegates about the policy to be adopted to de- 
feat the Government at the next election. One 
of the objects of the convention was to pava 
the way for a Liberal Convention for the Do- 
minion to formulate a policy to overcome the 
existing depression. 

The prospects of the party wore said by Sir 
Oliver Mowat, the Ontario Premier, to be very 
hopeful, and the general opinion was that the 
Liberal Opposition stands avery fair show to 
defeat the Government, especially since 
Premier Thompson lately declared his intention 
of sticking to the old policy of high protection. 

Sir Richard Cartwright, leader of the Opposi- 
tion party in Ontario, declared the reformers 
were gathering strength throughout Canada. 
Ile expressed a belief that the reformers would 
defeat the Government at the next election, 
pre ae thought would be heid toward the end 
of L804. 

The feeling of the convention was that the 
country was ripe for a general hewing down of 
the tariff and reciprocal trade with the United 
States, and, owing to the chango in Government 
at Washington, the delegates considered the 
present an opportune time to push such a 
policy.

JUDGE BALDWIN’S PARTY FOES.

NOT LIKELY TO KEEP HIM FROM THE 
SUPREME COURT BENCH. 


HARTFORD, Jan. 24.—The ballot for Supreme 
Court Judges has been made the order of the 
day for Wednesday in the House. The election 
of Simeon E. Baldwin and Judge Fenn being in- 
volved, the Republicans caucused in secret 
this afternoon on the situation. 

Hot-headed partisans in the party have threat- 
ened to defeat Baldwin on account of the eifect- 
ive work which he conducted eight years ago in 
carrying the State for President Cleveland, tho 
purpose being to punish him for “ Mugwump- 
ry.” The Democratic opposition to Mr. Bald- 
win is limited to New-Haven County represent- 
atives, Guun and Stoddard of Milford and 
Hotchkiss of New-Haven openly opposing 
the Governor's selection. The vote will be 
by ballot, giving the opponents of Mr. Bald 
win the chance to stab him in the back, but 
itis not considered possible to-night that his 
promotion to the Supreme Bench can be defeat- 
ed to-morrow. The Republicans as a party will 
not take the risk of making the election a polit- 
ical issue, and while many of them will vote 
against their old antagonist in the Blaine cam- 
paign, there will be enough to vote with the 
Democrats to insure Baldwin's election.

Dosti, Jan. 24.—The hostility between Par-” 
nellites and anti-Parnellites is assuming an 
acute phase. Plerce Mahony, the former Par 
nellite member of Parliament for North Meath, 
who wae defeated in the late election by 
Michael Davitt, since unseated, had an encount 
er to-day in the Four Courts with Matthew Jos- 
eph Kenny, Nationalist member of Parliament 
for Middle Tyrone. 

Tho result is that Mr. Kenny wears a black 
eye. Mr. Kenny wasin the hall of the Four 
Courts at the time that Mr. Mahony approached 
him. Mr. Mahony was excited, and, rushing up 
to Mr. Kenny, he exclaimed: “‘How dare you 
Insult my mother?” With that Mr. Mahony 
brought his fist in forcible contact:with Mr. 
Kenny’s eye, causing that gentioman to stagger 
and utter an exclamation of surprise. 

Mr. Mahony started to follow up the blow, 
whereupon Mr. Kenny tried to seize Mr. 
Mahony. The two men joined in an angry 
soufile. A member of the metropolitan police 
happened to be near and rushed to preserve the 
peace. He seized Mr. Mahony and burried him 
away, he being afterward released on giving 
surety for his appearance in court. 

There was alively scene in the police court 
when Mr. Mahony was brought up for examina- 
tion. The courtroom was crowded, most of 
those present being Parnellite sympathizers 
with the defendant. Timothy Healy, M. P., 
appeared as counsel for the prosecution. In 
epening the case Mr, Healy said that Mr. Kenny 
was @ barrister and was wearing his wig and 
gown when Mahony approached him and, with- 
out saying a word, struek him in the eye, causing 
an inflammation of the surrounding tissue, com- 
monly called a black eye. Mr. Kenny, when 
struck, seized Mr. Mahony by the throat and 
gave him inte custody, Mr. Healy said he hoped 


the Crown would take charge of the case and 
demanded the infiletion of severe punishment 


ages the aggressor. 

r. Kenny took the stand and presented 
ecular evidence that he was suifering from a 
black eye. His testimony agreed with Mr. 
Healy’s statement about the unexpected impact 
of Mahony’s fist upon his unoffending optic. 
Mr. Kenny added that while he was yet stag- 
gered by the sudden blow an exultant laug 

rang upon his bewildered ears. He saw with 
his well eye that the laugh came from John E. 
Redmond, member of Parliament for Waterford 
ci, who was near by. 

r. Kenny was subjected to a severe cross- 
examination. He admitted that Mahony, at the 
time of striking the blow, said to him: “ You 
inealted my mother.” He also admitted that 
he had called Mr. Mahony’s mother a “ cross- 
bred Bindoo.”’ 

John E. Redmond, member of Parliament, 
took the stand. His testimony threw no light 
upon the case, but he remarked with emphasis 
that any man who used insulting language 
about a woman ought to be thrashed. The Par- 
nellites applauded this remark loudly and glared 
at Mr. Healy. Mr. Mahony was then bound 
over for trial before the Dublin Court of Com- 
mission of Oyer and Termineron the charge 
of assault. Bail was accepted. 

Notwithstanding the condition of his eye, 
which is prominently bordered with black, Mr. 
Kenny will, it is expected, be in his seat at the 
opening of the House. The remark which is 
said to have given offense to Mahony was ut- 
tered by Mr. Kenny in a speech which he deliy- 
ered on Sunday last. 


PAID HIGH FOR HIS FAITH. 


EXPERIENCE OF HENRY MORLEY WITH 


THE PL¥MOUTH BRETHREN. 


Loxpoxr, Jan, 24.—The trial of the Morley- 
Longhman case was continued to-day, and much 
interest is manifested in the outcome owing to 
the high standing of the plaintiffs, Mr. Arnold 
Morley, the Postmaster General, and Mr. Sam- 
uel Morley, his brother. The defense opened 
to-day. 

The first witness called was one of the Longh- 
man brothers, who are charged with having 
secured the sum of £140,000 from Henry Nor- 
ley, deceased, a brother of the plaintiffé, through 
undue influence. The witness testified that 
Henry Moriey had acted with perfect freedom 
when he gave the witness £50,000 to invest for 
religious work. The witness bought an estate 
with the money and had portioned it with his 
brothers. He denied that he had opened Henry 
Moriey’s letters. He admitted that he had de- 
clined to tell the plaintiffaé what had become of 
the large sums he and his brothers had received 
from Henry Morley. 

Counsel for the plaintiffs then questioned tho 
witness as to his personal history. Hesaid that 
before he became acquainted with Henry Mor- 
ley he had a living in the Church of England 
which paid him £400 yearly. That income, of 
course, ceased when he withdrew from the 
Church of England and joined the Plymouth 
Brethren. The witness, after stating that he 
had thus given up his means of livelihood, de 


clared that he, after joining the Plymouth 
Brethren, lived as had lived Elijah. He was 
fed by ravens. Anonymous gifta were frequent- 
ly sent to him and envelopes containing bank 
notes were dropped in his letter box. 

His brothers, who are co-defendants with 
him, lived in the same way. These strange 
gifts ceased when he and his brothers became 
well acquainted with Henry Morley. 

The witness added that he first opened a bank 
account with £100 that was presented to him 
by Henry Morley. 

In response to further questions put to him, 
Longhman admitted that he had received a 
tal of £145,856 from Mr. Morley during the 
time the latter was living with him and his 


brothers.

THE EARL OF JERSEY RESIGNS. 


HIS DISPUTED PREROGATIVE AS GOV- 
ERNOR OF NEW SOUTH WALES. 


SYDNEY, Jan. 24.—The Earl of Jersey has of- 
fered his resignation as Governor of New South 
Wales. This action on the part of the Earl is 
due to a conflict with Sir G. R. Dibbs, the 
Premier, in relation to the right to summon 
meetings of the Executive Council, Dibhs claim- 
ing that, as Prime Minister of the colony, he 
possesses that right. 

The Ear! of Jersey asserts that the right to 
call meetings of the Executive Council is vest- 
ed solely in the Governor. Sir George Dibbs 
has on several occasions called meetings of the 


Council entirely on his own authority, merely 
notifying the Governor, who is ex officio Presi- 
dent of the Council. 

The Earl of Jersey has asked the opinion of 
the Colonial Office on the subject. 


The Exeoutive Council of New South Wales 
consists of the Governor, the Earl of Jersey, 
who was appointed in October, 1890;'Sir Julian 


E. Balomons, Chief Justice of the Colony and 
Vice President of the Council, and the members 
of the Cabinet.

ViENNA, Jan. 24.—The marriage of Arch- 
fuchess Margaret Sophie and Duke Albrecht of 
Wiirtemberg was solemnized to-day in the 
Onurch of the Hofrath. Cardinal Gruscha, 
Archbishop of Vienna, officiated. 

The wedding was one of great prilliancy, be- 
ing attended by Emperor Francis Joseph, sev- 
eral Archdukes and Archduchesses, the King 
and Queen of Wiirtemberg, and other members 
of the royal family of Wiirtemberg. After the 
seremony the bride and bridegroom kissed the 
hand of the Emperor and of the King and Queen 
of Wiirtemberg.

CAPITOL aibecbets TION 
BILL REFERRED.

A MEASURE TO SECURE HOME RULE 


FOR COUNTIES IN THE MATTER OF 
TAXATION—PROPOSITION | FOR THE 
BTATE TO PAY POSTAGE FOR MEM- 
BERS. 


ALBANY, Jan. 24,.—Republicans and Demo- 
crats made a coalition in the House and at- 
tempted to force the seven-hundred-thousand- 
dollar Capitol Appropriation bill through, 
but without success. It was in vain that 
Assemblyman ‘Nussbaum (Rép., Albany,) 
urged that Commissioner Perry had said 
that unless the bill was passed to-day, work 
must cease, and that the Republican Senators 
had not obstructed its passage last night in the 
upper house. Leader Quigley of the Demo- 
cratic contingent and his lieutenant, Mr. 
Sullivan, (Dem., New-York,) fought hard for It, 
but Malby, the Republican leader, objected. 

In the course of the debate Mr. Beli (Rep., 
Columbia,) threw the House into transports of 
laughter by observing: ‘‘ When the archangel 
on tho last day stands with one foot on sea and 
one on shore, some genial member of the As- 
sembly from Albany County will bob up and 
ery: ‘Hola on, old man! We want another mill- 
ion for the Capitol.’ The people have a right 
to know when this building is to be completed 
and what it is to cost.” 

The bill was referred to the Ways and Means 
Committee. It is expected to reach the Govern- 
or by Friday of this week. This appropriation 
of $700,000 raises the total cost of the Capitol 
up to date to $20,575,000, which, together with 
the $750,000 to be needed next year to com- 
plete the building, will swell the aggregate cost 
to $21,225,000. 

BROOKLYN’S COLUMBIAN CELEBRATION. 

There was much thrashing of old straw in 
the Assembly when Senator MoCarty’s bill 
came up on final passage to relieve the city and 
county officers of Brooklyn and Kings from 
civil proceedings in connection with the ex- 
penses incurred for the Columbian celebration. 
Some of the Republicans fought hard for delay, 


but they were outvoted, The bill finally pulled 
through on a very narrow margin—67 to 43. 
Party lines were closely drawn. 

All the Democrats in the House voted for it, 
except Ellison of New York and Ryder of 
Westchester. All the Republicans voted against 
it except Reed of Genesee. The following 
Democrats were absent or refrained from vot- 
ing: Cooney and Durack of Kings, Peck of 
Onondaga, Quackenbush of Schenectady, and 
Vandewater of Dutchess. 

The following Kepublicans were not recorded: 
Brown of Otsego, Conkling of Warren, Dexter 
of Madison, Deyo of Broome, Houghof Wayne, 
Lounsbury of Ulster, Matthews of Franklin, 
McCormick of Orleans, Messiter of Sullivan, 
Pierson of Tompkins, Stone of Monroe, and 
Wheeler of Cattaraugus. 

FREE POSTAGE FOR LEGISLATORS. 

Under a bill which has passed the Assembly 
the members have been endowed with a new 
perquisite. Heretofore the member of Assem- 
bly has been forced to pay postage on all his 
letters. Hereafter he will drop his mail in 
a large box in Clerk De Freest’s room, where 
the Atate will generously stamp it. Senators 
are supplied with stamps by the Clerk. 

Col W. L. Brown (Dem., New-York) was ab- 
sent from his seat in the Senate to-day, and the 
opportunity was seized to confirm the nomina- 
tion for Port Warden of New-York of Daniel 
M. Leahy of Little Falls, against whom the Sen- 
ator has objected. 

At the request of the National Association of 
Postal Clerks, Benator Roesch (Dem., New- 
York,) has introduced the following resolution: 

Whereas, There is now pouting in Congress a bill 
entitied “A bill for classifying and regulating the 
salaries of clerks in first and 
Offices ”’; and 

Whereas, The said bill provides for the relief of a 
faithful body of public servants, against whom, in 
comparison with other Governmental employes, un- 
just discrimination has been mado by existing laws;

Whereas, The said bill provides for an annmal ad- 
astment of salary, based upon the ability and faith- 
ul performance of duty, thus placing the postal 
clerk upon a level with the letter carrier and railway 
mail clerk; and 

Whereas, Such classification has been recommend- 
ed by the Postmaster General in his annual report; 
therefore, be it 

Resolved, That this body respectfully petition the 
Committees on Rules to set an early date for the con- 
sideration of said bill, known as House Bill No. 
8,608, and earnestly urge upon Congress the passage 
of the same. 

The Senate promptly adopted the resolution. 

NEW ASSEMBLY BILLS. 

Among the bills introduced in the House were 
these: 

By Mr. Kerrigan, (Dem., New-York,) a mild drive 
at the gas companies, namely, to reduce the price of 
gas to $1 for every 1,000 feet. 

By Mr. Foley, (Dem., New-York,) the Cantor 
Senate bill, authorizimg the City of New-York to 
cede the Bowling Green site for @ new Oustom 
House. 

By Mr. Dettech, (Dem., Kings,) to fill in Gowanus 
Canal, from the bulkhead beiow Hamilton Avenue 
to Butier Street, at a cost not to exceed $350,000, to 
be met by the issue of bonds. 

By Mr. Roodinson, (Dem., Qneens.)—Piohibiting a 
railroad corporation to enter into any contract with 
another corporation for the purpose of insuring, in- 
demnifying, or guaranteeing any loss that may be 
eustained by reason of negligence on the part of the 
railroad company or any of ite employes, resulting 
in the loss of life or injury to passengers. 

By Mr. Shields, (Dem., Kings.)—To prevent 
clouds upon titles to real estate. The bill provides 
that in each county in the State there shall be of.- 
ficers known- as Public Scriveners. The County 
Clerk is to license all persons wishing to become 
Public Scriveners, the fee being #6500 for 
the benefit of the county, and $10 additional 
feos for the County Clerk. Such persons shali 
be entitled to draw any deed, mortgage, lease, will, 
or other instrument relating to the sale, devise, or 
conveyance ofreal property. It shall not be lawful 
for any other ¢person not an officer todo such work, 
except that nothing in the act shall be constrned so 
as to prevent a person from making his own will or 
drawing an instrument conveying his own property, 
nor to prevent any mortgagee om drawing the 
bond and mortgage which he is to receive for money 
of his own investment. 

By Mr. Southworth, (Dem., New-York.)—To en- 
courage and promote the professional training of 
teachers, and authorizing the public school authori- 
ties of any city or village employing a Superintend. 
entof schools to establish one or more schools or 
classes for the professional instruction and training 
of teachers in the principles of education and in the 
method of instruction for not less than thirty-eight 
weeks in each school year.

Sheehan and his brother, John ©. Sheehan, 
Police Commissioner of New-York, has been of- 
fered in tne Assembly by Mr. Clahan, (Dem.,) 
who represents Mr. Sheehan’s old Assembly 
District in Erie county. 


HOME-RULE TAXATION. 
Mr. Farquhar (Dem., New-York,) has intro- 
duced his home rule for counties taxation bill 
in the Assembly. The billin full is as follows: 


SECTION 1. It shall be the duty of all assessors and 
officers performing the duttes of assessors, in assess- 
ing real property of any kind, to assess the value of 
land separately from all buildings, fences, struct- 
ures, drains, crops, plants, trees, ana other improve. 
ments thereon, and to state in separate columns the 
assessed value of each piece of land and of the entire 
improvements thereon. 

Sko, 2. The Board of Supervisors in each county 
in this State may, in their discretion, direct that all 
taxes in such county (other than those which such 
county may be required to collect for State pur- 
poses and other than city taxes, concerning which 
an express direction may have been given under the 
authority of Section 3 of this act) shall be levied ex- 
clusively upon the assessed valye of personal prop- 
erty alone or upon the assessed value of real estate 
alone, including land and all improvements thereon, 
or apon the assessed value 0° land alone, exclusive of 
improvements and of personal property, or upon the 
assessed yalne of iand, improvements, and personal 
property, taken together. 

SEC. 5. ‘vhe Common Council in each incorporated 
city of this State may, in their discretion, direct that 
ail taxes in such city, collected exclusively for city 
purposes, shall be levied upon the assessed value of 
personal property alone, or upon the assessed value 
of real estate alone, including land and al! improve- 
ments thereon, or upon the assessed valuo of lands 
alone, exclusive of improvements and of personal 
property, er upon the assessed value of land, im- 
provements, and personal property, taken together. 

Suc, 4. Nothing contained in this act shall be 
construed as diminishing the proportion of tho State 
tax which any city or county may be required to 
pay into the State Treasury under existing laws or 
under any laws which may be hereafter enacted, 
Dut in every city or county the value of all real and 
personal property shall be assessed and returned in 
the manner now or hereafter directed by law, and 
every city and county in which any species of prop. 
erty may be exempted from taxation by virtue of 
the powers hereby conferred shall, nevertheless, 
pay the same proportion of State tax which it woul 
be liable to pay if no such exception were made.

NO PURITY OF ELECTIONS UNTIL THIS 

Is DONE. 


ALBANY, Jan. 24.—Senator Oharles T. Saxton, 
(Rep., Wayne,) who is the recognised father of 
ballot reform in this State and who has done 
more than any ten legislators to purify the elec 
tion methods and the ballot, gave the following 
interesting opinions this evening to the corre: 
spondent of Tun New-York Tres touching 
the amended Ballot-Reform bill which has been 
introduced and indorsed by the Democratic 
bosses. 

“Tam glad that the Democrats in the Legis 
lature have at last abandoned the pretense that 
a blanket ballot is unconstitutional. The ballot 
bill introduced by Assemblyman Farquhar will, 
if enacted, be a vast improvement upon the 
present law. The trouble with ballot reform is 
that the people haven’t taken kindly to it, and 
the reason for that lies in the undeniable fact 
that the average voter becomes perplexed and 
confused when he attempts to vote under the 
present law. 1t was a difficult matter for a great 
many voters to handle, fold, and select from the 
large number of ballots given them at the last 
election. The first thing to do is to simplify the 
act of voting and thus commend the law to the 
people, That I believe will be accomplished by 


the blanket ballot. 

“The bill of Mr. Farquhar does not, however, 
remedy any of the other imperfections of our 
election laws. I will suggest some amendments 
to the bill of prenter or less importance. 

**Bection 81 provides, as the law now does, 
that the designation of the polling place for 
whioh particular ballots were prepared should 
be printed on the face of the stub instead of the 
back of the ballot, as the law formerly required. 
The reason for the change was suggested by the 
transposition of ballots in Onon a County 
in 1891, by means of which opportunity was 
given to identify ballots cast by voters. That 
reason will not exist ifthe blanket ballot shall 
be adopted, and it will be much better to restore 
the law in that respect to its former condition. 

“Section 82 commands that the name of a 
candidate for office shall not appear in more 
than one column. I think that is wrong. Under 
the separate ballot system it seemed to me that 
some restrictions should be placed upon print- 
ing official ‘split tickets’ for two reasons, viz, 
because the tendency was, unless something of 
the kind should be done, greatly to multiply the 
number of official ballots, and because further, 
inasmuch as there was nothing in the tickets to 
distinguish ‘split tickets’ from regular party 
tickets, many voters would use the former 
when they intended to vote latter. Both of 
these difficulties are surmounted by the ballot 

rescribed by the billin question. There will 
Re but one ballot in any event, which will not 
be inoreased at all in size by permitting, for ox- 
ample, the name of an independent candidate 
for member of Assembly to be printed ina 
column with the Republican or Democratic 
candidates for the other offices. Nor can there 
be any danger of deceiving voters, because such 
a column will be headed differently from the 
regular party columns. Such a reatriction, 
which is wholly unnecessary, will hamper in- 
dependent movements, and I believe that such 
movements should be encouraged, as they give 
the only remedy the people have against the 
tyranny of party machines. 

“Section 104, whioh contains the ‘physical 
disability’ clause, permits a person thus dis- 
abled to select any person, a ward heeler if he 
chooses, to go with him into the voting pooth. 
It would be much better if only election officers 
were authorized to perform that duty. They 
would not be so likely to aid in the scheme of 
buying voters as those who are at the polis for 
that very purpose. 

“If these amendments shall be adopted, we 
will have a law that will be simple in its opera- 
tion, make the polling places, as arule, quietand 
orderly, and do away with the possibility of in- 
fiuencing votes by fraud or intimidation. But 
it will accomplish very little in the way of pre- 
venting vote buying. Last Fall there was as 
much money used on election day as there was 
four years ago. Perhaps the corrupt voter did 
not stay bought, but he received his money just 
the same. It may be thatresults were not so 
greatly affected, but corruption was just us evi- 
dent and offensive as it ever was. 

“We will never change that until we abolish 
the ‘power’ that is the instrument through 
which bribery is committed. To the man who re- 
ceived money was given & paster. Every iden- 
tifying mark was placed upon apaster. Take 
the paster away and we will get rid of the poll 
worker. Whatcan he do without it? Will he 
stay around the polls merely to offer money to a 
man on condition that he will mark the ballot 
in the booth? No, Sir; he is there to peddle the 
paster; and he knows that he cannot depend 
upon the voter to exereise the independent act 
of marking a ballot himself whilein the booth, 

** We seem to think that the poll worker is an 
essential part of our election system. It is not 
so. We can get along without him. The voter 
can make up his mind how he wants to vote 
witbout any assistance from such persons, I do 
not think the illiterate man needs the paster. The 
names of all party candidates will be printedin 
parallel columns and regular order. ny voter 
cantake with him a sample ballot already 
marked to aid him in marking the official ballot. 
If these aids are not sufficient, let us place 
= or symbols above the party ticket. But 

- _ getrid of the pasters as soon as pos- 
sible. 

The bill of Mr. Farquhar is asign of progress 
that we will eventually secure a good election 
law, but we will not do much toward purifying 
the poll until we abolish the paster and 
strengthen our Corrupt Practices act.”’ 





OBITUARY. 


ALEXANDER WALKER. 
Alexander Walker, one of the oldest journal- 
ists in the South, died yesterday at Fort Smith, 
Ark., at the home of his son, aged sev- 
enty-four years. He was a native of Freder- 
ioksburg, Va, and received the finishing touches 
of his education at the University of Virginia 


under the personal care of ex-President Monroe. 
Early in the forties he went to New-Orleans to 
practice law, but soon entered journalism in 
behalf of the Slidell Democracy. He was a vig- 
orous and volumjnous writer, and, as editor of 
the Delia, was at the head of New-Orleans jour- 
nalism for many years. 

He was Judge of the City Court, a member of 
the Legislature, and in 1860 a member of the 
Secession Convention. Since the war he had 
been connected with the New-Orleans 7imes and 
the Picayune, but for several years, on account 
of impaired health, he had lived in retirement. 
His son, Norman Walker, is the present editor 
of the Times-Democrat, During his busy life he 
found time to write several volumes, the best 
remembered of which are “Jackson at New- 
Orleans,” “Life of Jackson,” and the “ His- 
tory of the Battle of Shiloh.”

—The Rev. David Crandell of Moncton, N. B., 
father of the Baptist denomination in the Maritime 
Provinces, died ee aged ninety-eicht years, 
Among his chidiren are E. V. and M. V. Crandell of 
this city and Dr. I. V. Crandell of Philadelphia. 

—Dr. W. W. Alley, the oldest known homeopathio 
physician in the world, died at Moravia, N. Y., yes. 
terday, aged ninety-one years. Dr. Alley dispensed 
medicine from the office in which he died for sixty- 
six years, and up to five weeks Ago he continued 
practice. 

—John Watson, the celebrated horse breeder, is 
dead in Engiand.

Streets, caused a loss of £50,000, fully insured. The 
fire caught from alamp dropped by a carpenter iua 
pile of shavings on the floor of the office. The loss 
is mainly on stock. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 24.—Elevator No. 8, owned by 
Frederick Prush & Co., was burned last night with 
its contents. Total loss from $150,000 to $200,000; 
insured for $31,000. Six loaded cars were burned. 
The insurance is distributed among fifteen or more 
companies.

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THEIR REMOVAL ASKED FOR 


CHARGES AGAINST REFEREES IN 
BLEVATED DAMAGE CASES. 


EUGENE H. POMEROY AND JOHN FOX 
ACCUSED OF PARTIALITY FOR THE 
MANHATTAN COMPANY—FOX’s BUSI- 
NESS BELATIONS W1TH IT—ABSURD. 
AWARD IN THE HART CASE, 


William G. Peckham, whose Jaw firm has a 
number of cases for damages brought by prop- 
erty owners against the elevated railroad com- 
pany, moved before Judge Patterson in the 
Supreme Court yesterday for the removal of 
Eugene H. Pomeroy and John fox as Commis- 
sioners or referees, and for the non-confirmation 
of their report in the Hart case. 

The Hart property was among a parcel as- 
signed to Messrs. Pomeroy, Fox, and J. Henry 
Haggerty, and is aituated at the southwest cor=« 
ner of Sixth Avenue and Forty-second Street. 
Heavy damages were claimed, but the referees: 
awarded only 6 cents, and their report was con- 
firmed when first presented. 

It is now sought to have it set aside on the 
ground that Messrs. Pomeroy and Fox were 
prejudiced in favor of the elevated railway 
company and returned a finding unfair to the 
claimants. The attorneys say they are now in 
possession of facts warranting them in seeking 
the removal of the Commissioners which were 
not in their possession when the report was con- 
firmed. 

From the affidavits it appears that, so far as 
Commissioner Pomeroy is concerned, the law- 
yers seek to establish that he was on too inti- 
mate terms with Sinclair Myers and George H. 
Scott, who had given testimony as real estate 
experts before the Commissioners, and that he 
had an office with an attorney who had repre- 
sented the elevated railway company in various 
suits for damages. 

Bya rule of the Supreme Court, no person 
may be appointed referee who has for an asso- 
ciate one who isin any way connected with a 
suit which may come before him, nor may he 
have an office in common with one who may be 
connected in any way with the parties in litiga- 
tion. 

Respecting Mr. Fox, the attorneys present 
something about him when he was in city l- 
ities and in State politics as a Senator, and it is 
sought to show that he used his influence to 
procure places for applicants on the elevated 
railroad, and that he bought iron from the com- 
pany and furnished railroad supplies. Upon 
such ground they maintain that he is an unfit 
person to act as Commissioner. 

Bearing directly on the case of Mr. Fox is an 
aftidavit made by Addison & Clark, which says 
that Mr. Clark called at 3 Morris Street on Jan. 
17 and saw Mrs. Elizabeth Jones, the wife of 
William J. Jones, proprietor of .the Eagle Hotel 
at that place; that he asked her whether she 
knew a good way to secure a eer] on the 
elevated railroad force; that she said she did 
and that John Fox of 160 Broadway wrote a 
letter to the company in behalf of her son; that 
by means of this letter her son secured a posi- 
tion as gateman on theelevated road. The 
s0n’s name is given as John F. Jones. Heis 
now living in East Orange, N. J., having left 
the elevated road’s service. 

Franklin D. Peale, an attorney at law, swore 
that he had an interview with William J. Jones 
at 3 Morris Street, and that Jones informed 
him that ex-Senator John Fox had procured for 
his son, J a e F. Jones, an appointment upon 
the elevated railroad, 

In the big bundle of affidavits presented in 
the case the firstia from Lawyer Lewis J. Mor- 
rison, who states that he, as attorney, had the 
Hart litigation, and endeavored to retain 
William G. Peckham as attorney to try the mat- 
ter before the referees. Mr. Peckham declined 
on the ground that Mr. Pomeroy had manifested 
friendly feeling toward the elevated people. 
Mr. Morrison regarded this as a mere personal 
matter on the partof Mr. Peckham, he says, 
and proceeded to try the case himeelf, thinking 
it was astrong one. He got only 6 cents, which 
astonished him. 

The award in the Hart case, Mr. Morrison 
says, Judge Ingraham, before whom the report 
came, would not have confirmed had it been in 
his power to act to the contrary. In proof of 
this the Judge’s words are quoted and made 
part of the affidavit as follows: 

“To allow a nominal amount for the t 
taken in this proceeding is plainly qusonenee ont 
the Commissioners, in making the award, must have 
gressetes on @ remarkable misconception of their 

aties, and if I had the power I would refuse to con- 
firm their report. 

There was no appeal when this confirmation 
was made, the attorneys not having the facts, 
which, they now claim, furnish sufficient reason 
for asking that the report be set aside and that 
the Commissioners be removed. 

William G. Peckham, in the affidavit he 
makes, swears that he was subpenaed in the 
Atwater & Cannon case which sought to remove 
Mr. Pomeroy as Commissioner, and that. he 
heard Julien T. Davies, who acts as counsel for 
the elevated road, state under oath that Mr. 
Frederick A. Ward, ‘‘the office associate of 
Commissioner Pomeroy, had been for some time 
employed by the elevated roads of this city to 
try accident oases in Kings County for the New- 
York elevated.” 

That was in November or December, 1892, 
and Mr. Peckham said he understood Mr. Davies 
to say that Mr. Ward had been employed by the 
elevated company for a year or two past from a 
time prior to the confirmation of the report in 
the condemnation case. 

*“* About the same time,” continues Mr. Peok- 
ham, “I first heard funfors of friendship be- 
tween Scottand Sinclair Myers and Commis- 
sioner Pomeroy. Prior to that I had heard Scott 
testify that Scott & Myers had been paid 
$40,000 for expert testimony in the same gen- 
eral condemnations, in some of which Mr. Pom- 
eroy was later appointed Commissioner or 
referee. Their services were in testifying.” 

Mr. Peckham says that he thought $5,000 
was enough for the testimony, and $2,000 might 
be enough. He then goes on to tell of the selec- 
tion and appointment of Mr. Pomeroy as a ref- 
eree, Judge Andrews having determined that it 
would be fair to have the elevated company 
name one man, the porate. owners @ second, 
and the court a thir 

Mr. Peckham’s affidavit continues; “I have 
lately been informed and verily believe that 
just as Mr. Pomeroy nominated Mr. Myers as 
expert,so Mr. Myers nominated Mr. Pomeroy 
as Commissioner.’ 

In another place in his affidavit Mr. Peckham 
says: ‘‘I deem it proper to say, and verily be- 
lieve, that in numerous cases the referees 
and Commissioners have been infiuence 
by giving them or their connection the 
patronage of appointments on the ele- 
vated road, and that proceedings. are 
being prepared to set aside this sacond 
award on that ground. I have just learned that 
John Fox, one of the Commissioners herein, 
was a brother-in-law of the celebrated Dr. 
Shine. Dr. Shine was the elevated agent in set- 
tling accident cases. He was also, as I] am in- 
formed and believe, retained by the elevated 
road to serve the elevated company in several 
capoeietg® and had asalary by the year. Shine 

8 dead.”’ 


Joseph Harris, in his affidavit, attempts to 
show that the ottice at 156 Broadway has one 
room used in common by Messrs. Pomeroy and 
Ward. He says that the lease ig made out 
jointly and signed by Eugene H. Pomeroy and 
Frederick A. Ward. 

Eawin J. Chapman describes the sign on John 
Fox’s door, which reads, he says, “John Fox, 
Iron and Metals, Cast tron, as and Water 
Pipes, Railway Supplies.” He swore that the 
clerk told him thatat one time Mr. Fox sold 
iron to John D. Crimmins, but he did not know 
whether it was for the elevated road. 

Some testimony was introduced to show that 
Mr. Crimmins had done some contract work for 
the company. 

Charlies H. Strong,in his aflidavit, swore that 
in 1567, 1868, and 1869 John Fox was a mem- 
ber of the Board of Supervisors in New-York. 
Among his associates was William M, Tweed. 
In 1869 Mr. Fox was-transferred to the famous 
Court House Committee. 

“TI am informed,’’ continues the affidavit, 
** that the records of the Board of Supervisors 
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Were destroyed for the last two years when 
‘John Fox and William M. Tweed were co-mem- 
bers of that board. I know, however, that the 
, elevated road claims to have got the right of 
running on Ninth Avenue during these years, 
‘and from the Aldermen or Board of Super- 
visors.” 

Mr. Strong further avers that he was told by 
one of the elevated road’s clerks that the com- 
pany sold iron to John Fox. 

' “T suppose he meant refuse iron. Another 
} Man sitting in the elevated railroad’s office, and 
apparently in the employment of the elevated 
company, told me that John Fox’s trucks fre- 

uently came to the receiving department of 
the elevatei railroad company, where goods 
bought are delivered to the elevated railway 
company.” 

Edward A. Hibbard’s affidavit deals with the 
testimony of Scott & Myere as experts. He 
Bays they appearedin the Hart parcel, and he 
claims that in many oases they cut down values, 
making them as low as $20 a foot, and $1 was 
frequently their estimate. 

r. Hibbard, who is a counselor at law, closes 
his affidavit as follows: 

‘*T am informed and I believe that Eugene H. 
Pomeroy euqgoetod to parties in reference that 
Mr. Sinclair Myers be retained as the real eatate 
expert in some of the oases then on trial before 
Mr. Pomeroy as referee, stating that he had 
been associated with Mr. Myers and was very 
friendly to him. My informant is Charles M. 
Cannon, counselor at law.” 

Franklin D, Peale, ina second affidavit, says 
be believes that Mr. Pomeroy has employed 
Scott & Myers tosell property at mortgage saies 
for him, and then he reviews some of thefwork 
Mr. Fox did when a Senator at Albany and his 
attitude upon questions affecting tho elevated 
railroad. 

To the motion of Lawyer Peckham made be- 
fore Judge Patterson, Col. James, representing 
the elevated railroad, interposed a preliminary 
objection on the ground that nothing definite 
was stated in the affidavits, which were vision- 
ary and mere personal attacks upon the Com- 
missioners. He moved that the affidavit of Mr. 
Peckham be suppressed as scandalous and im- 
pertinent. 

When Mr. Peckham was asked why he had 
not brought such persons as Mrs. Jones and 
others to court, he said that Mrs. Jones was a 
tenant of Mr. Fox, and no affidavit could be got 
from her. 

Justice Patterson interposed a remark when 
the affidavit connecting Mr. Fox with Tweed 
wasread. ‘ You had better not go back as far 
as that. Fox may have repented,” he said. 
Mf, Peckham contended that Tweed and Mr. 
Fox were associates when the boss and the ele- 
vated-road magnates were on intimate terms 
and he considered Mr. Fox’s appointment ill- 
advised. 
In connection with the case it is noteworthy 
that on Monday Judge Gildersleeve of the Su- 
perior Court exonerated Eugene H. Pomeroy, 
one of the Commissioners, on charges of prej- 
udice preferred by Cannon & Atwater, who 
were counsel in the Hirsch damage case 
on Second Avenue. Here $200 was award- 
ed and then $500, but the attorneys 
refused to pay the Commissioners’ feea. 
Mr. Pomeroy was t@ bring to suit and then the 
action was taken to remove him. This was sent 
to Henry W. Johnson as referee, and his reporr 
exonerating Mr. Pomeroy was confirmed by 
Judge Gildersleeve. Mr. Atwater contended 
that to a property holder next door to his client 
had been awarded $3,000 and he claimed more 
money. In his ‘brief he says, among other 
=e: 
“The way in which the value of patronage 
is looked after and recorded is probably not so 
well known. Mr. F. K. Hain appeared at the 
reference with three good-sized ledgers, which 
had the record of appointments for three years 
pest He had in his office similar books which 
old the records for the past twelve years. 
They are indexed under the names of persons 
recommending the appointee, 
“What a mass of infiluenceisa here! May we 
not suppose it contains the names of almost 
every one in public life who could, under any 
possible circumstances, give assistance, and of 
every one supposed to have any influence with 
those from whom the road might ask favors? 
Does this, then, not explain why the elevated 
road can get so much consideration from the 
Legislature and local authorities?” 
Judge Patterson took Mr, Peckham’s papers 
and reserved decision on the motion made yes- 
terday. 
Mr. Pomeroy said last night that his defense 
was in the hands of his counsel. Mr. Fox could 
not be found.

DEATH. 


Margaret Foster, as she called herself, or Mar- 
garet Foster Creswell, as she was according to 
dispatches from Pennsylvania, the young woman 
who was taken to Bellevue Hospital suffering 
from peritonitis, the result of a criminal opera- 
tion, died at the hospital early yesterday morn- 
ing. She died without making any statement. 


An autopsy was performed by Deputy Coroner 
Conway, who arrived at the opinion that her 
death was due to a criminal operation, which 
caused blood poisoning. 

The young women was taken to Bellevue from 
the home of a licensed midwife, Mrs. Eliza Lan- 
dau of110 East Forty-fifth Street, early Mon- 
day morning, and though her condition was 
serious it was not thought that she would die. 
The physician in attendance told her, 
however, that she was in a_ oritical 
condition, and she was asked if she 
would not make an ante-mortem statement. 
She refused to tell anything about hersylf, but 
said that if she thought she was going to die she 
would tell who she was aud to whom her trouble 
was due, but she died without doing so. She 
told the physician that she had been in this city 
only four days, and had come from Altoona, 
Penn., where she said she lived. When asked 
who her friends were in that city, she said she 
had friends named Thomas, but their firstname 
she would not give. 

The police were notified of her condition, but 
as they -thought that it was not hopeless they 
took no immediate action in the matter. After- 
ward they called on Mrs. Landau, who said 
that she knew pothing about Miss Foster ex- 
cept that she h come to her place the latter 
part of last wee Miss Foster had told the 
midwife that she had been taking drugs fur- 
nished her by a doctor in Altoona. 

Mise Foster told the people at Bellevue that 
she was thirty years of age, but she looked 
older. According to her story she was a teacher 
of physical oulture. 

It was the intention of the authorities to bury 
the ee A in Potter’s Field unless it was called 
for within a day ortwo. Yesterday afternoon a 
telegram was received from Hollidaysburg, 
Penn., asking that the body be kept till 
called for. The dispatch was unsigned. 
About 8 o’olock last night another dispatch 
was received fram the same place, directed to 
the Superintendent of Bellevue, and signed by 
W. D. Woodcock and Martin Bell. It read: 
‘“* Keep the body of Margaret Foster till we call 
for it to-morrow.” 

About 10 o’clock last night a handsome wo- 
man called atthe hospital and asked to be al- 
lowed to see the dead woman. She said she 
thought it might be a young girl who had been 
missing from her home in Hartford, Conn. 
When she saw the body she sald thatit was not 
that of the person she was looking for. 


HOLLIDAYSBURG, Penn., Jan. 24,—Margaret 
Foster Cresswell, teacher in physical culture of 
this city, is believed to be the Margaret Foster 


who died at Bellevue Hospital, New-York, this 
morning. She left here last week, and her rela- 
tives were ignorant of her whereabouts. 

Miss Cresswell was a daughter of Col. John 
Cresswell, an ex-Speaker of the Pennsylvania 
House of Representatives, and at one time an as- 
pirant to the Gubernatorial office. Five months 
ago Miss Cresswell was graduated from the 
Preece Physical Culture College of Rochester, 
N. Y. She took the preliminary ateps to open a 
school of physical culture, and the teachers of 
the public schools were enlisted among her 
scholars. 

Her mother and sisters reside at Cressaweil 
Station, three miles from this city. They are 
prostrated with grief. They possess no in- 
formation beyond what has been furnished 
them by the press representatives. 

The New-York authorities have been notified 
to hold the body for identification and friends 
have left for New-York for that purpose. 

Mies Cresswell possessed a lively and agree- 
able disposition and had many suitors,

ARMY REORGANIZATION. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—The House Committee 
on Military Affairs has authorized Mr. Outh- 
waite (Dem., Ohio,) to report a bill to reorgan- 
ize the artillery and infantry of the army and 
to increase efficiency. 

The artiliery is to consist of seven regiments 
of not more than twelve batteries each, each 
regiment to consist of one Colonel, one Lieuten- 
ant Colonel, three Majors, twelve Captains, 
eleven First and ten Second Lieutenants, with 
the number of enlisted now allowed by law. 

The infantry force is to be reorganized into 
twenty-one regiments of not more than twelve 
companies each, each regiment to consist of 
one Colonel, one Lieutenant Colonel, three 
Majors, twelve Captains, eleven First and ten 

nd Lieutenants and the enlisted force now 
authorized by law. 

All original vacancies caused or created by 
this act are to be filled by promotion by senior- 

ty, according to the len ofservice. To the 
President is given authority to authorize the en- 
listment of colored men and Indians, companies 
of these not to exceed ten in any regiment. 
The object of the measure is to decrease the ex- 
nse of these branches of the service without 
pairing their efficiency.

FOR A NEW CITY COLLEGE.

A BILL TO PROVIDE BETTER ACCOM- 
MODATIONS ON A BETTER SITE. 


ALBANY, Jan. 24.—The College of the City of 
New-York 1s to have a new building, and a bill 
which Senator Cantor (Dem., New-York,) intro- 
duced in the upper house and Mr. Farquhar 
(Dem., New-York,) in the Assembly places at 


withal to carry out the plan. 

Under its terms the Trustees are authorized to 
use $600,000 for a site, and the coat of the 
building is not to exceed $575,000, or such 
greater sum as may be approved by the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment. The library 
and the museum are to be transferred to tho 
new building as soon as accommodation can bo 
provided. Both are to be open to the public. 
The bill also provides for free legtures. 

In explaining the bill Senator Cantor said it 
was drawn after numerous conferences between 
members of the Board of Education and the 


local authorities. It was evident that the pres- 
ent college had outgrown its usefulness; that 
its qoecete were inadquate, and that the bulid- 
ing itself was bordering on a state of dilapi- 
dation. Neither Mayor Gilroy, who was keenly 
interested in the subject, nor himself was 
committed to the measure, however. They 
roposed to send it to a committee and to have 
t printed and discussed before taking decisive 
action. The Mayor was of the opinion that 
the city held land somewhere that could be 
utilized fora site, and thatthe sale of the site 
of the present college would enable thom to 
erect a new edifice without much additional ex- 


pense. 
The bill, he explained in conolusion, had been 

g ven to him yesterday by Adolph L. Sanger, 
resideut of the Board of Education. 


The Board of Trustees of the College of the 
City of New-York, which is composed of the 
members ofthe Board of Education and the 


President of the college, have been endeavor- 
ing for years to obtain a new college building. 
Several reasons have been advanced for new 
acoommodations. One isthat for the last ten 
years from $5,000 to $8,000 has been expended 
in making the college building safe. Every 
year new girders and braces are put in to make 
the building sound and safe. It was inepected 
recently by the Building Inspectors and de- 
clared safe, but it requires watohfulness and 
the expenditure of asum of money every year 
to prevent the building from deoaying. 

Then, the building is too small for the needs 
to which itis put. When it was first built it 
was intended to accommodate 500 pupils; but 
every year, at the opening of the school term, 
there are about 1,5 Fm oe and at the olose of 
the term at least 1,000 or 1,200 remaining. 

It was in consideration of these facts that the 
alumni association of the college took the mat- 
ter up and took formal action about eighteen 
months ago. Then, in October, 1892, the alum- 
ni association presented the Board of Trustees 
with a petition reciting these facts and 
asking them to appeal to the Legislat- 
ure for relief. Among the signers to 
this petition were Ira Remsen of Johns 
Hopkins University, Edward Lauterbach, the 
Kev. Lk. T. Corwin of the Hertzog Hall The- 
ological Seminary, William Henry Roberts of 
Lane Theological Seminary, Everett P. Wheeler, 
R. R. Bowker, Russell rea William L. Bull, 
the Rev. Dr. E. A. Bradley, John Bach McMas- 
ter of the University of Pennsylvania, Gilbert 
H. Crawford, William H. Geyer of Stevens In- 
stitute, and Edward M. Shepard. 

Influenced by this petition Trustee Charles 
Strauss drew the rough draft of a bill whioh 
was afterward submitted to Trustee Sanger, 
now Preaident of the Board of Education. It 
was then again submitted toanumber of law- 
yers, many of them alumni, who added and 
made suggestions to the original draft. Among 
these latter gentlemen were John Hardy, Gil- 
bert H. Crawford, Edward M. Shepard, and 
Richard T. Sweezy, President of the Alumni As- 
sociation. 

The bill, as drawn up, was then presented to 
the Board of Trustees Sept. 28, and was finally 
en by the board Dec. 14 As originally 

rawn it provided that the Legislature grant 
authority to the Controller to issue bonds not 
to exceed $900,000 to buy a new site, and $575,- 
000 to erect buildings thereon for a new City 
eaey s The bill was amended and the sum of 

600,000 was substituted for $900,000. The 
bill also provides that property may be taken 
by condemnation proceedings. 

As adopted by the Board of Trustees it says 
nothing about any particular site, and this mat- 
ter was to be left to the discretion of the Trust- 
ees. At one time many thought that a good 
sito would be in Manhattan wanere near the 
American Museum of Natural History. That 
idea has been given up, and although nothing 
has been suid about any particular site, there 
are many who think that a location north of the 
Park, between One Hundred and Tenth and One 
Hundred and Twentieth Streets, would be very 
desirable, and there are still others who would 
favor rather a situation between Ninety-fifth 
and One Hundredth Street, to the east of the 
Park. There seems to be no desire to go on the 
west side. 

The bill further provides that the site of the 
present building and the building itself be sold 
as s00n as the new college buildings shall have 
been erected. As this property is at the corner 
of Lexington Avenue and Twenty-third Street, 
the Trustees think that by the time tho new col- 
lege is ready for occupanoy the present site and 
building can be sold for enough to more than 
pay for the new site. As the old site can not be 
sold till the scholars can go into new building, it 
is necessary to raise the money by selling bonds 
to purchase the new site. The proceeds from the 
property at the corner of Lexington Avenue 
and Twenty-third Street will be turned into the 
City Treasury, and it is expected that the cost 
to the city for the new site and buildings, when 
it is all figured up, will not amount to more 
than $300,000 to $350,000. 

The Executive Committee of the college will 
probably send eome one to Albany to look after 
legislation concerning this matter. The Alumni 
Association of the college will hold its annual 
dinner at Delmonico’s Saturday night, and the 
matter will be discussedthere. Senator Cantor, 
who introduced the bill, is expected to be pres- 
ent, and will tell the alumni what he thinks of 
the prospect for ite passage.

THE PURCHASE OF THE PROSPECT PARK 
AND CONEY ISLAND ROAD RATIFIED. 


President Austin Corbin and Vice President 
Charles M. Pratt of the Long Island Railroad jour- 
neyed tothe Morris Park offices of the road, at Ja- 
maica, yesterday, carrying with them proxies repre- 
senting noarly three-quarters of the stock upon 
which to vote upon the ratification of the purchase 
by the company of the Prospect Park and Coney Isl- 
and Railroad. 

The favorable vote of the groat majority of the 
stockholders had been secured with consummate 
ease, for this is manifestly a move designed to pro- 
duce inoreased dividends. The purchase was 
promptly ratified and the negotiations closed. The 

urchase price was not made public, but the Long 
Poland Company Will take posscssion of its now

Long Island Company. The road acouired to-dayjb 
the Company runs in a direct line from Twentie 
Sireet and Ninth Avenue, South Brooklyn, to West 
Brighton, Coney Island, a distance of nine miles and 
ahalf. The two principal stations on the main line 
are at the Twentieth street terminus and at Thirty- 
sixth Stieet and Third Avenue, both in what are 
very valuable locations.

Rou Connections with the present Long Island 
Company’s lines will be made at once and an all- 
year service instituted, with stops at all stations 
upon the new and old routes between Long Island 
City, Bushwick Junction, Flatbush Avenue, and 
Coney Island.

FEARS THAT THERE MAY BE A GENERAL 
DEMORALIZATION OF RATES. 


CuicaGo, Jan. 24.—Opinions differ as to the proba- 
ble outcome of the fight between the Union Pacific 
and trans-Missouricompetitors. Representatives of 
the Rock Island, Burlington, and Atchison Roads 
do not for a moment admit that they have been 
worsted, and they cheerfully declare that the Union 
Pacific is weloome to the benefits it may derive from 
severing its ticket arrangements with them at 
junctions west of the Missouri River. Their through 


business in connection with the Union Paciflo has 
amounted to very littie of late years, they assert, and 
its loss will scarcely be felt. 

They all have tratiio relations with the Denver and 
Rio Grande, the Colorado Midland, and the Rio 
Grande Western, and are independent of their op- 
ponent so far as San Francisco business is con- 
cerned, while the Atchison has its own southern 
route to California. On the other hand, the Union 
Pacific, with the aid of its allies, the cago and 
Northwestern and the Chicago and Ilton, is makin 
a Vicerous fight. It has not only Gunignee additiona 
agents to this territory todrum up business, bat it 
has shortened the run between Chicago and the 
Pacific voast by way of Omaha, and inteuds to do the 
same by way of Kansas City as soon as the Alton is 
ready to make the necessary change in its time 
table. Furthermore it is said to have completed ar- 
rangements whereby persons who desire to pur- 
chase round-trip tickets may go to California via 
New-Orieans and the Southern Pacific and return 
via the Union Pacific, or vice versa. 

But it is on Montana and Oregon business that the 
Union Pacific expects to get the better of its rivals. 
The latter will have practically no show at that bus- 
inesa, and, 2a matters now stand, the Union Pacific, 
in connection with the Chicago and Northwestern, 
makes better time by about twenty-four hours from 
Chicago to Portland, Oregon, than the Northern Pa.

PEACE PATCHED UP BETWEEN 
ROCHESTER, PITTSBURG, AND BUF- 
FALO—DATES FOR THIS YEAR. 


Owners of light-harness horees had expected that 
there would be the liveliest kind of a row at the 
meeting of the Board of Stewards of the Grand Cir- 
ouit of Trotting Tracks, which was held at the Mur- 
ray Hill Hotel, Park Avenue and Fortieth Street, 
yesterday. Instead, the Angel of Peace had her 
wings wide spread in that vicinity and the frow that 
was to have ocourred failed to putin an appearance. 
Instead of a breaking up of the circuit, steps were 
taken which will have a tendency to make the circuit 
stronger than ever and more of a factor in the har- 
noss racing of the future. 

Locally the matter of the most importance was 
the admission of the Driving Club of New-York to 
the circuit, thus giving to Fleetwood ; Park a stand. 
ing which it has not had in years and a place 
that the only track in the metropolis of the country 
should have. Detroit, which has been a sort of free 
lance among the trotting horse associations, was 
also taken into the fold, which means that the 
“ blue-ribbon” meeting, always a feature of the early 
trotting of the year, will not hereafter serve as & 
magnet to draw horses{away from the cironit by 
being held on the date set by some track in ,the cir- 
cuit. 

Generally, the managers of the cirouit got their 
eyes open to the fact that they were being made to 
play second fiddle to the Western-Southern Circuit, 
and that this was a sort of a thing that had got to be 
stopped in some way. Sothey put in motion steps 
necessary to have attractions at the Grand Circuit 
meetings which should equal, and if possible excel, 
any features offered by rivals for the patronage of 
horsemen. First among these was the adoption of a 
plan for stakes for two, throe, and four year old horses 
worth in the aggrogate a total of $75,000 a year, the 
details of which will be arranged for later. Some 
changes in the conditions and the classes of races 
willaiso be made when the schemes which were 
under consideration will be more fully matured, 
Mr. Hamlin of Buffalo was the most aggressive of 
the members of the board in the direction of break- 
ing away from the old conservatism which has 
bound up fthe tracks and kept them behind their 
more progressive rivals in the West. He found an 
ally in ex-Gov. Bulkeley of Connecticut, represent- 
ing the Charter Oak Park, and the pair ha a 
their own way during the three hours in which tho 
board was in session. 

After Gov. Bulkeley had poured oil on the troubled 
water with all the skill of a ward politician, things 
went along as smoothly as they go at a love feast, 
and every left the hotel happy, thongh the rep- 
resentatives from Rochester had come prepared for 
war to the bitter end against the Buffalo track and 
Brother Hamlin. After the oily Bulkeley had 
smoothed the coats of the rivals for the dollars of 
the Central New-Yorkers, Brother Hamlin and 
Brother Archer were as good friends as it would bo 
possible to imagine, judging from outward appear- 
ances. 

The nine clubs in the circuit managed to combine 
and form a close corporation for five years to come, 
agreeing to work injuuison,|instead of fighting among 
themselves, and to keep out of the cirouitany new 
aspirants for membership without a two-thirds vote 
of allthe members of the circuit. Bnifalo was told 
that it need not get into a perspiration, and that 
“Pa” Hamlin could have all the meetings of two 
weeks’ duration cach in a year that he could crowd 
into itso long as he did not tread on tne toes of any 
other brother, and he was as happy as if he had 
found a new process for making grape sugar which 
would reduce the cost of production by 50 per cent., 
and increase the profits 100 per cent. 

The question of dates was easily disposed of, and 
the trotting season was divided up among tne circuit 
members, with the understanding that in the future 
the clubs should have the same dates as nearly ns 
possible without entailing the violation of the Sab- 
bath. These are the dates fixed for this year, and 
they will be the dates relatively for five years to 


come.

It was also decided that in the fatare there should 
be a meeting of the Board of Stewards some time in 
December of each year, at which the plan of cam- 
paign could be laid out for the future year, at which 
new ideas might be considered, new stakes devised, 
and arrangements made to correct any errors of 
management that tne work of the year should show 
as existing. This will enable the Grand Circuit to be 
the first in the field for the business of a coming cam- 
paign instead of tailing on after tho Western cir- 
Paite havo arranged all their plans, and secured the 
cream of the entries for the season. 

In other words, there will be an attempt to infuse 
into the entire lot of the clubs in the circuit some of 
the life that the late Thompson O. King made the 
Charter Oak Park Association show. r. King’s 
feft hand will be missing and so will his skill in the 
conatructicn of the stakes, in which he was an adept 
and the superior of any man in this country. Presi- 
dent Edwards a a committee to draft reso- 
lutions showing the regret felt by the members of 
theGrand Circuit at the untimely death of Mr. 
King, who was thoroughly beloved by every man 
who has had to do with the management of the affairs 
of the Grand Circuit since he became a factor in it. 

Fleetwood Park, now thatit has taken on anew 
lease of life by membership with the Grand Cironit, 
is in a better position than it has been to give a suc- 
cessful trotting meeting, and the new blood in the 
club should result in a revival of the sport at the old 
track, where there used to be some races as good as 
any trotted in any part of the United States. The 
club has already annonnced a number of valuable 
stakes, and they have the assurance of owners of 
some of the best stablesin the country that their 
horses will be sent here to battle for the ricoh prizes 
that are to be offered. The meeting will de heli ata 
time when the runners will be at the Coney Island 
track, so that they will have the bost of chances for 
getting people to go to the track to see the harness 
horses measure strides. The only better time would 
be when therunners are at Monmouth Park, but 
dates in August could not be secured, and so the 
club has done the best it could under the: circum- 


stances.

BETTING ON THE DERBY. 


HORSES OWNED IN THE EAST HAVE THE 
CALL IN THE EARLY MARERT. 


There is already a large amount of,betting over 
the American Derby to be run in Chicago next June, 
and horses owned in this olty have the call in the 
early market. Don Alonzo is the favorite in tho 
speculation, the odds against him being but 8 tol 
in a book being made in this city, though 15 to 1 is 
offered against either him or Sir Francis in a book 
that was opened the first of the year in San Fran- 
cisco. Don Alonzo is the property of M. F. Dwyer, 
and Sir Franciq belongs to Marcus Daly. The latter 
is at 10 to 1 in the local book. Such odds are, of 


course, absurd thus early in the season, for the 
chances are as much, if not more, that neither horse 
will start in the race. 

Against Ramapo (the Annie F. colt) only 20 to 1 
is now laidin the New-York book, for the reason 
that he has been backed to win the race by some of 
the Western speculators. The same price is quoted 
against the Keone trio, Runyon, Chiswick, and St. 
Leonardo, (the St. Blaise-Belladonna colt;) sgainst 
the Oneck Btable’s G. W. Johnson, and againat the 
McCafferty candidate, Hugh Penny. Thirty to one 
is the quotation against the chances of August Bel- 
mont’s mare Lady Violetand M. F. Dwyer’s colt C. 
H. Gillook, while 10 points better are offered against 
Mr. Belimont’s Corduroy. The price against Miics 
Standish of the Walcott & Campbell atring is but 30 
to 1, with 40 to 1 against Spartan of the same stable. 
The latter price is also laid against the Eastern 
horses Hammie, Lovelace, Young Arion, and Gov- 
ernor Foraker. Ten points less, or 30 to 1, are laid 
against “ Pittsburg Phil's” Cadmus, while 50 to 1 
is offered against Comanche, Eagie Bird, Law!icss, 
Lidgerwood, Lifeboat, Roche, Rainbow, Simmons, 
fam Weller, The Baron, Wormser, and the Carmen 
colt. 

Declarations for the race will be due on Feb. 1, 
and a number of those named will probably be then 
declared out of their engagement, and there is still 
another chance to declare on Aprill. In spite of 
the prices that seem so ridiculous, the owners of the 
books, East and West, report that they have done a 
good bit of business about the race, with the chances 
against a man getting even a startin the race. Such 
prices on @ race like the Derby would cause a 
riot in England, and it isa wonder that people will 
play the horees here at such prices when the names 
of those that may be declared are unknown. 

Among the recent declarations of horses owned in 
this city are Integrity, Reginald, Jerome 8., and 
Gaiety, all of which belonged at one time to Park 
Commissioner Straus, an Tar and Tartar, the 
Girotle colt. the Mies Lumley colt, and the koyalty 
colt of the Gideon & Daly string. 

The entries originally numbered $25, and Secroe- 
tary Brewster expects that there will be at least 125 
declarations on Feb. 1, and 100 more when the 
April declarations are due. In spite of this fact the 
San Francisco book has marked “full” against the 
nemes of Cadmus, Fidelio, Guenoc, Ingot, Picton, 
Wranasiott, and the Khartoum-Hop colt, none of 
which would seem to have an earthly chanoe in the 
race, though they have been backed to the limit of 
the San Francisco book.

SKATING AT PROSPECT PARK. 


WOMEN WHO CAN DOTRICKS ON SKATES 
LIKE THE MEN. 


The glories of old-time skating were revived in 
Brooklyn yesterday in @ oarnival on the lake in 
Prospect Park, at which ladies and gentlemen com- 
peted for the silver coups offered by Park Commis- 
sioner George V. Brower. A large oval had been 
cleared on the narrow neck of ice connecting the two 
big ponds, and around this crowded 10,000 persons 
to see the fun, 

The people stood ten deep on the ice for four hours 
to see the sport, while hundreds sat on the snowy. 
sloping banks, and the trees were full of boys. The 
sun shono so brightly during the morning that there 
were fears that the ice would soften somewhat, but 
although it did get soft ina few places, the surface 


was kept in splendid condition, and experts said that 
no contests had ever been held under more favorable 
conditions, 

‘The competitors for the prizes, who could be resi- 
dents only of Brooklyn under the rules of the carni- 
yal, were Mrs. Dr. ki. O, Houghton, Mrs. Astner, 
Mrs. A. F. Cook, and Mrs. Williamson, and Gna 
Jewell, Allan Sankey, F. M. Arnold, Carles Josef. 
son, Frank Norman, Wiliam Fitzmanrice, and the 
Rev. Charles Edwards, pastor of the Franklin Ave- 
nue Presbyterian Church. 

Eaoh contestant was required to give an exhibi- 
tion of plain forward and backward skating, outside 
edge forward and backward, cross roll forward and 
vack ward, and fancy tigures. The competitors were 
allowed to select their own fancy tigures. The ladies 
skated singly, Mrs, es ie being the first. She 
wore a scarlet jacket, and among her fancy figures 
was a “forward locomotive step,” which elicited ap- 
plause. The boys thought she was imitatinga roll: 
er skater. Mrs. Cook, a slender woman in a garnet 
suit, was @ very graceful skater, and she reeled off 
the dificult double grapevine with perfect ease, and 
followed it up with the “ Bishop 8,”" and ended her 
performance with an exhibition of waltz steps that 
made the crowd cheer. 

Mrs. Astner, who is a Swede, took the fancy of the 
crowd most, though, by her free and easy skating with 
her hands behind her back, in typical Swedish style. 
She executed some difficult figures, but was very 
nervous and wanted to stop once or twice, but was 
induced to continue by the judges. Her nervousness 
Was #0 great that she nearly stumbled once while 
skating backward because the crowd set up a sudden 
oheering. When Mrs. Astner retired she was a 
faverite with nine-tenths of those present. She is 
a tall woman, with yellow hair and a long, light coat. 

There was a heavy tiounce around the bottom of 
her black dress to weigh it down. Mra, Williamson 
was a good skater, and as she glided gracefully along 
the oval in a blue suit trimmed with fur the Flat- 
bush contingent omens the spectators gave her a 
round of cheers. She did some fancy rolls. 

The mon were judged two atatime. Mr. Sankey, 
@ tall, well-built young man, caught the fancy of the 
crowd by his confident, easy skating, and by his 
brilliant spinning and grapevine evolutions: but 
the judges thought he went through his figures too 
fast. Fitzmanrice,a nimble little man with a red 
scarf, turned a “grasshopper” and made a beautiful 
spread-eagie jump. Arnold, another little man, wore 
glasses, and also did some fine fancy skating, his 
grapevines winning him applause. Norman, Jewell, 
and Josefson were Swedes, and their tigure skating 
was bold, but not a3 elaborate as that of the Ameri- 
cans. Their forward and back ward skating was typ- 
ical of their country. Norman caught the crowd by 
a peculiar way he had of stopping in his flight by 
rising suddenly on the toes of his skates and coming 
to an absolute standstill. The Swedes were better 
in the free-away skating, and took long and graceful 
strides. The Rev. Mr. Edwards was liberally ap-

PROBLEMS OF TAXATION, 
—_—~<__—. 
ARGUMENTS BEFORE THE JOINT LEG- 


ISLATIVE COMMITTEE. 





ALBANY, Jan. 24.—The joint legislative Com- 
mittee on Taxation metin the Senate Chamber 
this afternoon and continued its investigation 
of the conditions governing taxation in New- 
York State. 

Lecturer Spalding of the Farmers’ State 
League said that half the farms in the State 
were mortgaged, and that all this property was 
being doubly taxed. Merchants were allowed 


to deduct the amount of their debts from the 
valuation of their property. Ones farm of 250 
acres, forty years ago, ho had paid a tax of $15; 
to-day he paid a tax of $140, and the farm was 
worth no more now than then. If taxation 
were ogualized the tax would be but 5 mills. A 
billion dollars worth of goid and diamonds es- 
caped taxation in the safe-deposit vaults of 
New-York City. He was in favorof a listing 
bill which would tax everything over $2,000. 
The whole system of taxation was demoralized. 
Farmers now made only a bare living on their 
little farms. Place a tax on the $8,000,000,000 
= a property gnd it could not afford to 
© idle, 

Railroads should be taxed on their real estate 

and their stocks and bonds as well. 
» Chairman McClelland suggested that this 
would be double taxation, since tho capital of 
the road was invested in its real estate and 
rolling stock. 

Mr. Spalding said he was in favor of taxing 
savings banks and of the listing system some- 
thing like the Ohio law. He did not favor any 
reduction in the legal rate of interest, and in 
this he thought he voiced the sentiment of 100,- 
000 farmers. He wasin favor-of a graded in- 
come tax; but neither this nor the coliateral in- 
heritance nor corporation tax should stand in 
the way of the listing system. The farmers of 
the State had rolled up a majority for Gov. 
Flower because the Democratic Party had adopt- 
ed a plank in its platform in favor of equaliz- 
ing taxation. He was opposed to the local op- 
tion system because it would lead to chicanery 
and rings. The system should be broad and 
uniform. 

Ex-Senator Collins of Watervliet, President 
of the State Farmers’ League, said that the 
farming interests of the State were very near 
the bottom of the ditch. He said that the Erie 
Canal was a curse to the State. The canals car- 
ried less merchandise now than they carried 
years ago. They had outlived their usefulness, 
He said that he was a farmer, but he never 
knew s0 ignorant a set as the farmers of New- 
York. They had the power but did not know 
how to use it. They should come to the Legis- 
lature and insist on justice. He did not favor 
apy change in the legal rate of interest. The 
idea that the canals kept down freight rates was 
a@ mistaken one. 

Peter b. Johnson of Bethlehem agreed sub- 
stantially with the views expressed by the 
other witnesses. 

Chairman McClelland showed that forty-five 
out of sixty counties in the State got more 
money back from the State for schools than 
they paid in.

SUNDAY OPENING: AT THE FAIR. 














THE HOUSE COMMITTEE HESITATES TO 
MAKE A RECOMMENDATION. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—The Honse Committees 


onthe World’s Columbian Exposition wresticd 
for two hours this morning with the Sunday- 
opening proposition, and when it adjourned to 
attend the meeting of the House neither tho 
Sunday openers nor the Sunday closers had 
secured a decided advantage. 

The result of the meeting, however, was not 
satisfactory to Chairman Durborow, (Dem., I!!.,) 
nor was it very promising of success in his ei 
forts to have Congress rescind its action closing 
the gates on Sunday. The disposition of the 
members of the committee apparently was to 
Ieave the subject alone, and not to stir up fur- 
ther agitation of religious bodies by any reco- 
mendation to Congress. The adjournment of 
the committee for one week at this stage of the 
session, when time is precious and over the pro- 
test of Chairman Durborow, who wanted to 
hold another session to-morrow, was indicative 
of this fecling on the part of the members of the 
committee. 

A letter read by Representative Honk, (Dem.. 
Ohio,) who has all along been one of the moss 
enthusiastic supporters of the fair. and is even 
now in favor of partial opening Sanday after- 
noons, to President Higginbotham, in which ho 
suggested that the agitation against Sunday 
opeuing on the part of religious bodies might 
injuriously affect the receipts, with the intima- 
tion that perhaps it would be better to with- 
draw the Sunday-opening preposition, was also 
in the same line, 

Mr. Houk’s idea is that the gatos shall be 
opened on Sunday afternoon, but that the pub- 
lic shall be admitted only to the art galleries 
and to other kindred exhibits. He aiso favors 
the proposed religious hall, in which all denom- 
inations shall hold devotional exercises, 

Only seven of the eleven members were pres- 
ent to-day. Four of them, Messrs. Reilly, (Dem., 
Penn.,) Dingley, (Rep., Me.,) Dolliver, (Rep.. 
Iowa,) and Robinson, (Kep., Penn.,’ are op- 
gerne to canary opening and to further action 

y Congress. essrs. Durborow, Houk, and 
Lagan (Dem.,La.,) are in favor of Sunday 
opening in some form at least. Of the ab- 
sentees, Mr. MoCreary (Dem., Ky.,) ia under- 
stood to be against Sunday opening, and Mr. 
Little (Dem., N. Y.,) in favor of it, leaving

Five United States Senators were elected 
yesterday, though in each case the declara- 
tion of the result in joint convention of 
the Legislatures will take place to-day. 
The threatened contest between Senator 
FAULKNER and ex-Senator CAMDEN in West 
Virginia was averted by the recent death 
of Senator KkeNNA, and both are elected, 
FAULKNER for the full term to succeed him- 
self and CAMDEN forthe unexpired term. 
Tho opposition to Senator Mints in Texas 
appears to have collapsed entirely, and 
he received the unanimous support of 
his party in the Legislature, which is a de- 
served tribute to his ability and to his 
fidelity to the great issue of the Democ- 
racy. The re-election of Senator STEWART 
of Nevada was a foregone conclusion, but 
he will appear in the next Congress as 
the chosen representative of the People’s 
Party and not asa Republican. The fifth 
Senator-elect is Mr. JaMES SMITH, Jr., 
of New-Jersey, who became the unani- 
mous choice of the Democratic caucus 
a@ week ago on the expiration of the 
long-cherished hopes! of ex-Gov. LEON AB- 
BETT. He is likely to bea more significant 
figurein the Senate than his predecessor, 
Mr. BropGcett. The contests raging in the 
Western States of Kansas, Nebraska, Wyo- 
ming, Montana, and North Dakota show 
no sign of clearing up, and there is no im- 
mediate prospect of a result even in Wis- 
consin, though the Democrats have it in 
their power'to elect the Senator whenever 
they can all:agree to support the same can- 
didate. 








Whatever may be the decibion arrived at 
by President Harrison, touching a nomi- 
nation for the seat of Justice LamakR, it is 
not likely that he will send to the present 
Senate the name of Attorney General 
Muarr. He is not likely to do so, because, 
as stated in our dispatches, and as is well 
known wherever the career of the Attor- 
ney General is known, there would 
hardly be the ghost of a chance 
ef the nomination being confirmed. 
Moreover, it is to be remembered 
that immediate action by the Senate is re- 
quired neither by custom nor by the neces- 
sities of the court. Ina fortnight the court 


will not meet again until the 4th of March, 
and then only formally in order to take 
While the Republicans have a majority in 
the Senate, they cannot, under its rules, 
force action on a nomination any more than 
on legislation. These facts are so obvious 
that they cannot escape the attention of 
Mr. Harrison, and will be very likely to 
affect his decision. 


One of the assertions by which the Pan- 
ama Canal Company frequently sought to 
induce the people of France to add to their 
investments in its bonds was that the 
United States was trying to get possession 

“of the Panama route and would quickly 
step in if work should be abandoned by the 
French company. This story was told again 
a few days ago at the trial in Paris by 
M. Moncuicourt, the receiver of the bank- 
rupt company. He sought to excuse the 
latest appeals of the swindlers tothe public 
by saying that “the Americans aimed at 
seizing the canal.” The people of this coun- 
try know how absurd such assertions are, 

‘but the dupes of M. pz LessEPs may never 
be enlightened as to the real attitude of 

‘the United States toward the Panama proj- 
ect. 
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We confess to a sense of weariness in 
contemplating the arguments of some of 
our contemporaries.in favor of the continu- 
ance of the purchases of silver. They seem 
to have a perfectly sincere notion—surely 
no one would father such an absurdity ex- 
cept from the sincerest folly—that our 
buying of silver will permanently advance 
the price, and that it isgeculiarly the in- 
terest of Americans that the price should 
be advanced. The United States Govern- 
ment has been testing this now for be- 
tween two and three years. The course 
of the price of silver, after the 
first few months, has been steadily 
downward. What is the reason to hope 
that it will be otherwise? We know of 
none. But, say these people, if we were ta 
stop buying, the price would go lower yet. 
Possibly, for a time, though the check to 
production would probably induce a re- 
action, But suppose that the price does go 
down, what and whereis to be the end? 
We cannot go on buying forever and never 
selling. Why not, then, stop before the 
load accumulated is too heavy for us to 
carry? If we do not, the crash, so far 
as silver is concerned, will be only the 
more destructive, and many other interests 
will also be involved. 








PROTECTION OF THE WATER 
SUPPLY. 

Mayor GILROY, in his message, called at- 
tention to the importance of protecting 
the water supply of the city from contam- 
ination and impurity. He thought it 
doubtful if any rule could be prescribed 
““which would divert the drainage of the 
surrounding country from the Croton 
basin.” The sole remedy, he said, lies in 
the “acquisition by the city of sufficient 
lands adjoining the Croton watershed to 
secure the water supply from all danger of 
infection from this source,” and he thought 
the cost would be trifling ‘compared 
with the enormous advantages that would 
tlow from it.” The legislation which he 
suggested has been embodied ina bill al- 
ready introduced in the Assembly, which 
authorizes the purchase by the city 
through the Department of Public Works 
of all lands which the Commissioner of that 
department and the Board of Health may 
deem necessary for the protection of the 
water supply from pollution. 

The protection of the water supply of 
this city is, of course, a matter of great im- 
portance to the health of its people. It 
ought to be insured in some way. There is 
no process of filtering which can be relied 
upon to render polluted water safe and 
wholesome. Some years ago the law em- 
powered the State Board of Health to pre- 
scribe and enforce restrictions regarding 
the occupation of the banks of the reser- 
voirs and of the streams that feed them by 
establishments that contaminated the wa- 
ter. It had power to regulate the drainage 
and to require such changes as might be 
necessary to prevent pollution. It was 
found extremely difficult to enforce the 
law, and there was such a clamor against 
it that it was changed. The cost of abating 
nuisances and of preventing them was 
thrown upon the city, and even when it 
was made liable for all the expense it was 


thing. The people of the Croton Valley 
have been left practically at liberty to dis- 
charge filth at will into the drinking water 
of the city. The municipality has no power 
to prevent it, and whatever power the 
State may haveit has thus far refused to 
exercise with effect. 

The objections to the plan of purchasing 
lands adjoining the sources of the water 
supply, wherever it may be deemed neces- 
sary forits protection, are obvious, but it 
isa serious question whether protection 
can be secured in apy other way. The 
building of the new dam at Cornell’s will 
materially enlarge the area of the great 
reservoir known as Croton Lake, and raise 
its level about thirty feet. This will cause 
the overflow of considerabie territory now 
occupied as private property, which wil) 
have to be paid for by the city. Much of 
the additional land that would have to be 
bought for the protection of the water is 
occupied by dwellings or manufacturing 
establishments, which would have to be 
paid for and removed. In fact, the danger 
comes wholly from landsso occupied that ob- 
jectionable drainage is produced. The sur- 
face drainage of open lands does no harm. 
But there will be no means of preveniing 
the occupation of new areas for purposes 
that will result in polluting the Croton 
water except that of buying up the land so 
to be occupied. The result might ultimate- 
ly be the enforced purchase of the entire 
margin of the reservoirs and streams by 
the city, so far as they presented a tempta- 
tion for the establishment of any kind of 
deleterious drainage or harmful nui- 
sance. 

There is here plainly the possibility of 
an enormous outlay and of no end of job- 
bery. There would be the temptation to 
buy land to menace the water supply for 
the purpose of selling it to the city. There 
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als, under which the city would have to 
pay high prices for the profit of speculators. 
The discretion lodged in the city authori- 
ties would be liable to abuse, and the whole 
process is one to be regarded with consid- 
erable dread on account of the possibilities 
of jobbery and corruption. It is im- 
possible to estimate the ultimatt cost and 
to forecast the chances of scandal. There 
should be no hasty action, but a careful 
inguiry as to the requirements of the case 
and the probable expense to the city. If 
the city is to buy up all land which is now 
80 occupied and used as to be a source of 
pollution to the water, the authority of the 
State should be exercised to prevent the 
establishment of new sources, in order that 
it may not be necessary to keep up the proc- 
ess of buying off all those who may see fit 
to menace the water supply for the purpose 
of levying blackmail upon the city.

MORE SILVER LAST YEAR. 

In the last four or five months there have 
been published reports about the closing of 
silver minesin the West, owing to the de- 
cline in the price of the metal, and some of 
the advocates of free coinage have had a 
good deal to say about the “ paralysis” of 
the silver-mining industry. More than 
one-third of the silver output of this coun- 
try is produced in Colorado, and it is no- 
ticeable that the product of that State in 
1892 was greater by almost 15 per cent. 
than the quantity produced there in 1891. 

The newspapers of Denver collect care- 
fully at the end of each year the statistics 
of production. The reports of the’ Locky 
Mountain News show that the silver prod- 
uct of the State increased from 23,102,355 
ounces in 1891 to 26,542,135 ounces last 
year, although the value of last year’s out- 
put was less than that of the product of 
1891, owing to the fall of prices. We 
quote the following from the News, as 
showing the condition of the industry: 

“In spite of the assertions of the calamity 
howlers that the mines were closed down and 
the mining industry stagnated, reports from 
the various camps in the State published in 
this New Year’s number show that more mines 
were operated and more miners employed last 


year than in the preceding year, and at ae good 
wages as ever before.” 


It appears, also, that the entire silver 
output of the country was larger last year 
than in 1891, Owing to the reports of 
which we have spoken, an impression has 
come to prevail that the product must have 
fallen off. This impression may have been 
confirmed by the annual report of WELLS, 
FarGo & Co., which was given to the pub- 
lic a few days ago, In this report 
the commercial value of the silver output 
last year is estimated to have been 
$50,607,601, as compared with $60,614,- 
004 for 1891. If we make due allowance 
for the difference in market price, these 
figures still indicate a considerable de- 
crease in the product. The President of 
the company says: ‘‘Asin former reports, 
allowance must be made for probable 
variations from exact figures, by reason of 
constantly increasing facilities for trans- 
porting bullion, ores, and base metals from 
the mines outside of the express [com- 
pany] and the difficulty of getting en- 
tirely reliable data from private sources.” 
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much more trustworthy report is that 
which is made every year by the Engineer- 
ing and Mining Journal This report for 
the year 1892 has not yet been published, 
but we are informed that the figures, based 
upon returns from every refiner of sil- 
ver in the country, indicate an output of 
about 60,000,000 ounces. The product 
in 1891, as reported by the Director 
of the Mint, was 658,330,000 ounces, 
so that the increase appears to 
have been at least 1,500,000 ounces. 
It will be seen that the output of Colorado, 
as reported by the Rocky Mountain News, 
was nearly 45 per cent. of the entire prod- 
uct. The increase in that State much more 
than compensated for the decline in some 
other parts of the West where old mines are 


almost worked out or the cost of produc-: 


tion is exceptionally high. 

Of this total product of about 60,000,- 
000 ounces the Government has bought 
54,000,000 ounces, and is now paying 
about 84 cents an ounce, although the 
cost of production in the leading mines of 
Colorado does not,in all probability, ex- 
ceed an average of 20 cents. The fact that 
the output increased last year, in spite of 
a decrease of more than 10 per cent. in the 
market value of the metal, calculated upon 
yearly averages, is one that will not be 
overlooked in the current discussion of the 
silver question. 


JUSTICE LAMAR’S SUCCESSOR. 

It is stated, ina dispatch to the Evening 
Post, that a visitor to the White House 
yesterday reported the President as saying 
that it was his intention immediately to 
fill the vacancy caused by the death of 
Justice LAMAR. The reason he assigned 
for such precipitation was that he did not 
wish to see another “secessionist” placed 
upon the Supreme Court bench, and if the 
appointment were left to Mr. CLEVELAND 
it would naturally be made from the cir- 
cuit from which Justice LAMAR was taken, 
and a *‘secess.onist” would therefore be 











chosen. 

We should be very sorry to have to 
believe that Mr. Harrison had given ut- 
terance to any such views. It would not 
be very judicious in any case for him 
to make the appointment in the few 
weeks remaining of “is term. Undoubted- 
ly the country has een led to have confi- 
dence in Mr. HARRison’s selections for the 
bench. They have been made carefully, 
with good judgment, and with an obvious 
desire to serve the best interests of the 
people. Nor has he in the past shown any 
narrow partisan spirit in the performance 
of this most important and most respon- 
sible duty. If the vacancy on the Supreme 
Court bench had occurred six months ago 
it is more than probable that any appoint- 
ment made by Mr. HARRISON would have 
been a good one, and would have been ac- 
cepted by the country with a fair degree 
of general satisfaction. But an appoint- 
ment made now, with scarcely a month in 
which to consider it, would necessarily be 
exposed to arisk that it isnot wise to as- 
sume. 

We say nothing as to the impression that 
would be made on the public by the fact 
that Mr. Harrison has just been rejected 
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by an overwhelming vote as his own suc- 
cessor, and the suspicion, which would be 
inevitable, that the motive of his urgent 
haste was, perhaps, personal and not alto- 
gether worthy. Mr. Harrison, if the re- 
port of his visitor yesterday be correct, 
has given a much more important ground 
of criticism, should he adopt the course in- 
dicated. To begin with, the fear of a “ se- 
cessionist” on the Supreme Court bench 
is so absurd that it may be characterized 
as either a delusion or aninvention, There 
is no man living who could be named for 
that court whose views on the question of 
secession would be of real importance. 
That question will not come before the 
court in this generation or the next. If 
there be anything within the range of 
legal decision that must be accepted as res 
adjudicata, it is the right of secession. Not 
only a longline of collateral decisions of 
the court itself, but the supreme and final 
arbitrament of war have made it impos- 
sible that it should again arise, or that 
there should be any action regarding it by 
the court. So far as his views are likely 
to affect the judgment of the court, an ap- 
pointee might as well be examined as to 
his opinion of the constitutionality of post- 
roads, or of the ante-bellum “ black laws ” 
of the South, or of the Kansas-Nebraska bill. 
For Mr. Harrison to be guided ina matter 
of this sort by the question whether he 
can prevent a “secessionist” being ap- 
pointed to the court, is forhim to be guided 
by passion, not by reason. 

But Mr. HARRISON’S statement, if it be 
his statement, is worse than foolish; it is a 
wanton insult to one of the purest and 
bravest men who ever sat in the Supreme 
Court, and it is needlessly and foolishly 
offensive to the statesman who preceded 
and is to succeed Mr. Harrison in office. 
It is painful to think that a character like 
that of Mr. LAMAR should be exposed to 
such insult, even from insignificant parti- 
sans. It isnot long ago that on the floor 
of the Senate, where Mr. HarRRIson him- 
self held a seat, Mr. LAMAR gave proof 
of the highest quality of a Judge, of his 
power, by study, by reflection, by the 
guidance of reason and conscience, to reach 
@ sound conclusion on a complex and 
difficult question and to maintain it firmly 
and nobly against the utmost political 
pressure and at the direct and im- 
mediate risk of political ruin. When 
Mr. Lamar voted against the Free- 
Silver bill, in defiance of the instructions 
of thé Legislature and the apparently 
unanimous sentiment of his party in his 
own State, he showed very high attain- 
ment in precisely the direction most essen- 
tial fora Judge. To fix on such a man the 
stigma of an epithet which implies dis- 
loyalty to the Constitution he had sworn to 
support would be an act intended to dis- 
grace him, but sure to disgrace its author. 
And the insinuation as to Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND would be only less contemptible, 
because Mr. CLEVELAND is living and 
can take care of his own reputation— 
a task which, as far as any remarks of 
Mr. HARRISON can affect it, is wholly 
unnecessary. If, indeed, the apology is 
offered that the term “secessionist” is 
meant to apply only to the past, the re- 
mark becomes ridiculous as an explana- 
tion of Mr. HaRRISsON’s hurry to appoint a 
Judge. For reasons that we have already 
indicated no man otherwise fitted for this 
high office need have his record raked 
over to find whether thirty-three yearsago 
he was on the wrong side of a question 
that was then settled forever, because it 
was settled rightly. 

ENGLAND AND EGYPT. 

The most alarming piece of news that 
has appeared about the Khédive’s curious 
awd boyish little declaration of independ- 
ence last week is the announcement that 
the Sultan has congratulated his nominal 
representative upon his revolt against the 
English domination, and added a present 
of horses as a token of his satisfaction. 
If the dispatch has been transmitted 
from the Sultan to the Khédive, it does 
not prove anything except that the:temper 
ot the suzerain, like the temper of the 
viceroy, had been strained beyond endur- 
ance. It must be borne in mind that the 
English rule in Egypt is not less humiliat- 
ing to Turkey than to Egypt itself, and that 
it must be as warmly resented at Constan- 
tinople as at Cairo. When the English 
Government orders the Khédive to dismiss 
a Minister whom he has appointed, without 
even calling upon his titular chief, the Sul- 
tan*may be pardoned for rejoicing in the 
rebellious disposition of his subordinate. 

In order to attach any importance to this 
action of the Sultan, it would be necessary 
to believe that it was instigated by some 
more considerable power than Turkey, or 
at least that the Sultan had the assurance 
that if he took it he would be backed up 
by such a power. The probabilities are so 
greatly against such a thing that direct 
and positive evidence would be needed to 
carry conviction of its truth, and no such 
evidence is forthcoming. It is well enough 
known that the traditional hostility be- 
tween the Porte and the Q(zar has lately 
been composed, so that the Sultan has not 
appealed to Europe against the free passage 
of the Dardanelles by very thinly disguised 
Russian men-of-war, nor made any at- 
tempt on his own account at disputing 
their passage. If the Czar were dis- 
posed to back the Sultan in resent- 
ing tho claims of England in Egypt 
then we might expect to see the Sultan 
taking a very high tone indeed. But in 
fact the Czar would do that only if he 
were anxious to bring on a general Euro- 
peanwar. All accounts agree that he is 
especially anxious to avoid such a war. 
Even if he desired it, it would be the act 
of amadman to provoke England at the 
outset to taking her fleet to the support of 
the Dreibund. A war between the Drei- 
bund on the one hand and France and Rus- 
sia on the other could hardly fail toinvolve 
England before it was concluded. But it 
would be the aim of France and Russia to 
put off such an intervention as long as pos- 
sible, and a main effort of their diplomacy 
to secure English neutrality, since they 
could hope for nothing more favorable 
than neutrality. To quarrel with England 
first and bringin the Dreibund afterward 
would be such a piece of folly as Russia is 
notin the least likely to commit for the 
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sake of soothing the overwrought emo- 


tions either of the Sultan or of the 


Khédive. 

France has a certain interest in thwart- 
ing the Erpslish schemes in Egypt, and a 
sentimental opposition to those schemes 
which is not less powerful than interest as 
a political force. The fact that she might 
as well be watching England in the most 
effectual manner by holding with her 
a joint protectorate in Egypt, and 
that it is entirely France’s own doing 
that England is managing Egypt 
alone, does not diminish the national 
interest in the eastern end of the Mediter- 
ranean, while it even increases the nation- 
al opposition to the English protectorate. 
If the present outbreak in Egypt had oc- 
curred six months ago it would have been 
much more serious than it is now. Even 
then, however, it would have been the part 
of prudence for France, as well as for Rus- 
sia, to avoid driving England into the Eu- 
ropean opposition, since itis quite certain 
that the rest of Europe would not perm# 
a war between France and England to be 
fought out by those two powersalone. Now, 
France is under the heaviest bonds to keep 
the peace, secing that she is too much 
occupied at home to trouble herself about 
what is occurring in Egypt, or whether the 
powers of the British ‘‘ Financial Adviser,” 
backed by the little British army of occu- 
pation, have any limits at all in Egyptian 
politics. It seems entirely safe to predict 
that the intervention of France will be 
limited to the formal protests of which the 
cable apprises us, that the Khédive will 
be taught that he has no more substantial 
power in his Khédivate than a rajah in 
British India in his rajahship, and that he 
will either accept his position as a figure- 
head or lose even that. Both he and his 
suzerain will undoubtedly acquiesce, after 
more or less uneasy movements, in the 
British rule over Egypt. 

A bill has been introduced in the Assem- 
bly which providés, in effect, for what may 
be called *‘local option” as to the manner 
of taxing property for local purposes. It 
provides for a separate assessment of land 
values, of improvements upon land, and of 
personal property, and permits local au- 
thorities to have the taxes levied upon 
land values only, upon real estate alone, 
that is, the land with its improvements, or 
upon both real estateand personal property. 
This option would not apply to that por- 
tion of the taxes that is to be raised for 
State purposes, but it is to be hoped that 
provision will be made without much delay 
for obtaining the State revenues wholly 
from other sources than local assessment. 
This local-option idea promises a satisfac- 
tory solution of the problem of taxation, 
and would transfer all controversies as to 
single land tax and real estate and per- 
sonal property tax to local communities, 
where each could settle them according to 
the wishes of its own people. 








MERIT SYSTEM PROBLEMS. 


———_—_—_—_——. 
IMPROVEMENTS SUGGESTED BY LONG 
EXPERIENCE, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—An interesting report 
has just been submitted by the Board of Exam- 
iners for Promotion in the Treasury Depart- 
ment showing the operation for a year of the 
new rules and regulations. The report is writ- 
ten by|Mr. Theodore L. Deland, who has been a 
diligent student of the civil service in the Treas- 
ury and other departments. 

The report shows that there have been ex- 
amined, under the new competitive rules, 444 
candidates, of whom 273 were males and 171 
females. They came from thirteen bureaus, 
and were arranged into eligible lists as follows: 
Five lists for Class 4, six for Class 3, nine for 
Class 2, ten for Class 1, nine for Class E, three 
for Class D, and one for Class ©, or a total of 
forty-three eligible lists, 

Of the 100 promotions that have been made 
under the new rules, 54 were won by women, 
of whom 32 received a general average of 90 or 
more. Of the women so promoted, 21 have 
served in this department over ten years and 8 
have served between twenty and thirty years. 
Sixteen of the 54 promoted were certified from the 
lists of the CivilService Commission. Forty-six of 
the first 100 promotions under the new rules 
were given to men, of whom twenty-eight 
were appointed from the. eligible lists of the 
Civil Service Commission. 8lx of the persons 
80 |promoted received a complimentary credit 
for military or naval service during the civil 
war, seven had served in this department over 
ten years, and one had served over twenty 
years. 

‘“‘ There is a danger point in the civil.service,”’ 
says the report, “ which cannot be overlooked 
much longer. The present policy is to promote 
from grade to grade, the result of which will be 
eventually to fill all the higher grades with per- 
sons now in the lower grades. Will the best of 
those wlio compete before the Civil Service 
Commission for admission accept positions 
when the compensation is so small, and if the 
best will not enter the service by reason of the 
inadequate pay, how can deterioration of the 
service be prevented f 

“The question of the substitute is also one 
that will soon require consideration, for the 
commencement of the service of such persons is 
op such small vay, the tenure is apparently 80 
insecure, and the period of temporary appoint- 
ment 80 indefinite, that many who would make 
good clerks refuse positions after being selected. 
The department must be protected, if possible, 


under ail conditions. This may be accomplished 
in part if the Civil Service Commission will 
raise its standard for admission so that none 
but the best can reach the eligible list. 

“There is also a chance to improve the oppor- 
tunities of those who enter by increasing the 
number of grades in the civil service; that is, 
when the classified service is increased, as it 
soon must be, especially in the Sixth Auditor's 
Office, provide tor places the pay of which may 
be fixed at $1,700, $1,500, $1,300, and $1,100, 

ositions intermediary between those now fixed 

y law. This will increase the number of pro- 
motions and elevate the service by the induce- 
ments offered for the advancement of the faith- 
ful and efficient.” 

The report suggests the provision of a grade 
of junior clerks with a low compensation, say 
$800, to be under the Secretary of the Treasury 
and be the entrance grade for all persons enter- 
ing the service from the eligible lists of the 
Civil Service Commissiouers, such clerks to be 
selected from to fill vacancies occurring in bu- 
reaus and securing proper assiguments. <A 
chronically sick clerk could be transferred to 
this roll, leaving his office to be filled for the 
good of the service, instead of as now, by a sub- 
stitute without stable tenure. 

“The position of the clerk in the hicher 
grades,”’ says the report, ‘‘is also worthy of at- 
tention. He has reached the position of Class 
4, or possibly Assistant Chief of Division, by his 
zeal and fidelity, but under the present order of 
things it is useless for him to expect or to hope 
for further promotion. Does not the ad- 
vancement of the public service de- 
mand tbat this selected material shail 
be considered from which to take, as the 
result of a competitive examination or by 
other means, the best men for Chiefs of Divis- 
ions and possible Deputies: Will not the 
trained men of the departinent, those who have 
risen by reason of merit, give better satisfaction 


as Chiefs of Divisions than men who enter the | 
service with no knowledge of official duties! |

TENNYSON’S IDYLLIC PLAY, REVIVED 
AT DALY’s THEATRE, Is FOUXD TO 
IMPROVE ON ACQUAINTANCE—MISS 
REHAN AND HER ASSOCIATES ONCE 
MORE WITH ROBIN’S BAND. 


Tennyson’s latest play, almost the last work 
of the poet, which was so beautifully put upon 
the stage at Daly’s Theatre last Spring, was re- 
vived there last night, and will be on view 
for a fortnight at least, if not longer. 
The interest manifested by the public 
in this oharming work of stage art is 
very great, and with good reason. Apart 
from the rare intrinsic merit of the play itself, 
the plotorial setting is incomparably fine, the 
musio, both vocal and instrumental, including 
Sullivan’s dainty melodies, that are all exact- 
ly in keeping with the spirit of the poem, and 
Mr. Widmer’s admirable interludes and melo- 
drame, is rendered with skill and sympathy, 
and the acting could not be bettered, if it could 
be equaled, on the contemporary stage. 

Miss Rehan’s embodiment of Marian Lea is 
assuredly of superlative merit in every respect, 
in radiant personal charm, in musical speech, 
and in the dramatio significance she gives 
to the slight but exquisitely-framed scenes 
of sentiment and humor, and such bits, 
each comparatively insignificant, but all 
of importance in making the harmoni- 
ous and pleasing effect of the whole, as 
Mr. Gresham’s nimble and expressive Little 
John, Mr. Craig’s crafty Prince, Mr. Bos worth’s 
Scarlet, Mr. Sidney Herbert’s Old Much, the 
knavish friar of Mr. Sampson, and Mr. Jepson’s 
jolly and rotund hedge priest, Tuck; Mr. George 
Clarke's doughty King Richard, and Mr. Wheat- 
leigh’s portrayal of the enfeebled Knight of 
Lea, could scarcely be surpassed. Each is 
poetical in its way, each has just the right tone. 

Mr. Arthur Bourchier is now the Robin Hood, 
and there is more freedom of movement and 
more apparent sympathy in this portrayal than 
in anything else he has done here; his manner 
is suggestive of good breeding, if not 
of chivalry, but his rendering of 
long passages of verse is exasper- 
atingly strenuous. Miss Kitty Cheatham, 
resuming the part of coquettish Kate, plays it 
with becoming vivacity, and sings her delight- 
ful bee song charmingly, and the other songs 
are equally wellsung by Mr. Daubigny, as a 
member of the outlaw’s band, and Misses Has- 
well and Potter as fairies. 

Not even in his elaborate revivals of Shakes- 
peare has Mr. Daly surpassed the pictorial 
equipmentof ‘‘The Foresters.’’ The banquet- 
ing hall of the Earl and the woodland scenes are 
superb examples of modern scenio art, while 
the spectacle of the fairies’ moonlight revel, 
calling into use all the improved mechanical 
contrivances of the stage, is a picture to dream 
about, 

Better than all this, the play is worthy of the 
setting. When it was first done, perhaps the 
pictorial beauty of the production rather over- 
shadowed the rare merit of the text. People 
are in the habit of saying that this or that piece 
is or is not‘ dramatic,” with a very limited 
idea of the meaning of the word. Any work is 
dramatic that can be represented on the stage 
in action, so as to create an illusion in the spec- 
tator’s mind. 

The lyric quality of all of Tennyson’s poetry 
is, of course, its chief charm. He is not, es- 
sentially, a dramatic poet, but he has written 
with genuine dramatic strength in ‘ Becket” 
and in passages of his other poems cast in the 
dramatic form, and while the lyrics and the 
descriptive passages are best remembered in 
“The Foresters,” three-fourths of that work, 
as it is given at Daly’s, hold = the 
spectator’s attention enchained. Robin and 

arian are real beings, and have our sympathy 
in their trials; we laugh with merry Kate, and 
are sorry for foolish Little John, and we have 
no doubt atall that the scheming Prince isa 
deadly villain. 

In the last act, to be sure, the illusion is partly 
expelled, and the denouement is a bit stupid. 
But the memory of lovely Maid Marian, whose 
grace isso perfect that she can wear a crusader’s 
armor becomingly, whose presence is so queen- 
like that we feel impelled to do homage to her 
with the men of the woods, whose voice is so 
melodious that she seems to sing second to the 
birds on the boughs as she talks of them, effaces

Grand opera in Eng- 
lish is a phrase that has not conjured up visions 
of delightin the music lover’s mind in recent 
years. It has been associated with ill-assorted 
and poorly-equipped companies, gotten hastily 
together outof the regular season to wrestle 
boldly, though not gracefully, with worn-out 
operas whose only claim to further life is their 
popularity with that part of the public known 
to be distinctly unmusical. Occasionally 
these companies would set upon some honest 
work like “‘Carmen,” and, after leaving tho 
stage strewn with its disjecta membra, depart 
into outer darkness where there may have been 
weeping, butat any rate was no more wailing. 
Mr. Hammerstein himself has experimented 
with “grand opera in English” in the old famil- 
iar way, and, while he learned many other things 


he did not know before, he also learned to be- 
lieve that there was a chance in New-York for 
the success of grand opera presented respect- 
ably at moderate prices. He is now engaged in 
trying to find out whether his belief is correct, 
andif he goes on as he began last night every 
sineere lover of music will heartily wish him 
Buccess. 

The courage and good faith with which Mr. 
Hammerstein has begun his venture are shown 
by his opening his season with the production 
of a serious new work not before heard in 
America. Not since the days of the unfort- 
unate American Opera Company have New- 
Yorkers had a new work produced with English 
text. Without any desire to make compari- 
sons, but purely for the information of the 
reader and to furnish him with a measure by 
which to gauge his estimate, it may be said that 
the production of “ Boabdil” last night was 
quite as good in every respect—except, per- 
haps, in costumes—as many of the American 
Opera productions, and much better than some 
recently witnessed in the Metropolitan Opera 
House. To be sure, there were no great 
‘stars’ inthe cast, but there was a regpect- 
able general level of merit and an abundant 
sincerity of purpose. As already intimated, if 


’ phe productions to come are as praiseworthy as 


hat of last night Mr. Hammerstein's enterprise 
will deserve public support and will probably 
receive it. 

“ Boabdil,” the opera selected for the opening 
of the season, was lirst performed at the Royal 
Opera House in Berlin on Thursday, April 14, 
1892. The libretto is by Carl Wittkowsky and 
thé music by the popular Polish composer, 
Moritz Moszkowski, whose orchestral and piano 
works are familiar to the musical public of 
this city. The opera achieved a success in the 
German ospital partly because of the com- 

oser’s great personal popularity and partly 

ecause of its own merits and the elaborate 

splendor with which it was placed before 
the public. The singers most praised in the 
original cast were Herr Kothmiihl as Boab- 
dil, Fréialein Hiedler as Zoraya, and Frau 
Standigi as Aixa. 

The action of the opera takes place about 
1500, and introduces us to King Ferdinand of 
Spain and his conduest of Granada. The story, 
however, is not thatof history. According to 
Wasbington Irving, whose authority was the 
Spanish historian Alcantara, Boabdil, long after 
being expelled from his country by Ferdinand, 
fellin the defense of Fez, a city of Northern 
Africa, in 1536. Where Mr. Wittkowsky got his 
story is uncertain, but it 18 a good one for 
operatic purposes. Zoraya, daughter of a 
Spanish grandee, Count Cabra, General of 
Ferdinand’s army, has been captured by the 
Moors and brought up in their faith, and is now 
a waiting maid to Boabdil’s mother, Queen 
Aixa. In the first act her father discovers who 
she ig by an amulet whioh she wears. Ferdi- 
nand now conceives the idea of making an ally 
of Boabdil, who consents only under tho en- 
treaty of Zoraya. ' 

In the first scene of the second act Aixa fills 
Ferdinand’s mind with doubts, which are con- 
firmed by Zoraya. The latter has overheard the 
details of a plot against Boabdil while at her 


| father’s palace, and she urges an immediate 
| marriage. 


The second scene takes place in a 
court in the Albambra. A ballet and wedding 
procession precede a marriage ceremony. 
Count Cabraappears and demands his daugh- 
ter. Boabdil very naturally refuses to give her 
up. Cabra taunts the Moorish King and tells 
him he ia only a vassal to the throne of Spain. 
Boabdil breaks the sword given him by Ferdi- 
nand and declares war against the Christian 
monarch. 

the third act discloses Cabra plotting to shoot 
Boabdil, whom he ia to recognize by a certain 
white cloak. Zoraya overhears the betrayal of 
this fact to her father, and tries te persuade him 
to abandon his purpose. Failing in that, she 
endeavors to prevent Boabdil from going out 
to lead the attack. Again unsuccessful, she 
contrives to get possession of the cloak, throws 
it around her shoulders, runs to the gate, and

is shot by her tather, whom Boabdil subse- 
quently stabs. The un Moor then falls

In setting this book to music Moszkowski has © 
chosen the modern dramatic style as employed 
by Goldmark, Goetz, Verdi in “ jo,” and oth- 
ers of the advanced school. The old-fashioned 
set forms and artificial distribution of arias, 
duets, trios, quartets, &, are a t. In their 

lace we have the continuous flow of meloge 
nterrupted only by the necessary passages 
declamatory reeitative, accompanied in the 
contemporaneous free style by the whole or- 
chestra, or a8 much of it as suits the compos- 
er’s purpose. Thero is also, of course, @ Con- 
siderable quantity of semi-recitative, or arioso. 
The composer's masters, judging from his work, 
have been Gounod, Verdi, and Goldmark, and, 
in spite of the fact that in the first act Ferdl- 
nand sings an air which is a modification of the 
grand trio in the last act of “ Faust,” it is ap- 
pareee that Moszkowski’s principal model was 

oldmark’s *‘ Queen of Sheba.” 

There is an Oriental luxuriance in the orches- 
tration that closely resembles the coloring with 
which Goldmark pictured the passion of Assad 
and the Queen. Butit mugt not be supposed 
that Moszkowski is simply an imitator On the 
contrary, his music Is his own, and it is stron ly 
and continuously interesting. It is admirably 
written for both voloes and instruments, and 
bas the merit of being always singable. Some 
of it is notably rich in dramatic force, as, for 
instance, that allotted to Count Cabra in the 
first act, the stirring ensemble at the close of 
the second, and the passionate duo for Boabdil 
and Zoraya in the third. 

There is undoubtedly more pure recitative 
than is absolutely necessary. The composer 
could have achieved the dramatic truthfulnesa 
at which he was aiming by a more plentifal use 
of the arioso. He might have found brilliant 
examples of the success of this kind of composi- 
tion in scenes of obvious declamatory intent all 
through Verdi's “Otello.” But we must give 
him credit for the sincerity of his artistic pur- 

oses, and rejoice at the excellent effects which 

e has here with the means employed. 

The shortcoming of his work, however, is its 
lack of striking melody. There are some very 
good passages, it is true, but not nearly so 
many and none so captivating in tunefulness 
as we should have expected from a composer 
whose instrumental works display so much fa- 
oility in the invention of themes. Undoubted- 
ly the most fluent melody in the opera is the 
bright and engaging ballet music. which has 
already been made known here by the industri- 
ous Bunday evening concert conductors. But 
the music, as a whole, is effective and discharges 
well its duty of embodying the emotions indi- 
cated by the text, In deprecating ita deficionoy 
in striking melodles there is no intention to de- 
ory its dramatic worth, but peradventure the 
truth might have been told with more honey in 
the speech. 

It will be time enough to disouss the abilities 
of Mr. Hammerstein’s company when its mem- 
bers are heard in familiar operas which do not 
absorb the critical attention. Those who ap- 
peared last night acquitted themselves with no 
little credit Most of them are known to this 
public, but it is a pleasure to say that none of 
them has ever made a more agreeable impres- 
sion. Mme. von Januschowsky needs no intro- 
duction as @ careful and conscientious artist of 
o—— a romngpenel co! voice was never better 
than 8 now, and she sang the réle of 7 
with vigor and judgment. . . oT 

The upper register of Mr. Payne Clarke’s 
tenor voice is by far its best part, and Boabdil 
gives abundant scope for the emission of ring- 
ing high notes. One might wish that Mr. Clarke 
had a trifle more pepper in his composition, but 
if he had that, no doubt some of us would find 
other deficiencies. He deserves praise for his 
good phrasing and restraint from forcing his 
voice. Mr. Otto Rathjens was full of dramatioe 
feryor as Count Cabra, and sang with much 
forcefulness. The same may be said of Mme. 
Thea Dorri as-:the Qupen. Our old friend Con- 
rad Behrens was sonorous as the Immam, and 
Mr. Bolze was @ competent representative of 
King Ferdinand. 

The chorus was sufficiently large to meet the 
requirements of grand Opere. and, generally 
speaking, sang well. The ballet was barely tol- 
erable, and will stand considerable improve- 
ment. For the orchestra there need be only 
words of praise. Its work was admirably done, 
and was heightened in offectiveness by Mr. 
Hammerstein’s adoption of the Baireuth idea 
of sinking the orchestra below the level of the 
auditorium floor. Last, and decidedly not least, 
is Mr. Adolf Neuendorff, who conducted the 
performance with unfailing vigor, tirmnass, 
and musicianly skill. A very large share of the 
evening’s success was due to his learning and 
experience.

SYMPHONY STRING QUARTET.

BRITAIN’S RULE IN EGYPT, 


THE KHEDIVE DECLARES THAT HE 
YIELDS ONLY TO FORCE. 


‘LONDON, Jan. 24.—The latest dispatches from 
Cairo state thatthe hostility of the Khédive 
toward the English shows no signs of abating. 

In answering the threat uttered by Lord 
Cromer to the effect that a complete change of 
régime might be necessary in the event of re- 
sistance to British authority, the Khédive re- 
plied that he only yielded to force. 

The Khédive has been strengthened in his at- 
titude of antagonism toward the English by 
deputations from the provinces, headed py local 
oflicials hostile to British control. These depu- 


tations have addressed the Khédive in fulsome 
and flattering language, congratulating him on 
his opposition to the English. 

Some surprise was expressed yesterday at the 
news from Cairo that Lord Cromer had ex- 
pressed himself so confidently in regard to the 
prompt suppression of any outbreak that might 
oceour. To-day’s advices give the grounds for 
Lord Cromer’s confidence. His iordship is as 
sured of the entire fidelity of the native Egypt- 
ian Army to the British cause, and, with tha 
British army of occupation co-operating with 
the native troops, it is believed that any at- 
a at insurrection would be promptly 
crushed. x 
Major Gen. Sir Franois-Wallace Grenfell of 
the Egyptian Army, who is now in London, was 
at the War Office to-day, in consultation with 
the Right Hon. H. Campbell-Bannerman, Sec- 
retary of State for War. It is officially stated 
at the War Office that both Sir Francis- Wallace 
Grenfell and Gen. Kitehener. the Sirdar of 
Egypt, who has complete authority over the 
Egyptian troops, unite in guaranteeing the loy- 
alty of tho native soldiers to their English oili- 
cers. 

For this reason, chiefly, the Government will 
for the present limit the ameunt of British rein- 
forcements to 1,000 men, but arrangements 
have been completed to draft 10,000 men on 
three days’ notice from the British garrisons in 
Malta, Cyprus, and India to Egypt. British 
troops on their way to India to relieve British 
regiments about to depart from India are to be 
detained at Port Said until advised to proceed. 
The British could, therefore, in a short time, 
bring about 15,000 British troops to bear 
against any insurrection in Egypt, and, assum- 
ing that the native army would remain loyal, @ 
total force of about 30,000 would be under 
British direction. 

PARIs, Jan. 24.—The sensation in France over 
the action of the British in Egypt is increasing. 
The course taken by England is looked upon as 
proving the determination of Great Britain to 
persist in the occupation of Egypt. The news- 
papers unanimously cal) upon the Government 
to vindicate the rights of France.

BUT THE STATEMENT THAT IT HAS 15 
CONFIRMED ON UNQUESTIONED AU- 
THORITY—SAGE , AND @QuED aP- 
PARENTLY TO DISREGARD J. PIER- 
PONT MORGAN'S AOTION. 


The announcemeatin Tak New-York TiMpS 
yosterday that the New-York and Northern 
Railroad had been bought for the Manhattan 
Elevated Company created a sensation. Vague 
hints that some such deal was pending had pre- 
viously been heard in Wall Street, but speculat- 
ora and railway managers were notready for 
the announcement of the transaction’s success- 
ful termination. 

From an important financial source came 
early corroboration of the news, however, and 
Now-York and Northern securities, reflecting 
their changed position, advanced smartly. 

Just about noon along came a supplementary 
sensation, Mr, Russell Sage, who until lately 
was active in the negotiations for acquiring the 
Now-York and Northern for the Manhattan 
Company, came out with the assertion that the 
Manhattan had not bought the property. 

Wall Street showed some surprise, which 4 
little later deepened into amazement as bulle- 
tins from financial news agencies added to Mr. 
Bage’s denial statoments in the same vein by 
Director Samuel Sloan and Mr. George J. Gould 
and his brother Edwin. 

At the same time there came from unqucs- 
tionable authority the announcement that Mr. 
Morgan indorsed the original statement that he 
had bought the New-York and Northern, and 
had bought it for the Manhattan Elevated, 
in which company he is not only a Direct- 
or, but has been conspicuously influential 
ever since the death of Mr. Jay Gould, tohim 
being largely attributed such success as the 
jManhattan Company has lately been able to 
‘eore in its negotiations with the New-York 
Rapid-Transit Commission. 

Atthis juncture appeared Capt. R. 8. Hayes, 
President of the New-York and Northern, who 
was quoted as making the following careful 
etatement: 

“ Whatever transaction has been made for the 
purchase of control of the New-York and North- 
ern is a purely personal one, and is in the inter- 
estof no one corporation more than another, 
and isin the mutual interest of all the lines 
with which the New-York and Northern forms 
®& connection and is a competitor. 

“Under the circumstances, as an official of the 
company he cannot give any information about 
the matter beyond a mere personal statement. 
This is a day when great consolidations of ocor- 
porations are giving place to joint ownership 
by individuals in many properties to secur 
harmony of action. Hence, whatever statements 
of a public nature are to be made must be made 
by the individuals concerned.” 

This, of course, coming from President Hayes, 
made it clear to Wall Street that a transaction 
of some sort had been completed and that New- 
York and Northern undoubtedly had been sold. 

A little later other details were brought out 
which disclosed a sensationally unexpected con- 
dition of affairs—showing practically that Mr. 
Russell Sage and Mr. George J. Gould intended 
to disregard Mr. Morgan’s action—to treat it as 
unoftiicial, unauthorized, and without any bind- 
ing force upon the Manhattan. This was a con- 
dition which nobody in Wall Street had ever 
dreamed could happen, in view of the manifold 
obligations which the Manhattan was under to 
Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan. 

In much of the recent investment buying of 
Manhattan in a boom which has lifted the stock 
pearly 50 pointe since Mr. Jay Gould died, Mr. 
Morgan's connection with the property has 
been most important and influential. To go 
openly into a fight with such a man just at this 
rather critical juncture in Manhattan’s affaire 
seemed to the Street, to putit lightly, exoceed- 
ingly strange. 

In the course of the excited controversies of 
the day, some of the details came out of the 
transaction which Mr. Morgan claims to have 
concluded successfully, and which Mesers. Sage 
and Gould declare does not bind the Manhattan. 

For the big biocks of New-York and Northern 
securitics to be turned over by Mr. William C. 
Whitney and his colleagues, the figures in- 
volved were reported to be on a basis allowing 
$15 a share for the New-York and Northern 
common stock, $35 a share for the preferred 
stock, and $80 for the second mortgage bonds. 

These securities, it is said, were to be paid for 
in Manhattan stock at about 170 On such 
a basis Mr. Morgan seemed to believe himeelf 
warranted in closing the contract. For a lon 
time previous to his death Mr. Jay Gould ha 
striven hard and unsuccessfully to obtain a 
better bargain. But Mr. Russell Sage and Mr. 
George Gould point out that they see no reason 
yet to question the opinions which were often 
expressed by Mr. Jay Gould that the New-York 
and Northern propérty was worth far less than 
these figures. 

It is insisted that the company has never 
been able to earn beyond the interest on its 
first mortgage bonds, that the second mort- 
gages have a value only in prospect, and that 
nothing can be expected in the way of earnings 
applicable either upon the preferred or com- 
mon stock during the present generation. 

According to Mr. Sage and Mr. Gould, the 
New-York and Northern property was ap- 
praised by Mr. Jay Gould as worth less than 
$600,000, while on the basis proposed in Mr. 
Morgan’s purchase from $2,500,000 to $3,000,- J 
000 was involved. This depressed view of the 
property’s value is supplemented by the obser- 
YVation that if the New-York and Northern 
should come into the Manhattan’s control and 
become a part of the Manhattan’s extension 
system, the resulfé would be that somebody 
would forthwith introduce a bill into the Legis- 
lature obliging the Manhattan Company to 
carry passengers at 5 cente a head from the 
Battery up across the Harlem, past Yonkers, 
apd beyond Tarrytown over to Brewsters. 

The distribution of Mr. Sage’s denials that the 
Manhattan would take the property purchased 
by Mr. Morgan, and the inddTsement of Mr. 
fage’s position by Mr. George J. Gould and Mr. 
Bamuel Siogn, gave Wall Street a good many 
auxious gualms. 

New-York and Northern stock, which had 
risen easily three or four points on the general 
pxpectation of good things to happen from the 
new combination, grew weak and on free sales 
went down to within a fraction of where it sold 
before the deal was made known. 

There seemed to be indications that much 
of the stock sold came from quarters 
more or less closely identified with Gould- 
fage interests. Much of the New-York and 
Northern stock has lately been picked up 
by investors and Wall Street speculators who 
have been counting on the accomplishment of 
some such amalgamation scheme as Mr. Mor- 
gan’s plan contemplates, and such watchers of 
the market were considerably disturbed by the 
later part of the day’s developments, for it was 
hardly a tonic factor to have such an alert and 
infiuential market manipulator as Russell Sage 
ranged on the bear side against them. 

Tuesday is the tixed day for meetings of the 
Manhattan Company’s Board of Directors. The

“Only routine business was transacted” was 
the official report made of it. There were ample 
suggestions, however, that some things had 
been broached in that meeting which did not 
tend to make everybody happy. 

Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan is not the sort of 
man to get scared or back down merely because 
Mr. Russell Sage or anybody else is ranged upon 
the other side. Beyond any question he is to- 
day the most influcntial man in Wall Street 
The Manhattan Elevated Company—in whose 
Board of Directors Mr. Gould and Mr. Sage have 
a good working majority—cannot afferd to ig- 
nore or annoy him, much less undertake an out- 
and-out fight with him. 

Nobody would believe that he would have 
gone forward in the New-York and Northern 
negotiations, claiming authority to represent 
the Manhattan Company, unless he felt sure 
that his authority wae full and explicit, and the 
general impression is that the Manhattan wi)l 

lay a dangerous game in undertaking to set

NOTHING DONE AT YESTERDAY'S MEET- 
ING TO SETTLE IT. 


The stock and certificate holders of the 
Ardsley Land and Improvement Company held 
a@ meeting at the Lawyers’ Clubin the Equitable 
Building yesterday afternoon to hear the report 
of the committee appointed a week ago to de- 
vise a plan for saving the property from being 
sold to satiafy the five-hundred-thousand-dollar 
mortgage held against it by Drexel, Morgan & 
Co. 

The men present represented about $200,000 
of the $325,000 worth of stock, the bulk of this 
representation being in the person of Charles 
H, Butler, the originator of the whole Ardsley 
scheme. Many of the best known firms and 
citizens of this city are holders of the Ardsley 
stock and certificates. 

Herbert L. Bridgman, John Von Glahn, and 
F. 58. Edminster constituted the committee ap- 
pointed last week. Their report was devoid of 
éuggestion on which to base a future plan of 
action. They said that they had not been able 
to getsuch information as they needed from 
Charles H. Butler, and recommended that the 
$100,000 which would save the property from 
foraciosure should be raised. 

Charies Strauss, counsel for the committee, 
insinuated that Mr. Butler and those he repre- 
sented were inclined to place obstacles in the 
way ofasecttlement. Mr. Butler said that on 
the contrary his clients had offered to subscribe 
enough of the $100,000 that was needed so that 
Qn assessment of 25 per cent. on the’ others in- 
terested would raise theamount.

THE DUAL ORGANIZATION OF THE 
HOUSE STILL MAINTAINED AFTER 
PIFTEEN DAYS OF WRANGLING— 
HOTEL AND BOARDING HOUSE 
KEEPERS CLAMOROUS FOR MONEY. 


ToprkA, Kan., Jan. 24.—The vote for United 
Btates Senator in the two Houses to-day indi- 
cated nothing foreither of the parties. On the 
Populist side the vote was a scattering one, re- 
sulting from inability to agree last night in 
caucus. On the Republican side the yote was 
given to J. W, Ady, not with any expectation of 
elevting him, but solely to hold the members to- 
gether until the Democrats, who hold the bal- 
ance of power, present a name acceptable. The 
Democrats divided also, although they have 
agreed among themselves to give their vote to 
State Senator O’Byrne of Wiohita, who, it is 
claimed, will receive the Republican vote when 
the time comes. 

The Populists are holding another caucus to- 
night without likelihood of agreeing. ‘here is 
a faction determined to concede nothing, and 
without unanimous action, even including the 
eight members so arbitrarily seated, an election 
cannot be reached. Judge Martin scems to be 
the favorite with about one-third of the Popu- 
lists, the rest dividing their support between 
Judge Doster and J. W. Breidentnal. It is prob- 
able that when an agreement is reached Doster 
willbe the man. The contest is likely to drag 
throughout the week. 

The Populist House to-day unanimously 
adopted a resolution demanding that in the in- 
terest of the people all charters to corporations 
in the State of Kansas be annulled, and that a 
hew law be adopted which will control these 
orporations. and make them subject to the will 
of the people. The resolution provides that 
corporations shall be prevented from going into 
politics by a clause in the law which shall pro- 
vide for the forfeiture of the charter of all cor- 


orations convicted of such an act. The reso- 
ution was referred to the Railroad Committee, 
which was instructed to pepe, such a bill and 
report at the earliest possible moment. 

The Senate adopted a resolution petitioning 
the United States Senate to amend the OChero- 
kee Strip bill so as to allow all persons who 
have held Government bonds and lost them by 
mortgage foreclosures, drought, or voluntary 
relinquishment while residing on the same 
to participate in the settlement of the strip. 

he Avening Journal (Rep.) came out this 
evening in favor of Judge Martin (Dem.) for the 
United States Senate. 

The Legislature has now been in session fif- 
teen days and does not show signs of settling 
the troubles. The Populist House refuses to 

ass the Appropriation bill, which the ’>spub- 
fioane will take to the Supreme Court in order 
to settle the legality of that body. Of course, 
no other bills have been passed by either 
House. The members are out of money and 
the hotels and boarding houses are demand- 
ing pay for the twenty days they have 
been here, and bankers and brokers will 
not touch their vouchers. The expenses 
of the Republicans are paid by popular 
subscription in the several counties of the State, 
s0 they are notin need. There are armies of 
employes in the three Houses, and they have 
reached a yy where they can borrow no more 
money, and do not dare leave for fear of losing 
what is apparently due them already.

SENATOR MILLS 


EVERY VOTE EXCEPT THOSE OF NINE 
POPULISTS TO BE CAST FOR HIM. 


GALVESTON, Texas, Jan. 24.--In the Btate 
Senate at Austin this morning Roger Q. Mills 
was chosen United States Senator to succeed 
himself on the first ballot, receiving 29 votes. 
The nominating speeches occupied nearly the 
entire morning. 

In the House Mr. Mills received 114 votes on 
the first ballot. The Legislature then adjourned 
until to-morrow morning, when the joint ses- 
sion will be held. It will be brief, as Mr. Mills 


will receive the entire legislative vote except 
that of the nine Populist members. 


Roger Q. Mills is a native of Kentucky, having 
been born inthe old town of Salem, in Todd 
County, that State, in 1832. He was seventeen 
years old when he removed to Texas and took 
up the study of law. He was elected a member 
of the State Legislature a few years afterward. 
With the breaking out of the war he joined the 
Confederate Army as Colonel of a Texas regi- 
ment of infantry. He was wounded several 
times, though not eeriously. Retiring from the 
army he returned to his home in Corsicana and 
resumed the practice of law: In 1872 he was 
elected to Congress on the Democratic ticket 
and has been in active public life ever since. 
Mr. Mills was always a tariff reformer, and he 
was selected by Speaker Carlisle in the Fif- 
tieth Congress to frame a tariif bill in line with 
the views of President Cleveland. The measure 
which bore his name was the result. In a 
spirited contest for the Speakership of the 
House of Representatives last Winter, Mr. Mills 
was defeated by Mr. Crisp of Georgia, the vote 
standing Crisp, 119; Mills, 104; MoMillin, 4. 
He was elected United States Senator March 23, 
1892, to fill the unexpired term of John H. 
Reagan. 


NEVADA RE-ELECTS STEWART, 


HIS VOTE UNANIMOUS ON A SILVER 


PARTY PLATFORM. 


Carson, Nev., Jan. 24.—William M. Stew- 
art was to-day re-elected to the United States 
Benate by the Nevada Legislature. He was the 


silver party candidate and received a unani- 
mous vote. Ex-Congressman Bartine was the 
Republican candidate. 


William Morris S8tewart’s experience as a 
United States Senator beganin 1864, when he 
was elected by the Republican Legislature of 
Nevada. He was born in Lyons, this State, 
Aug. 9, 1827. He entered Yale in 1848, and 
although he was not graduated, his name was 
afterward enroljled among the members of the 
class of ’52 and he received the degree of A. 
M. in 1865. In 1850 he went to California by 
way of Panama and engaged in mining in 
Nevada County. He it was who discovered 
the famous Eureka diggings. He disposed 
of his mining interests and began. the 
study of law early in 1852. He became 
Attorney General in 1854 and settled in San 
Francisco. In 1860 he removed to Virginia 
City, Nev., and devoted himself the practice of 
the laws relating particularly to mining. To 
his efforts was mainly due the permanent set- 
tlement of the titles of nearly ail the mines on 
the great Comstock lode. He was chosen a 
member of the Territorial Council in 1861, and 
two yeare afterward he was elected a member 
of the Constitutional Convention. He was 
elected United States Senator in 1864, and 
served until Maroh, 1875. On his retirement he 
resumed the practice of his profession on the 
Pacific coast. In 1887 the Nevada Legislature 
again elected him to the United States Senate.

BOTH ELECTED SENATORS TO REPRE- 
SENT WEST VIRGINIA. 


CHARLESTON, West Va, Jan. 24.—The two 
houses proceded to ballot for two United States 
Senators to-day—one for the full term of six 
years to begin March 4, 1893, and one to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of Senator John 
E. Kenna. Charles J. Faulkner, the present in- 
cumbent and Democratic caucus nominee for 
the long term, and Johnson EK. Camden, the 
Democratic nominee for the short term, each 
received a majority of votes in cach house, and 
they will be declared elected In tho joint assem- 
bly of the two houses to-morrow. 

The Democratic nominees received the full 
party vote. Secretary of War Stephen B. El- 
kins, the nominee of the Republican caucus for 
the long term, received all but two of the Ke- 
publican votes, two being cast for O. D. Hill, 
the late candidate of the Peopie’s Party for the 
State Senate. Judge Edwin Maxwell, a mem- 
ber of the lower house and the Republican 
nominee for the short term, received all the ke- 
publican votes except his own. 


Charles J. Faulkner is the youngest son of 
the Virginia jurist and statesman, Charies J., 
whose career in Congress and as Minister to 
France forms so conspicuous a factor in the 
history of the Confederacy, of which he was a 
stanch leader. ° 

The son was born at the aucestral home, 
Boyodille, near Martinsburg, West Va., Sept. 
21, 1847. When the father went as Min- 
ister to France in 1859, the son went 
with him and had the advantage of study 
in noted schools of France and _ Switz- 
erland. He returned with his father in 1861 
and was with him when he was arrested as a 
prisoner of state, an arrest that is historical. 
The boy was sent to the Virginia Military Insti- 
tute at Lexington, Va., and served with suon 
daring and valor with the cadets in the battle 
of Newmarket that Gen. J. ©. Breckinridge 
made him one of his aides. He was then but 
sixteen years old. When Gen. Breckinridge 
was made the Confederate Secretary of War, 
young Faulkner went on the staff of Gen. 
Henry A. Wise, and surrendered with him at 
Appomattox. Faulkner then- began to train 
himeelf for the law under the direction 
of his father, He entered the University 
of Virginia in 1866, and was graduated in 1868. 
He was admitted to the bar that year, when he 
attained his majority. As a lawyer he was very 
successful. In 1880, though but thirty-three 
years old, he was elected Judge of the Thir- 
teenth Judicial Circuit. Hehad been Chairman 
of the Democratic Committee for many years. 
In 1887 he was elected to the United States 
Benate, and at once resigned his.seat on the 
bench to serve. 

Johnson Newton Camden was born in March, 
1828, in Lewis County, West Virginia. He was 
sent to Rector College, but soon after received 
an appointment to West Point. Before he had 
served his full course he grew tired of military 
life and left to study law. Shortly after quali- 
fying himself and being admitted to the bar ho 
was elected Prosecuting Attorney of Braxton 
and Nicholas Counties. He left the law to go 
into banking. In 1859, when the great oil field 
in the Parkersburg district was opened up, he 
interested capital there and was the most con- 
spicuous figure in its development. 

Mr. Camden came to the front as a politician 
in 1867 as a leader in the movement to enfran- 
chise citizens in the State who had lost the suf- 
frage tor their adherence to the Confederacy. 
He was nominated on this issue for Governor a 
year later, but was defeated. The fight really 
resulted in the repeal of the disfranchising 
clause of the State Constitution. He was the 
Democratic candidate for Governorin 1872, 
and was again defeated because of division in 
his party. He was atrongly supported for Sen- 
ator in 1874, and in 1880 was elected to the 
Senate. Charles J. Faulkner won the seat from 
bim in 1887. 


THE RESULT IN NEW-JERSEY. 


ELECTION OF JAMES SMITH, Ji., THE 
DEMOCRATIC NOMINEE, 


TRENTON, Jan. 24.—James Emith, Jr., of 
Newark, whose nomination by the Democratic 
caucus a week ago was reported in Tue NEw- 
York TIES, was chosen United States Senator 
to-day to succeed Rufus Blodgett. He was 
elected by each house voting separately, and 
all that remains to complete the election is the 
reading of the result in each house to the mem- 
bers of both houses when they shall be as- 
sembled in joint session to-morrow. 

The Republicans voted for Gen. William J. 
Sewell. 


Mr. Smith, the new Senator, is only forty-one 
years ofage. He will be the third youngest 
member of the Senate and the first man of his 
name who has sat in that exalted body since 
1857. He has lived in the City of Newark all of 
his life. Once he served in the City Council 
as a representative of the old Second Ward. 
Bubsequentiy he was importuned to accept the 
unanimous nomination for the Mayoralty of 
the city, but he declined, and he persistently re- 
fused all o:fers of oflice subsequently till, after 
the creation of the Newark street and Water 
Board, a junoture arose that seemed to force 
him into becoming a member of it and he con- 
sented. He holds the position still. 

Notwithstanding his modest objections to of- 
fice holding, Mr. Smith has always taken an ac- 
tive interest in politics, and has for two or 
three years been recognized as one of the im- 
portant factors in the direction of party move- 
ments. It was largely through his labora that 
the New-Jersey delegation to Chicago was so 
tirmly bound to the nemination of President 
Cleveland. At Chicago he was taken into the 
councils of the national leaders, and the Demo- 
cratic National Committee sent him into Con- 
necticut and elsewhere on delicate and impor- 
taut missions. 

Mr. Smith is regarded as one of the most tact- 
ful of the public men of New-Jersey. He de- 
lights to study faces and is a shrewd reader of 
character and, of course, a masterful swayer 
of men. He is tall—over 6 feet in height—and 
well built, almost stout, His unshaven and 
florid face, with its expression of benevolence, 
gives him the appearance of an amiable priest 
with a rich parish. His massive bead is well 
poised above square shoulders, and his iron- 
gray hair, worn close cropped, might indicate 
more yoars than he is old but for the general 
youthfulness of his air, expression, and move- 
ment. 

He is plain and unpretentious in bis manner 
of living. For years, in spite of hisjlarge wealth, 
he lived in a modest brick house on New Street. 
Within the last year he has purehased and 
moved into a massive brownstone front in one 
of the choicest sections of Newark. He is little

ost, and is devoted to his wife and children.

The Langley divorce ease, whieh is being tried” 


befere Judge Landon and a jury in the Supreme 


Court, Brooklyn, with the assistance of such . 


lawyers as John E. Parsons, William J. Gaynor, 


and Chauncey 8. Truax forthe defendant, and 


px-Judge George G. Reynolds for the fair 
plaintiff, was continued yesterday, and went 
along so rapidly that the plaintiff rested. 

The evidencewas not-of the most interesting 
eharacter, belng that of experts on handwrit- 
ing, butit showed how widely gentlemen could. 
differ in their very positive expressions, and in- 
dicated that the whole question to be decided in 
the end would bo: 


Did William H. Langley register in the! 


United States Hotel at six speolfied times as 
“W. Lawlor and ladyof Newark?” 
The most interesting thing about the trial yes- 


terday was s rumor that grew out of the con- 


auct of thelawyers in asking the jurymen if 
they knew ex-Corporation Counsel William ©, 
De Witt. As far as this case has gone, there 
has beon no apparentreason for bringing Mr. 


De Witt’s name into it at all, for the allegations. 


of wrongdoing are made against Mr. Langley, 


and not against his-wife, and even in his answer 
there are no recriminating charges of a charac- } 


ter that would prevent the*wife from obtaining 
her divorce if she proved her-case. 

Bat, according to the rumor.of yesterday, Mr. 
Langley is contemplating a new'move, and one 
that will create more interest in the social 
world than has his'wife’s action against him. 
This move, it was said, would be the bringing 
ofan action against William C. DeWitt for sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars damages for the 
alienation of Mrs, Langley’s affections. 

Some such thing was “hinted at by Lawyer 
Truax when the present suit fizgt took shape, 
last Summer,*but:Mr. DeWitt de nced the re- 
port that was coupled with the hint as an infa- 
mous slander on a pure and excellent woman, 


and it was given:out that the whole thing had 
been abandoned. 

Yesterday it was revived, and the throng of 
lawyers in the courtroom discussed it as a fact. 
Mr. Truax was asked about it, but he bristled 
up and appeared to think the reporter was im- 
pertinent. 

‘I can't answer any questions about that 
matter,” he said, finally. ‘I can’t talk about it 
at alL”’ 

William J.:Gaynor of counse) for Mr. Langley 
aiso refuged to discuss it. ‘‘I can’tsay; lam 
attorney in no-sach action,’” was all be would 
pay. 

Mr. Langley refused to be seen at all, and 
really no one,could be found who would deny 
the statemevit, although a legalfriend of Mr. 
De Witt said that no papers in such a suit had 
been served on the ex-Corporation Counsel. 

Part I. of the Supreme Court began to fill up 
very early yesterday ay and by the time 
Mrs. Langiey, dressed again in plain. black and 
a trifle paier and more anxieus-looking than on 
Monday, arrived with her golden-haired sister 
and her white-haired and white-bearded coun- 
sel, the court otlicera had to hustle about and 
tind more chairs. The place was so filled when 
Judge Landen ascended the bench that he 
stationed officers ateach door and barred out 
everybody but lawyers, reporters and ‘wit- 
messes. 

Mr. Parsons, Mr. Gaynor, and Mr. Truax, who 
had oarefully kept their client out of the court- 
room up to this time, hurried in, and each one 
bowed politely to Mre. Langley. She permitted 
her head to move about an inch in recognition 
of the salute, while her pretty sister curled her 
upper lip in a disdainful sort of way. 

_Margaret O’Grady, the ex-chambermaid in the 
United States Hotel, who told on Monday about 
meeting the defendant on Fulton Street and 
identifying him, wasthe first witness, and Mr. 
Varsons resumed his cross-examination. The 
witness knew Mr. Langley as the “‘man with 
the red face,’’ and Mr. Parsons spent some time 
trying to find out who first told her of that pe- 
cullarity, anc finaly pinned her down to a state- 
ment that Mrs. Langley told her on Christmas. 

All the time ex-Judge Reynolds’s head was 
moving up and down, and Mr. Parsons stepped 
forward suddenly and said: 

“Now, Margaret, you see Judge Reynolds is 
shaking his head at that reply, don’t you?” 

But Margaret, who sat three feet away, in- 
sisted that she didn’t see anybody but Mr. Par- 
eons. Subsequently she decided, however, that 
it was not on Christmas Day,bus about ten days 
ago, that Mrs. Langley spoke of her hueband’s 
vivid complexion. She also denied that Mra. 
Langley had obtained her the place she now oc- 
cupied in the young ladies’ school kept by the 
Misses Ely. 

Arthur Welis, the bell boy who confessed to 
having committed perjury in the case before it 
got into court at all, was recalled and put 
through another siege by Mr. Parsons. Itcame 
out that Le had asserted that one of the counsel 
for Mrs. Langley had got into the habit of 
dropping five-dollar and ten-doillar bills into his 
hand. He also admitted that the proprietor of 
the hotel had given him $20 on one occasion. 

Vhe golden-haired sister of Mrs. Langley, 
Miss Elia T. Shepard, was the next witness, and 
when Ler name was called she blushed a bright 
ecarliet. Butshe walked calmly to the witness 
chair and gave her evidence in a slow, careful 
znanner. All she was asked todo was to oor- 
roborate Miss O’Grady about meeting the de- 
iendant in the street on Monday and to identify 
a packet of letters written by Mr. Langley. In 
doing the latter she laid the foundation for the 
expert evidence on handwriting that consumed 
the rest of the day. 

ix-Judge Reynolds at once called Daniel T. 
Ames, who told all about his many years’ ex- 
perience in this kind of work, and his examina- 
tion of the entries in the hotel register and of 
Mr. Langley’s letters, and then proceeded to 
produce a blackboard and go into an analysis of 
wll the up and down strokes, the shadings, 
and the curvesin the disputed signatures. He 
drow letters and parts of letters, and showed 
how those in “ W. Lawlor” resembled those in 
“ W. H. Langley.” He talked for nearly half an 
hour, and ended by asserting positively that the 
man who wrote the confessedly genuine letters 
signed by the defendant was the same man who 
registered in the United States Hotel on the 
dates in question as ‘‘ W. Lawlor and lady.” 

Mr. Parsons took holdof Mr. Ames and got 
him to admit that experts in handwriting were 
Trequentiy mistaken, and that all they said was 
anerely an expression of opinion.

Mr. Carvalho declared positively that the 
name was not written by the same man who 
wrote the packet of letters, Mr. Langley. He 
got atrifie muddled on oross-examination and 
ee there might be some resemblance, but 
he did not alter his opinion. 

The defense will continue to-day, and expects 
to prove that on Aug. 8, 1892, when ‘“ W. Law- 
‘lor and lady” appeared in the hotel register. 
the defendant was at Shelter Island with his 
wife and children.

The story of the purchase of the New-York 
and Northern Railway told exclusively in Tuz 
TIMES to-day caused the preferred stock to open

JUSTICE LAMAR’S DEAT! 


FEW MEN WHO HaD WON S8UCH 
GENERAL RESPECT. 


TNE NEWS RECEIVED IN WASHINGTON AS 
OF A GENERAL BEREAVEMENT—HIS 
LIFE AS SECRETARY AND AS JUDGE— 
FORMAL NOTICE TAKEN BY GOVERN- 
MENT DEPARTMENTS. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—Few men who have 
sat upon the Supreme Court bench have}been 
more warmly loved by those who knew them 
than was Justice Lamar. Very few men who 
have reached that benoh have had as many 
friends in Washington. 

His long experience as a Representative and 
a Senator had brought him into contact with 
hosts of persons, some of whom were attracted 
to him by reason of his prominence in the re- 
bellion, and others by personal qualities of rare 
aweetness, and all whom he drew to him were 
euro to become attached to the man. So it was 
natural that the news of his death this morning 
should seem more like a bereavement than is 
apt to be the case with the :passing away of 
many public mek. 

Justice Lamar was interesting in being unlike’ 
the average man. He was a student, a thought- 
ful man, a manof sentiment, a delightful talker, 
strangely enough a mar also of great force, 
with a reserved manner in public, and witha 
great horror of being called upon to apeak 
when there was nothing to be said but common- 
places. So great was his aversion to speaking 
in the Senate upon most mattors having busi- 
ness consideration that be made very few 
speeches while he was a member of that body, 
the last being one upon the tariff, which was re- 
markable for its peroration, in which Mr. Lamar 
warned the manufacturers who were raising the 
king of protection that it was the elevation and 
worship of King Cotton that ruined the South, 


and that there was danger of the repetition of 
the ruin if the people persisted in their worship 
of protection. : 

As Secretary of the Interior it is probable that 
Mr. Lamar was about as miserable as he had 
ever conceived 1t possible for a human being to 
be in office. He hated the drudgery of the place 
less than he did the importunities of his party 
for office. It seemed to him that the principal 
part of his’official duty was to listen to and re- 
fuse, because 1t was impossible to grant them, 
the requests of the crowd that constantly filled 
bis rooms. 

One day a gentleman who was not a caller for 
office was.shown into Mr. Lamar’s inner apart- 
ment. Inthe outer room were several promi- 
nent Democrats, including a high judicial offi- 
cer, several Senators, and any number of 
members:of ‘the House. Mr. Lamar waved his 
visitor to a chair withont saying a word. He 
was evidentiy too much exhausted to speak. 
By and by his visitor said that he would go 
away and return at some other time, as he feared 
he was keeping the people outside. ‘ 

“Pray sit still,” reqtiested Mr. Lamar. ‘ You 
restme ican look at you and youdo not ask 
me for anything, and you keep those people out 
as long as you stay in. I can have them at any 
time I choose to send forthem. I can’t getyou. 

. Please do not go away.”’ 

Since he becamea Justice of the Bupreme 
Court, Justice Lamar has failed with startling 
rapidity. When he was inthe Senate he was a 
round, well-nourished man, with a head and 
shoulders recalling the pictures of Charles Dick- 
ens. At that time he probably weighed 175 
pounds. A prolonged attack of illness left him 
a mere shadow of his former self. His friends 
who met him after that illness were horrified at 
the change in bis appearance. The ful! body had 
ehrunk to a mere shadow. His kind, handsome 
face had shrunken and darkened, and it was as 
wrinkied as thatof amummy. His step had 
lost its vigor, and muoh of the light had fadea 
outofhiseyes. His weight had decreased until 
it was less than a hundred pounds. 

When the United States Supreme Court met 
as usual at noon to-day, a chair (between those 
ot Justices Gray and Brown) was heavily 
draped in mourning. The death of Justice 
Lamar was not startling to his associates, for 
they had realized when he left this city for the 
South, that in all probability he would not re- 
sume his seat on the bench; yet it was unex- 
pected and a shock to them, for the last news 
they had had from him was to the effect that he 
was improving and getting along quite nicely. 

The bar and the audience quarters of the 
court were filled this morning when the Justices 
filed in to their places and the court was 
opened. Chief Justice Fuller announced Mr. 
Justice Lamar’s death in a few words, saying: 

“It again becomes my melancholy duty to 
announce the death of a member of this court. 
Mr. Justice Lamar died at Macon, Ga, last 
evening at 8:50. No business will be trans- 
acted. The court will adjourn until Monday 
next.” 

The court crier at once declared the court ad- 
journed. 

Chief Justice Fuller and Justices Blatchford, 
Brewer, and Brown will leave this city to-mor- 
row night on the 10:40 train over the Richmond 
and Danville Road for Macon, Ga, to attend 
the funeral, which takes place Friday. Justice 
Lamar has a daughter living in Rockville, Md, 
married to a cousin, also named Lamar, who 
will probably go with the members of the court. 

The death of Justice Lamar was early an- 
nounced in both houses of Congress, whieh ad- 
journed outof respectto his memory. Inthe 
Senate Messrs. Walthall (Dem., Miss.,) and Gor- 
don (Dem., Ga.,) made brief addresses. 

Secretary Noble has issued a formal order 
directing the VLepartment of the Interior to be 
draped in mourning for twenty days, and to be 
closed on the day of the funeral 


THE VACANT JUDGESHIP. 


PRESIDENT HARRISON ATTEMPT 
LAMAR’S PLACE? 


WILL 
TO FILL MR, 


WASHINGTON, Jan, 24.—While there is a dis- 
Position to yield to President Harrison the pur- 
pose to be governed by a sense of propriety in 
refusing to fill the place made vacant by the 
death of Justice Lamar, those Republicans who 
know him best look to see him send in the name 
of Justice Lamar’s successor about as soon after 
the funeral as the appointment can be made 
out. While the President is a man of feeling, 
he is above all things a politician, and a poli- 
ticilan with great presence of mind and with an 
pye always open to party advantage. 

It was not strange that, almost at once upon 

he receipt of the news of the death of Justice 
Lamar, the name of Attorney General W. H. H. 
Miller should be heard as that of the probable 
successor. Ever since Mr. Harrison has been 
President, the Supreme Court has been threat- 
ened with Mr. Miller, and the older members of 
the court must have come to look upon him as 
a perpetual nightmare to them. The President 
can easily learn,if he does not yet know, that 
the Republican estimation of his qualities in 


the Senate is not so high as to justify the belief 
that he would be confirmedif appointed. The 
probability is that he would be rejected. 

The early adjournment of the Senate gave the 
Democratic Senators a good opportunity to talk 
over the matter,and a great many of them 
availed themselves ofit. From the remarks 
made, it seems evident that if Mr. Harrison at- 
tempts to fill this high place in the short time 
remaiuing to him as President, the nominee will 
find it exceedingly hard to be contirmed, with 
the chances against his confirmation. A num- 
ber of Democratic Senators are outspoken in 
their opinion. They say it would be highly im- 
proper for Mr. Harrison to appoint a successor 
to Mr. Lamar on the very eve of his retirement 
trom the Presidency. should he do this, how- 
ever, they feel contident that they will be able 
to prevent the confirmation. 

One preminent Democratic Senator said that, 
rather than submit to such an arbitrary act on 
the part of Mr. Harrison, the Democrats in the 
Benate would delay the regular business of the 
Senate, and force an extra session, if necessary, 
to carry their point. 

Several names have already been mentioned 
in connection with the vacant seat on the 
Bupreme bench by Democrats who believe that 
the vacancy will be filled by Mr. Cleveland. 
That of Mr. White, the senior Senator from 
Louisiana, seeme to mect with considerable 
favor. Mr. White wasan Associate Justice of 
the Supreme Court of Louisiana for several 
years, and is one of the most distinguished law- 
yers now in the upper branch of Congress. 

One of the points advanced by his friends is 
that Louisiana is the only State in the Union 
whose jurisprudence is not founded on the com- 
mon law of England, it being based on the 
“Code Napoleon,” which was introduced by the 
early French occupants. Mr. White’s admirers 
argue that a lawyer: who is thoroughly familiar 
with this practice, as well as with that of the 
other States. ought to sueceed Mr. Lamar. 
Whether this point will have weight with Mr. 
Cleveland iu case he is to have tho fliling of the 
vacancy, remains to be seen. 

Senator Gray (Dem., Del.,) and ex-Secretary 
Bayard are also mentioned ia connection with 
the honor. 

In the Horse to-day, particularly among the 
Texas delegation, there has been considerable 
talk of Judge Culberson, (Dem., Texas.) Tho 
list of names may be expected to inorease in 
the next few — 

Whether the President will attempt to fill the 

Jlace before the 4th of March is a matter which 
his own taste must deoide, for there are no 
usages to guide or to restrict his action. Tho 
death of mauy high officers of the Government 
is observed by a thirty-day period of mourning, 
and where there is no occasion for haste this 
period is sometimes allowed to lapse before a 
new appointment is made. 

But the United States Bupreme Court has no 
euch custom, and does not carry its notice of the 

_death of one of ite members officially beyond 


‘tute a third of the bench, 





the date of burial of the dead. The custom is 
for the chair of the dead man to be draped in 
mourping and for a few remarks to be made by 
the Chief Justice on the day of death. 
court then adjourns for the funeral. 

Onits reassembling, the chair of the dead 
Justice has been removed, and, in the order of 
seniority, the Justices move up their seats 
nearer to the Chief Justice, theseas at the right 
ranking the seat immediately at the left. Thus 
Justice Field, the oldest Associate Justice, now 
sits at the. right of Chief Justice Fuller, and 
Justice Blatchford, the next Justios in the or- 
der of seniority, sits on the left. Beyond this 
change in their seats and the making of eulogies 
and adoption of resolutions on some d a 
month or so hence, there is no visible indica- 
tion, after the funeral ceremonies are over, that 
the court has been bereaved. 

There is one consideration which may have 
weight, at this particular period, in determining 
President Harrison’s course. On Feb. 6 next 
the court will adjourn for its February recess, 
not to reassemble until noon of the 4th of 
March, when it will meet merely as a matter of 
form in order that it may offic participate 
in the inauguration ceremonies. us, even if 
the President should nominate some one with 
unusual promptness, in a case involving 80 
many important questions—fitness, location, 
and character—as must come up in filling a Su- 

reme Court vacancy, the new nominee, assum- 
ing that contirmation followed immediately, 
could hardly take his place on the bench until 
the new Administration had assumed the reins 
of government. 

Motives of delicacy might therefore lead the 
President to hesitate to seize the place out of 


‘the hands of the incoming Administration. 


Should President Harrison elect to fill the 

lace it will make the fourth appointment he 

as made in four years to the United States 

Supreme Court. Already his appointees consti- 

ustices Brown, 

Brewer, and Shiras making three out of a total 
of nine. 

Political and perhaps personal desires may, 
however, influence the President to make one 
more appointment, now that he has the oppor- 
tunity. If a Republican be appointed it will 
insure for atleast a decade, barring some un- 
usual series of calamities to its members, the 
supremacy of the Republican Party in the Fed- 
eral Supreme Court. At present, six of the 
eight Justices are Republicans, Chief Justice 
Fuller and Justice Field being the only Demo- 
crats. Justices Field and Blatchford are ex- 
pected to retireon account of age during the 
next four years, which would enable President 
Cleveland to appoint two new men and bring 
the Democratic strength upto three. Except 
Justice Blatchford, all the Republicans are 
comparatively young and vigorous, and ifa 
Republican were appointed by President Har- 
rison to Justice Lamar’s place, it would take a 
long time for sufficient vacancies to arise, in 
the ordinary course of events, to change the 
political complexion of the court. 

The only case that is at presentrecalled which 
is analogous to the present one arose when 
Justice John McKinley of Alabama, died, dur- 
ing the Summer preceding the election of 
Franklin Pierce, a Democrat, to the Presidency. 
.That oase is not strictly analogous, for at the 
time the Senate was Democratic and opposed to 
Millard Fillmore’s nomination. Mr. Fillmore 
nominated, on Jan. 3, 1853, Sonator George E. 
Badger, a Whig, to fill the vacancy. Senator 
Badger came from North Carolina, which was 
the same circuit as that of the dead Justice. 
He was a recognized leader of the bar of his 
time, of good character, personally popular, and 
bad the advantage of being a member of the 
body which must confirm him. r 

But the Democrats said, in substance, “ No, 
he is a Whig, and that appointment belongs to 
us,” and, without rejecting the nomination, 
they held it over for President Pieree, The 
executive journals show that on Jan. 24 £en- 
ator Bright moved to postpone further con- 
sideration of the nomination of George E. 
Badger until Mareh 4, and th&t on that day a 
motion to adjourn was carried by 26 to 25, 
after debats on Mr. Bright's motion. Subse- 
quently Mr. Bright withdrew his motion, and 
the nomination was made a special order, but 
two days afterward another motion to post- 
pone until March 4 was carried by a vote of 26 
to 25. 

On Feb. 24 President Fillmore made another 
effort to fill the place, sending this message to 
the Senate: 

“ Regarding the resolution of the Senate postpon- 
ing the nomination of George E. Badger to be Asso- 
ciate Justice of the Supreme Court of the United 
States till March 4 vext as a rejection I hereby nom!- 
nate William C. Micon to fill the vacancy caused by 
John McKinley’s death.” 

Mr. Micou’s nomination received little consid- 
eration, anid on March 22 President Pieroe filled 
the vacancy by the appointment of a Democrat, 
John A. Campbell of Alabama, who was on the 
bench for many years. That the Senate had not 
rejected its colleague, Senator Badger, because 
of anything against himself personally. is shown 
by its unanimous adoption, March 3, 1855, of a 
resolution expressing the high appreciation of 
Senators of his uniform courtesy, ability, liber- 
ality, and valuable services, and deeply regret- 
ting the severance of the official and personal 
ties which had existed between them.

Macon, Ga, Jan. 24.—The funeral of Justice 
Lamar will take place Friday afternoon, and it 
has been decided that the interment, tempora- 
rily at least, is to be in the Riverside Cemetery. 

The body will lie in state at the residence of 
W. H. Virgin at Vineville to-morrow and up to 
noon on Friday, at whioh time the cortége will 
leave the house for the Mulberry Street Method- 
ist Church, under escort of pall bearers repre- 
senting the bar of Macon, the State of Georgia, 
and the Supreme Bench. 

The dead jurist was placed in his coffin at 8 
o'clock this evening. The body lies in a front 
parlor, where the numerous handsome floral 
decorations which have been sent jn are 
massed. The face has a calm look, death hav- 
ing made but little change. 

‘o-day telegrams of condolence came from 
all parts of the United States. The bar of 
Maconmet this morning and appointed a com- 
mittee to draft resolutions. The Macon Coun- 
cil met this evening and passed resolutions of 
respect and condolence, and requested all 
places of business to close during the funeral.

CARING FOR LITTLE ONES.

WORK OF THE SOCIETY FOR THE PRE- 
VENTION OF CRUELTY TO CHILDREN. 


How much good work the New-York Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children has 
done in the eighteen years of its existence, and 
more particularly in the year 1892, may be seen 
by ite annual report, which appearsin a hand- 
somely gotten-up book, typical in some respects 
of the growth of the society itself. 

The Superintendent's report shows thatin the 
eighteen years of the soviety’s career 69,737 
complaints have been received and investi- 


gated, involving the care and custody of over 
209,000 children; 24,581 cases have been pros- 
ecuted, 23,947 convistions have been secured, 
and 36,359 children have been rescued and re- 
lieved. 

In the last year 7,994 complaints have been 
received and investigated, 3,299 cases prose- 
cuted, 3,250 convictions secured, and 3,726 
children rescued and relicved from destitute 
and vicious surroundings. 

Reference is made in the report to the new 
fire-proof seven-story building of the society, 
almost completed, on the corner of Fourth Ay- 
enue and Twenty-third Street. One of the 
unique features of this fine building will be an 
open-air playground for the children on the 
seventh floor. 

Not the least valuable and instructive part of 
the report is the insertion of several illustra- 
tions serving to show the extent to which littie 
children may be abused and neglected by those 
who have charge of them, with counter-illus- 
trations showing the change in both the phys- 
ical well-being of the same children after being 
for some time in the care of the society.

CRUSHED BY THE SCANDAL

EIGHT PERSONS ARE SO FAR 
HELD TO BE CULPABLE. 


DEFENSE OF THE PRISONERS BEFORE 
THE MAGISTRATE—FERDINAND DE 
LESSEPS AMONG THOSE HELD BY M. 
FRANQUEVILLE—CLEMENCEAU AND 
M. STEPHANE—THE PRESS LIBELS. 


Panis, Jan. 24.—The interest in the Panama 
trial increases as the end comes near. The ap- 
proaches to the court were crowded to-day as 
soon as the gates were opened. Many promt!- 
nent men were present, and also a number 
of ladies, When M. Charles de Lesseps, 
M. Marius Fontane, and M. Cottu. were 
brought in, they promptly asked leave 
to confer with their counsel before the 
resymption of proceedings. The accused and 
their counsel talked eagerly together. While 
the consultation was in progross, M. Eiffel en- 
tered and shook hands with his fellow-defend- 
ahts. He did not, however, join in the confer- 
ence. M, Charles de Lesseps seemed to be 
earnestly advising his counsel with frequent 
and emphatic gestures. 

Maitre Barboux resumed his argument in 
behalf of his clients. He indicated no new line 
of defense, but proceeded to justify the assur- 
ances which the Directors of the Panama Canal 
Company had given to the shareholders and 
the public in relation to the Panama enterprise. 
The payments made to the press to obtain the 
approval of the newspapers for the Panama 
enterprise could not be held to constitute 
swindling. The original estimates of all great 
undertakings were always exceeded. 

As to any fault which might be found with 
the plans adopted for the canal, M. Barboux 
pointed out the cenflict between the opinions of 
enginoers on the subject,some advocating a 
level canal and others a lock canal. What 
could the company do, he asked, in face of these 
recommendations of equally eminent engineers? 
The tigures as to the amount of ship- 
ping that would pass through the canal, 
and the consequent profit of 6 or 7 per 
cent. on the investment of 1,200,000,000f., 
were the estimates of competent men. Ferdi- 
nand de Lesseps had never played the double 
part attributed to him. He had not concealed 
the mistake made in the original estimates of 
the cost ofthe canal In1884 he had told a 
general meeting of shareholders that 600,008,- 
000f. more would be required to finish the oanal. 
His statement had been so explicit that those 
who persisted in misunderstanding it had only 
themselves to blame. 

M. Franqueville has finished his examination 
of eighteen persons connected with the Panama 
scandal. He has decided that Ferdinand de 
Lesseps, Charles de Lesseps, Henry Cottu, 
Marius Fontane, ex-Deputy Sans-Leroy, ex- 
Deputy Gobron, M. Arton and M. Blon- 
din are culpable. His decision as to the ten 
others is not yet known. Ex-Deputy Gobron 
is supposed to have received a ‘Ikieree check 
for 20,00U0f. The specific charge against Arton 
is that be bribed M. Sans-Leroy. M. Blondin, as 
M. Baihaut’s private secretary, handled the 
money that passed between the Panama people 
and the Minister of Public Works, besides havy- 
ing other compromising dealings withthe canal 
company. 

Chairman Brissoninformed the Parliamentary 
Commission of [nquiry to-day that Arthur Mey- 
er, Director of the Royalist daily, the Gaulois, 
had refused to appear before them to testify as 
to the obarges made against him by 
Charles de Lesseps. These charges were 
to the effect. that Meyer received two 
Panama bonds, payable to bearer, of 
50,000f. each. M. Meyer’s excuse for refusing 
to testify was that the commission has no au- 
thority over journalists, and he has sent an 
open letter to the Press Syndicate arguing in 
support of this unique contention. 

The case of Clemenceau occupied most of the 
commission's attention to-day. M. Labruyere, 
the journalist, testified in corroboration of 
Clemenceau’s statement that M. Stephane had 
not delivered to Clemenceau Baron de Reinach’s 
memoranda concerning the persons compro- 
inised by the Panama bribery. 

M. Stephane was then recalled and reiterated 
once more his testimony against Clémenceau. 
‘It is ridiculous to say thatI am the agent of 
M.§Clémenceau’s political enemies,” he said. 
“Nobody incited me to make the statement 
against M. Clémenceau, and I should not have 
spoken of my visit tohim andthe delivery of 
baron de Reinach’s memorandum had [ not 
been questioned by the commission. I bear no 
malice to M. Clémenceau and have no object in 
testifying, except to tell the truth as faras I 
know it.” 

M. Romannet, Clémenceau's private fecre- 
tary, testified that he had never seen the mem- 
oranda described by M. Stephane and believed 
that the list in question had never been given 
to M. Clémenceau. He considered M. Stephane 
’ phe agent of a political conspiracy against

TO PROCEED WITH THE BUILDING OF 
THE CHOIR, 


Ata meeting of the Trustees of the Cathedral 
of St. John the Divine held in the See House, 
29 Lafayette Place, yesterday, at which there 
were in attendance Bishop Potter, the Rev. Drs. 
Cady, Hoffman, Huntington, and Greer, and 
Messrs. J. Pierpont Morgan, Samuel D. Bab- 
cock, J. Roosevelt Roosevelt, Cornelius Van- 
derbilt, and Secretary George MacCulloch 
Miller, resolutions were adopted thanking Mr. 
Thomas Prosser Browne, sexton of St. Agnes’s 
Chapel, Trinity Parish, West Ninety-second 
Street, for the completeness of detail with 


which all the arrangements for the laying of 
the cornerstone of the cathedral were oarried 
out 

Treasurer Morgan reported that there were 
left in the hands of the Trustees, after paying 
for the site of the cathedral in full, $300,V0v, 
applicable for building purposes. It was ac- 
cordingly resolved to proceed with the building 
of the choir of the cathedral as rapidly as 
funds shall be received for that purpose. Con- 
tributions are earnestly solicited, and may be 
sent to either the President of the Board of 
Trustees, Bishop Potter, or the Treasurer, J. 
Pierpont Morgan 

The choir is to cost in the neighborhood of 
$900,000, and will provide accommodations for 
about 2,500 peopie. It is calculated ‘by the 
architect that this portion of the cathedral con 
be built in three years. Outside of this can- 
struction there will remain the body er nave of 
the cathedral, with the outlying chantries— 
sevenb in number—or what are to be designated 
as the ** Chapels of Mongues.” 

The setting apart of $500,000 from legacies 
under Wills already approved is provided for, 
and after an equal amount shall have been 
spent in construction, then, from every other 
dollar received, one-half will be used for con- 
struction, and the remaining one-half will be 
applied to an endowment fund until the latter 
reaches $3,000,000. This fund is to be invested 
and the income is to be employed in defraying 
the running expenses of the administration of 
the catbedral and the development of its work 
as the great missionary centre of the Episcopal 
Church in this seotion. 

The Rev. Dr. Eugene A. Hoffman, Dean of the 
General Theological Seminary; Mr. Samuel D. 
Babcock, and Mr. J. Roosevelt Roosevelt, were 
named the Building Committee, to who will 
be referred the selection of the stone to be used 
in the construction of the cathedral, and all 
other details of cognate nature connected with 
the work. 

it was proposed that the name of the donor of 
$500,000 should be disclosed, but Treasurer 
Morgan stated that the name must be withheld, 
as it was made a rigid requirement and the con- 
trolling condition of the gift that the donor’s 
identity should not be disclosed.

LETTERS FROM COL, HAYES. 


ONE OF THEM CONTRADICTS EVIDENCE 
IN HIS FAVOR. 


Since the trial for perjury of Col. William B. 
Hayes began in the Court of General Sessions, & 
week ago, letters that Col. Hayes and his wife 
wrote have popped up every little while and at 
most inopportune times for the defendant. 

After the defense was allin yesterday, in re- 
buttal more were produced, and the fact of the 
writing of one from Florida on Deo. 19, 1887, 
contradicted a vast amount of evidence. 


There was nothing of special interest in the let- 
ter, but the first sentence announced that he 
had just arrived at Jacksonville, The defense 
has been that he wasin Florida during all the 
Fall of that year. 

Col. Hayes is charged with making an affi- 
davit that on Oot. 27, 1887, he was in Florida, 
and also that he had not given Miss Annie R. 
Keating of Kochester a note for $2,000. 

When the taking of testimony was begun yes- 
terday morning, Joseph J. Hayes, a brother of 
the defendant, testified that in November, 
1887, he had injured his foot. He was then 
stopping at Col. Hayes’s flat,on East Eighty- 
ninth Street, and was attended by Dr. Mce- 
— His brother was at that time in Flor- 
ida. 


Dr. McGregor had testified earlier in the trial 
that he had attended Col. William B. Hayes for 
the sore foot. 

Byron Bennett, who formerly kept a café in 
Jacksonville, Fla., but is now engaged in the 
lager beer business in this city, testified that he 
saw Col. Hayes nearly every day in Jackson- 
ville in October, 1887. 

This closed the case for the defense, as Mr. 
Howe did not think it advisable to put Col. 
Hayes on the stand. 

In rebuttal, Mr. Weeks called ex-Policeman 
Michael Shelley, who, in 1887, lived inthe same 
flat as Col. Hayes. Mr. Shelley testified that in 
November, 1887, he saw Col. Hayes in the 
house. The ex-policeman was on sick leave. 
One morning Col. Hayes met him at the door 
and said he was sorry that Shelley was sick and 
that he himself had been laid up with an injury 
to his foot. This, the witness was positive, was 
early in November. Mrs. Shelley corroborated 
her husband. 

Miss Keating was recalled. She denied that 
she had ever told Mrs. Hayes that she took the 
diamond earrings from Mrs. Hayes’s trunks. 
‘The diamond earrings were her own, and werea

She produced the following letter written to her 
by Col. Hayes, in which mention is made of his 
intended present: 

Nov. 25, 1888. 


MY DEAR MAMMA AND DARLING Boy: I received 
your letter telling me I could take my boy with me; 
itmade me jump ten feet to think 1 could take my 
boy with me. Will take my boy. He will be all the 
world tome. Ilove my boy, but I love mamma bet- 
ter. I think you are patient, and I love you for it. 
I am glad — spoke of my betting. I never will 
again. You know I donot bet, as 1 do not approve 
of it, bat I was sosureofit. I had not made a cent 
this Summer, so that induced me to bet. I will 
promise mamma I will not bet again. 

In regard to my boy, I want to make him one of 
the smartest men this country ever produced. I 
will give him the advantage he never had before. I 
want him to be one of the best lawyers and speakers. 

TYhen 1 want him to be honest and honorable, so 
that no man can put a stain on hischaracter. IL 
would be willing to devote the rest of my life to him. 
If the boys are not good [am glad you did not give 
them the dollar apiece. 

Joe was here the other day. He was looking won- 
derfully good. Lots ofhis friends here and in Chi- 
cago want me to try and get the position of Collector 
of the Port of New-York. It is the beat office in the 
United States. Of course, I wentahead in the elec- 
tion, as if I had lived herefor thirty yoara. { cawe 
in contact with the Vice President and Governor 
and all the head men. So all the boys look upon me 
as a leader. 

I wish I had my boy and mamma in anice flat ora 
nice little house and was rid of her. She is in Michi- 
gan yet. Lam goingtosell all my property in the 
South and invest in New-York, but I cannot buy 
real estate until [ get rid of her. Will is too young 
to have papers wade in his name, so I could not sell 
if I wanted to. I wish my girl had lived. I want a 
giriand boy. When I get old the girlcould keep 
house if anything happened to mamma, and they 
would be company for you and me. 

Tell Lizzie Willie will kiss her forme. I will kiss 
mamma for her, and see my mamma kisses Willie 
ten times for me and the same formamma From 
one who loves you both. PAPA. 

Miss Keating had another letter from Col. 
Hayes. It was dated Jacksonville, Fla, Dec. 
19,1887. In it Col. Hayes said he had just 
arrived there and told her not to worry. 

“Tlove children. Give Willie $2. You had better 
leave baby where she is. I would love to see her. If 
we were settled [ would buy avauiltfor us and put 
baby init. Annie, do you everthink how much I 
love you and my voy? 

“IT do not get one cent from the South; when I 
ought to have lots of interest. Old Greely owed me 
somuch. I will see you before long. Where do you 
think we bail better meet! I know she has a watch 
on you, 80 ifyou leave you bad better leave in the 
night. She oan tell the name of the doctor that doc- 
tored youandall about the baby and when it died, 
The $40 is for mamma, I will bring you aring and 
earrings with me when 1 come. I have a large pair 
for you. They are beauties, Does Willie know that 
he has @ papa that loves him! Will he know moe 
when he sees me?’ 

In regard to the letters written by Mrs. Hayes 
to her husband,in which her efforts to gain 
possession of Miss Keating’s boy were de- 
seribed, Miss Keating said that they were sent 
to her by Col Hayes. She had received them 
from time to time inclosed in the Colonel’s let- 
ters to herself. 

Dr. James R. McGregor was also recalled. 
Joseph J. Hayes was made to stand up and the 
doctor was asked: “Is that the man you at- 
tended in Col. Hayes’s flat on East Kighty-ninth 
Street on Noy. 10, 1887?” 

‘*I think I can safely say it is not,” he an- 
swered. 

Then Col. Hayes and his brother stood up to- 
gether, and the doctor was asked to tell which 
he had attended. 

“T have no difficulty in identifying that gen- 
tleman on my right,’”’ he said, pointing to Col. 
William B. Hayes.

TWO DEAD AND TWO FATALLY HURT—

PATERSON, N. J., Jan. 24.—A sleigh with a

The locomotive struck the sleigh squarely, 
completely demolishing it, and killed the two 
horses.

MINISTER TUPPER’S OPINIONS. 


—_——_.———— 
TBE BERING SEA ARBITRATION AND 
CANADIAN ANNEXATION. 








Charles Tupper, Minister of Marine and Fish- 
eries for the Canadian Government, arrived in 
this city yesterday afternoon and went to the 
Hotel Brunswick. He came direct from Ottawa 


and said that he expected to sail to-day on the 
steamer Majestic. 

-Mr. Tupper is on his way to Paris, where he 
will attend the sessions of the Commission of 
Arbitration in the dispute between the United 
States and Dominion Governments over the 
Bering Sea questions. He will go first to Lon- 
don and after a short stay there will be in readi- 
ness when the court of arbitration meets. He 
will present the claims of the Canadian Gov- 
ernment to that court. 

Mr. Tupper had with him yesterday a quanti- 
ty of documents, which he kept very carefully 
locked away from the public. They were a 
portion of the claims which set forth the posi- 
tion ofthe Dominion Government on the ques- 
tions at issue, and their contents will be made 
known to the commission at the proper time. 

Mr. Tupper said that the case for his Govern- 
ment had been prepared with great care and 
thoroughness. he believed, and the arguments 
to maintain Canada’s position had been elab- 
orately and clearly set forth. Much of the 
ground on both sides had naturally come to the 
publio through the regular channels in the dis- 
cussions which had been had on this subject, 
but he indicated that the ground would again 
be gone over before the commission, with possi- 
bly some fresh arguments. 

To a reporter for THE NEW-YorK TriMEs Mr. 
Tupper said that he expected a satisfactory con- 
clusion would be reached. 

‘Naturally, the Canadian Government thinks 
its proposition 1s the right one,” he said, * and 
will make its claims as strong as it possibly can. 
The United States doubtless believes that its 
position is correct, and during the three months 
which will be allowed for the presentation of 
the arguments, the ground may be gone over in 
& way that will produce a satisfactory solution 
of the question. 

**l am not, of course, at liberty to say at this 
time what the claims of the Canadian Govorn- 
mentare. That would be giving away the case 
in advance, andas I am acting ineffect as the 
attorney for the Dominion such a course would 
not do.” 

** Does the Canadian Government believe that 
a monopoly of the seal-catching industry should 
be given?” he was asked. 

“ That will doubtless be one of the questions 
to be discussed when we appear before the court 
of arbitration,” he replied. ‘“‘It would not be 
proper for me to say what I think of that prop- 
osition.” 

“Do you believe there is danger that the 
seals will be exterminated under the methods 
which have governed the catching of them in 
the past?”’ 

“That point is covered in a portion of our 
argument,’’ he said, ‘* and it will be one of the 
topics discussed very fully, I expect.” 

Mr. Tupper said he did not think there was 
much of a sentiment among the masses of the 
Canadians in favor of annexation to the United 
States. It was asubject which was discussed 
by a few public men only, and could not be said 
to enter very largely into the thoughts of the 
masses. There were but three men of promi- 
nence inthe Dominion, Mr. Tupper declared, 
who openly advocated annexation. One was a 
former ofticial named Myers, who had been re- 
tired from office in part as a consequence of his 
expression of his views as an annexationist. 
Another was an editor named Farrar, who had 
been outspoken through the columns of his 
paper, but who had not won many converts, 
aud the third was Prof. Goldwin Smith. 

“Whatever influence Mr. Smith might have 
asa scholar, and however much his learning 
might be respected, he had no strength as a 
leader in politics,” Mr. Tupper said, *‘ and could 
not contro] any votes if he were to become a 
candidate for any office.” 


One More Berelict. 
Capt. Grant of thesteamship Waesland, which 
arrived yesterday from Antwerp, reported that 


on the 17th, in latitude 50° 28’, longitude 19° 
30’ west, he passed a derelict bark, a very dan- 
gerous obstruction to navigation.

Some merry burglars broke into the office of 
N. D. Woodhull & Co., dealers in milk, at 20

As in- 
dividuals, they were far from being up to the 
average, and there was little in the breeding to 
commend the lot as a whole.

Breeders of trotters will soon learn that there 
is no market so poor as that in this city for the 
cast-off animals of a breeding farm, for the reg- 
ular horse market is filled with that sort of 
staff, and they have to be sold for the very low- 
est prices in order to be sold at all. New-York 
buyers want the best, and are willing to pay for 
that, but they have no use for the rubbish of 
even a farm with the national reputation of 
Palo Alto. Senator Stanford would have real- 
ized much more for the lot he has now sent 
East if he hed sold them in California, even had 
they brought but half the priee, for he would 
have saved the cost of transportation, the ex- 
pense of advertising, and the suctioneer’s com- 
mission, for Mr. Kellogg does not sell horses 
solely for the fun there is in it. 

A noticeable fact about the sale, and one that 
‘preeders would do well to pay especial atten- 
ion to, is that the geldings sold better than 
jhe entire stallion colts, as there is no demand 
for horses for breeding purposes unless they 
have something te specially commend them to 
preedere in the way of gilt-edged breeding, or 
are among the very best of performers. 
There are altogether too many sires of no ac- 
count in the country, and the sooner breeders 
learn that it pays to geld a colt unless he is of 
the very choicest breeding, the better off they 
willbe. The horse papers are full of advertise- 
ments from owners of worthless stallions, whose 
horses are puffed at so Much a line as “ promis- 
ing sires,”’ and it would be a good thing for the 
horse-breeding interests of the country if it 
should be madea criminal offense to breeda 
mare toa majority of them. Senator Stanford 
ip himself the owner of a few horses of this 
class, which have no right to be allowed to re- 
{roduce themselves or their kind.

KITOHEN MASTELRPIECES.

EXHIBITION OF OREATIONS OF NEW- 
YORK’s GERMAN CHEF3. 


Yesterday was a memorable day in the lives 
of the German chefs of this city who contrib- 
uted to the exhibition of German oulinary art 
opened for public inspection in Lenox Lyceum 
in thefafternoon. In the exhibition, which is 
to be continued this afternoon and evening, 
nearly every high-salaried German chef of New- 
York is represented by a masterpicce. 

On the main floor of the Lyceum and in the 
basement are several long tables on which are 
displayed the productions of the chefs. Many 
of these productions are termed ‘‘surprises” 
in the catalogue of exhibits, others are called 
“ fantaisies.” 

For instance, there was one piece referred to in 
the catalogue as “Striped Bass, on Fantaisie.” 

Prominent on one of the up-stairs tables was 
® large piece representing a river flowing at 
the, base of a cliff, on which sat a small candy 
figure of a woman, too lightly clad for comfort 
at this season of the year. In the river of jelly 
flowing beneath her feet was a huge salmon, 
completely covered with stripes of blue, red, 
and yellow jelly. This piece was labsled “A 
Surprise,” and it was left to the imagination of 
the spectator to decide whether it was the oddly- 


decorated salinon or the thinly-clad young 
woman in candy which gave the title to the 
piece. 

“That is a piece very handsome, do you not 
think !’’ said a rosy-faced German, pointing toa 
pig's head resting onthe top of a large sugar 
column, at the kase of which was agroup of 
candy cherubs looking longingly upward. 

“I myself that have made and it have called 
the ‘ cherub’s dream.’ ”’ 

“Lofely! lofely!’”’ remarked the rosy-faced 
artist as he gazed admiringly at the cherubs 
dreaming of pig’s head and jelly. 

The more pretentious of the pieces displayed 
were three by Jobn Stein, chef of the Savoy. 
One was a large windmill, about four feet in 
height, constructed entirely of bread; the sec- 
ond a piece which at first glance seemed to be a 
picture of red roses in a dark wooden frame. 
The framein question was made of chocolate 
and the flowers of sugar. The third piece was 
entitled ‘“‘ Lumpaoi Vagabundos; or, Stopping of 
Emigration.” It contained three figures, & 
Chinaman, a Pole, and an Italian, with Colum- 
bia barring their advance, “ Uncle Sum” smil- 
ing approvingly. 

The New-York Confectionery Sooicty con- 
tributed the “Temple of Washington.” The 
Father of his Country stoodinatempile guard- 
ed by soldiers. Herman Storck contributed a 
strong piece, in which there were over 100 
figures made by hand, and representing tbe 
last Yale and Princeton football match. The 
men were represented as struggling over the 
ball, while on tle stands spectators were flour- 
ishing sticks, umbrellas, and handkerchiofs. 

Chef Maleton contributed ‘“*A Bicycle Kace,”’ 
& piece in which were various riders contesting 
ona country field. A temple from Louis Molz, 
chef at the Fifth Avenue Hotel, was greatly 
admired. Ernest Wiehl furnished a piece 
representing a hunter’s dinner cooking in the 
woods. 

Among other pieces which gave evidence of 
careful preparation and high culinary skill 
were “ Neptune and his Suite,” by Emil Fleck; 
** Arrival of Columbus's Caravel in Harbor,” by 
A. Konrad; ‘* Vase of Flowers,Roman style,” by 
Henry Becker; ‘‘ Bunter’s Delight,” by Charles 
Wiehl; *‘Moll Pitcher at the Battle of Mon- 
mouth,” by Herman and Robert Storck; 
“Kemptren onthe Rhine,” by Adam Zimmer- 
man; “Swiss Cottage,” by Charles Ruekert; 
**Good Old Days,” by Kmil C. Boehmo; ** Amer- 
ican War Veseel in Harbor,’’ by Albert Heyse; 
“President Cleveland on Horseback,” by John 
Carl.

TYPHUS. 





Two new cases of typhus fever were bulletined 
at the Health Department yesterday. 

Gustave Spike, a homeless man, twenty-two 
years old, who was taken from the lodging 
house 6 Chatham Square about ten days ago to 
the Homeopathic Hospital on Ward's Island 
suffering from an undefined fever, developed 
typhus yesterday and was transferred to the 
hospital on North Brother Island. 

George 8. Helmers, astudentattbe Training 
School for Nurses, attached to Believue Hos- 
pital, wno had been employed in caring for the 
*‘ suspects”’ under observation at the hospital, 
was taken down with typhus yesterday. He 


was removed to the typhus tentinthe grounds 
at Bellevue Hospital and will be cared for there. 

John McManus, a longshoreman, thirty-one 
years old, who had lodged at 12 Bowery, 
walked into Bellevue Hospital yesterday and 
applied for treatment. His symptoms were sus- 
picious and he was detained for observation. 

The discovery of a case of typhus fever at the 
Newsboys’ Lodging House, at Duane and New 
Chambers Streets, on Monday, gives the Health 
officers some uneasiness. Itis the second case 
to be taken from that place, and the house, 
which has been thoroughly disinfected and fu- 
migated, will be carefully watched. it was 
ascertained yesterday that Harris, the newsboy 
who was taken from the house on Monday, had 
also lodged in the Newsboys’ Lodging House in 
East Forty-fourth street, and Inspectors were 
sent to that building to make an examination 
of the inmates and to take the usual precau- 
tions.

ILLICIT DISTILLERY 
WOODHAVEN VILLAGE. 


AN RAIDED AT 


Woopravey, L. I., Jan. 24.—Chief Brooks of 
the Secret Service, accompanied by three men 
from the Internal Revenue office, descended 
upon this quiet village of Woodhaven, just be- 
yond the Brooklyn City line, at 1:30 o'clock 
this morning, and raided an old dwelling, a 
barn, and a group of sheds, all of which were 
being used as an illicit distillery. 

Internal Revenue Collector Nathan of brook- 
lyn had discovered the den, and had sent word 
at once to Chief Brooks. Mr. Brooks led the 
assfult, and was greeted with a volley of pistol 
shots. 

No one was hurt, but the officers burst open 
the door of the barn in time to see three men 
escaping over a rear fence. They hurried into 
the other buildings and captured one man, who 
said bis name wae Alfred Mosher. 

The officers captured a tubular boiler, two fer- 
menting tubs, three barrele of rum, a copper 
still of 150 gallons capacity, and about 4,v00 
gallons of mash. The machinery was taken 
apart and packed for removal, and the mash 
was emptied into the yard. 

Alfred Mosher, the prisoner, was taken to 
Brooklyn, and Commissioner Morie held him in 
$2,000 bail for examination. He declined to 
state who was associated with hiw in the dis- 
tillery.

THE AMMEN RAM NEARLY-READY. 


eae £8 es 
FIRST VESSEL OF HER TYPE EVER 


BUILT HERE. 


The Bath Iron Works of Bath, Me., will én- 
deavor to launch the new Ammen harbor-de- 
fense ram on Feb. 1. The ram is now well 
along toward completion, and might have 
been launched as early as last October. Owing 
to the desire of the builders, however, to place 
aboard many of the engine parts while the ves- 
sel was on the stooks the launching has been 
deferred. 

The Bath Iron Works has been engaged for 
nearly two years in the construction of this ves- 
sel. Prior to accepting the contract for the 
novel craft, the Bath establishment had not had 
experience in shipbuilding beyond 1,000-ton 
vessels. Of the later size, the Machias and 


Castine, two gunboats designed forthe navy, 
were the first 1,000-ton steel vessels built by 
the company. The Maine ship yard had suffi- 
cient confidence in itself, after obtaining the 
ram contract, to bid for the work on the triple- 
screw ship Washington. 


It will be recalled that Secretary Tracy re-— 


fused the latter contract to the Bath establish- 
ment, despite the fact that ite bid was the low- 
est one submitted. The Seoretary contended 
that the inexperience of the Maine yard was 
suflicient ground on which to reject its bid. The 
contract, in consequence, went to the next low- 
est bidder, William Cramp & Sons of Philadei- 
phia, Penn. 

The Ammen ram when completed will be the 
first vessel of her type ever built for the navy of 
the United States. Her design is the work of 
Rear Admiral Daniel Ammen, and her promi- 
nent characteristics are essentially those of 4 
ram. Bhe will be capable of partial submersion, 
and when her decks are nearly awash she 1s to 
be deemed in fighting trim. 

The ram is raised and lowered by means of 
water tanks. Her pump supply is a powerful 
one. In time of battle she will be expected to 
close with the heavy ships of the enemy and 
cutthem down. Her province is properly con- 
fined to fleet work, her presence to be the most 
felt during the confused mélée resulting from 
the shook of opposing squadrons. 

The ram is unprovided with ordnance other 
than a few six-pounder rapid-fire guns, sufti- 
cient to beat off torpedo-boat attack. She must 
depend wholly on her prow to inflict misohief 
on the enemy. 

The Navy Department has not yet announced 
the name selected for the new ship.

TESTS OF TORPEDO NETS. 
a 


IMPORTANT RESULTS EXPECTED FROM 
THE NEWPORT EXPERIMENTS. 


The official Torpedo Board tests with the sub- 
marine gun vessel Destroyer may be counted 
upon to take place off the Newport station in 
the course of a fortnight. To a New-York 
TIMES representative V. F. Lassoe, naval engi- 
neer in charge of the Destroyer, said yesterday 
that he believed everything was ready for the 
trials. Naval officers are looking forward with 
interest to the results to be obtained. ‘The out 


come will be the settling upon the best type of 
net defonse for the new war ebips. 

The Navy Department has decided to attack 
the various nets submitted with both White- 
head and Howell torpedoes, in addition to the 
projectiles of the Destroyer. Thé torpedo boat 
Cushing will be omer to discharge the 
automobile projectiles. Various net-cutting de- 

ces will be attached to the torpedo heads. 
Mention is made of the improved Wilson device. 
This contrivance is the work of Capt. A. K. 
Wilson of the British Navy, and in general ap- 
pearance resembles an open pair of scissors. 

The Naval Intelligence Office of the Navy De- 
partment reports that the Wilson device was re- 
cently tried by the British Admiralty, and 
though it succeeded in effecting a passage for 
the torpedo through the meshes of a net, still it 
seemed obvious that the meshes could be 
strengthened sufficiently te block the torpedo, 
and this, too, without greatly inoreasing the 
weight of the net. The Admiralty does not ap- 
pear to place much reliance upon terpedo cut- 
ters, since it has directed the supply of Bulli- 
vant steet nets to all the armored cruisers in 
course of construction. It was a Bullivant net 
which was pierced by the Wilson cutter. 

The Italians are using a device of the scissor 
pattern known as the Bellamo cutter. It !s used 
on both Whitehead and Schwartzkopii fish tor- 

edoes. Germany uses the Bellamo cutter. 

‘rance employs another system, known as the 
Niccoiinala Hitt. The action of the lastnamed 
device is not fully known to American officers. 

The net to be selected after the Newport tests 
will be issued only to the larger vessels of the 
navy, including the armored cruisers New- York, 
Brooklyn, and Maine, the battle ships Indiana, 
Massachusetts, and Oregon, the coast-defense 
ships Monterey and Texss, the cruisers 
Chicago, Philadelphia, Baltimore, Newark, 
Charleston, San Francisco, and Olympia, 
and, possibly, the double-turreted monitors. 
None of the vessela of the United States is to- 
day provided with steel nets. Leading ord- 
nance men of the navy do not regard it as ad- 
visable to furnish nets to the smaller vessels. 
In any event the use of nets greatly handicaps 
a@ Vesselin time of action. Speed is reduced, 
and torunat a speed of over six knots per 
hour when the nets are rigged out is to cause 
the mass of meshes to sag heavily aft. 





GOOD BOAT FOR THE SERVICE. 


THE NEW-HAMPSHIRB AN EXCELLENT 
ARMORY FOR THE NAVAL RESERVE. 


In the old line-of-battle ship New-Hampshire 
the New-York Naval Reserve has a vessel well 
adapted for an armory and drill ship. She is 
now in her permanent quarters at the foot of 
East Twenty-eighth Street. Her new pier is 
the one at which the State training ship St. 
Mary’s lies in the Winter months. The 8¢. 
Mary’s occupies the south side of the pier and 
the New-Hampshire the north side. 

It is doubtful if there exists in the navy a 
vessel better adapted for the uses of the Naval 
Reserve than the New-Hampasbhire. Her three 
decks, with their enormously-large spacing 
athwartships, admit of infantry division work 
being carried on between decks. 

The New-Hampshire Was in full commission 
during the last war, though because of her lack 
of steam power she was assigned early in the 
struggle to duty as adepotehip. In this serv- 
ice she remained anchored in Port Royal Sound, 
just below the Paris Island point, for about four 
years. The New-Hampehire was first ordered 
to Port Royal Sound as soon as news Was re- 
ceived that Du Point had silenced the Hilton 
Head and Bay Point batteries. 

On the close of the war the New-Hampshire 
was towed to Newport, R. IL, and on the estab- 
lishment of the naval-apprentice system she was 
assigned as the flagship of the training squad- 
ron. As flagship the New-Hampshire remained 
in Newport Harbor transferring and receiving 
various drafts of boys to and from the cruising 
ships of the squadron. The New-Hampshire 
has been succeeded in this duty by the sloop-of- 
war Richmond, with headquarters at New- 
London, Conn. The past Summer the New- 
Hampshire was used by the Naval Reserve 
Battalion, and later in the Summer by the Quar- 
antiue authorities. 

The old vessel has been stripped dowg in her 
spars and is now housed over. she is still 
sound in her underwater hull, and now that she 
has been turned over to the Naval Reserve Bat- 
talion, she is likely to end her days in the serv- 
ice of the State of New-York,

CIRCULARS SENT OUT BY LOUIS WINDs 
MUCPBR—EVILS OF THE PRESENT 
SITUATION SET FORTH — COMMER- 
CIAL INTERESTS AT STAKE—SIGNERS 
OF THE PETITION. 


In the hope of impressing Congress with the - 
imperative need of an immediate repeal of the 
Sherman silver law, the merchants of this city 
are taking the lead in a movement to mass bus- 
inesa opinion in favor of the repeal. 

Louis Windmiiller has been specially active in 
the movement, which, once started, gathered 
strength so rapidly as to prove that only a 
leader was wanted to put the mercantile com- 
munity in line. Mr. Windmiiller began with 
circulars calling upon merchants to use not only 
their own influence for the repeal, but to solicit 
the co-operation of their friends and customers 
throughout the United States by petition and 
personal letters to members of Congress urging 
the repeal as the only means of averting the 
dangers and evils of an irredeemable and de- 
preciated currency.

Under Mayor Ohapin ef- 
torts were made to clean the streets in Winter 
as well as Summer; under the present Mayor 
the inhabitants of Brooklyn are again obliged 
to rely upon Jupiter Pluvius to olean their 
thoroughfares. 

In the meantime report has it that those who 
are supposed to clean the streets but don’t do it 
are growing richer day by day.

ON THE OLD RESERVOIR SITE. 


— 
TILDEN, TRUST’S SUGGESTION TO USE 
THE CITY HALL FOR A LIBRARY. 


Mayor Gilroy, as Chairman of the New Mu- 
nicipal Building Commission, received the fol- 
lowing letter yesterday from the Tilden Trust. 
1t was signed by John Bigelow, President of the 
trust: 

“It is now rumored that legislation is in contem- 
geten for the removal o hens ervoir from Bryant 

kk, and also for the removal of thé old City Hall, to 
make place for more spacious and adequate accom- 
modations for the municipal offices. uch as we 
regret the necessity of tarbing @ structure con- 
secrated to us like our City Hall by so many pre- 
cious historical and forensic associations, should 
suchan ty be found to exist, we respectfully 
submit that that admirable stracture be trans- 
ferred to thé Bite now occupied by the reservoir in 
Bryaut Park, and sypregrienes to the uses of the 
Tilden Trust upon the conditions set forth in the 
annexed communication.’’ 

The “annexed communication” referred to has 
been published. Itinformed the city authori- 
ties that the Tilden Trust, through an arrange- 
ment reached with the heirs of the estate of 
Samuel J. Tilden after the controversy over 
the will was completed, had about $2,250,000 
which they could devote to the establishment 
ofa great publio library. The trustees, how- 
ever, were of the opinion that the city should 
provide the building for the library, and nuw 
they suggest that the old City Hall be rebuilt 
on the site of the reservoir. The letter will be 
presented to the Building Commission at its 
next eet: 

When asked whether he favored such a plan 
as that proposed, Mayor Gilroy said: ‘* I am en- 
tirely willing to consider the propriety of re- 
building the old City Hall on the site ofthe 
reservoir in Bryant Park. As tothe future dis- 
position of this building, I am in favor of what- 
ever the public isin favor of, with the under- 
Standing that the; new :municipal building be 
erected on its present site. 

“The old City Hall could be rebuilt upon the 
site of the Bryant Park Keservoir and cvuld be 
made the beginning of what might ultimately 
prove to be the greatest library in the world. 
The frontage of the reservoir on Fifth Avenue 
from Fortieth to Forty-second Street is about 
450 feet. The old City Hall is not quite 
250 feet wide. It could be rebuilt 200 
feet back from Fifth Avenue, there could 
be lawns, shrubs, plants and walks in front of 
it and on each side of it, and the effect would 
be very beautiful: 

“The city would be remunerated for the out- 
lay by the increased valuation of property 
caused by the improvement inside of a compar- 
atively few years. The Controller estimates 
that it would cost $200,000 to remove and re- 
build this structure as it now stands, but I don’t 
think it would be necessary to reconstruct the 
interior as it is at present, and by constructing 
® hew interior considerable money could be 
saved. However, I am not committed to this or 
any other plan. 

“ A suggestion has also been made by the His- 
torical Society that the old City Hall be regon- 
structed on ground owned by the society near 
Manhattan Square. The question ought to be 
agitated, so that public opinion on the matter 
could be reached, and then the wishes of the 
public could be carried out.”

WOMAN’S DEPARTMENT OF THE WORLD’S 


FAIR WELL TREATED, 


Mrs. Potter Palmer was at the Holland House 
yesterday. Shesaid she had been in Washing- 
ton in the interests of the Woman’s Depart- 
ment ofthe World's Fair,and from such infor- 
mation as she was able to secure she believed 
the committees before which she had submitted 
a request foran extra appropriation was dis- 
posed to favorable action. 

“The Woman's Department of the World's 
Fair,” said Mrs. Palmer, “has been treated 
very generously. Our requests have been list- 
ened to with great respect, and we have less 
reason to complain, it seems to me, than the 
meno have. The building for the exhibition of 
women’s work is progressing finely and will, I 
think, be ready for the opening. 

“Chicago has been shamefully misrepre- 
sented in the charges which have been made in 
the East that that city is securing all the best 
space for its exhibits at the expense of other 
cities. Other cities are fully recognized. If 
there is any fault in this direction, no one is to 
blame but the members of the National Com- 
mission, in which all the States are repre- 
sented. 

“Tho work which is under way by the women 
of New-York State is progressing well. Mre. W. 
E. Dodge and Miss Roosevelt, who have general 
supervision of women’s work for New-York, are 
going ahead in a very businesslike way and 
have made such preparations as to indicate 
that the display of woman’s work from this 
State will probably be -the best of any at the 
fair. In fact, the New-York women seem to be 
covering themselves with glory.” 

Mrs. Palmer said that she would leave yester- 
day for Chicago. While she had not intended 
her stay in this city to be in any sense one of 
business in connection with the fair, she had 
had a conference with Miss Roosevelt on some 
important matters relating to the woman's ox- 
hibit from this State, and they had been able to 
dispose of them so satisfactorily that a trip to 


_Chicago, which Miss Roosevelt had been con- 


templating in the near future, would not be 
necessary.

ITS CONSTITUTIONALITY IN QUESTION 
BEFORE THE OHIO SUPREME COURT. 


CoLumstes, Ohio, Jan. 24—The Wasson case, i 


bringing into question the constitutionality of 
the Australian ballot law, reached the Supreme 
Court to-day on error to the Circuit Court of 
Franklin County. 

Wasson was an independent Democratic can- 
didate for Congress in the Seventeenth District. 
Hie claim is that the provision requiring the 
returns to be canvassed by Deputy Supervisors 
of Elections, instead of by the Clerks of courts 
and two Justices of the Peace, as under the old 


aw, is unconstitutional, in that it permits the 
work to be done by officers not elected, but ap- 
pointed. The case is in the Snpreme Court 
upon an interesting question of practice, and 
good attorneys insist that there is a poasibility 
of the success of Wasson’s contention. The 
Common Pleas Court sustained a demurrer to 
his petition asking that Gov. McKinley and the 
then Segoretary of State, Col. Poorman, be 
ousted from the positions of members of the 
State Canvassing Board on the ground thatthe 
facts showed that Wasson was not injured, and 
was not, therefore, entitled to any remedy. 

Wasson carried the ease to the Circuit Court, 
and, pending a decision there, the canvass was 
duly conducted, and the Circuit Court suggested 
that Attorney General Richards file an answer 
to the petition reciting this fact. This was 
done, and Wasson’s attorneys Claim that the 
Oireuit Court could not pass upon the merits, 
but. must merely atliirm the Common Pleas 
Court sustaining the demurrer and dismissing 
the petition.

CHICAGO PEODUCE MARKETS. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 34.—Receipts of hogs were fally up 
to the estimates, but desirable lots were scarce, and 
80 Was again paid for heavy packing and shipping 
stock. In the speculative market there seemed to ba 
a disposition on the part of some of the traders to 
realize, and the selling broke prices somewhat, 
though before the close some of tho loss was recov- 
ered. Receipts were light and shipments liberal. 
Manufacturers were among the best buyers of lard 
and pork on the breaks in the speculative market, 
and the feeling at the close was firm. May pork 
opened at $19.35, sold to $19.05, and closed at 
$19.22%9. May lard opened at $11.05, sold between 
$10.90 and $11.10, and closed at the top. May riba 
opened at $10.10, sold between $10.124g and $9.92, 
and closed at $10.05. 

The easy early cables and the fact that local re- 
ceipts were larger than expected, as well as the in- 
crease of 640.000 bushels in the quantity on passage, 
encouraged some sellingof wheat atthe opening, and 
the price for May soldotf to 780. It barely touched 
that figure, reaching under some good buying to 
735,06, and at the close 78%.0 was the market. Most 
of the important buying was attributed to some of 
the traders who have been identified with the so- 
calied clique, and was perliaps influential in 
directing the action of the scaipers. The fact 
that the export clearances were light 
checked any development of pullish sentiment 
that might have been caused by the lighter 
inovement. In the cash market there was a moder- 

te demand for both Winter and Spring wheat. and 
both were steady to firm and better prices were ob- 
tained. Receipts at principal Western points were 
443,700 bushels. The shipments from Western 
points were 113,900 bushels. The export clearances 
of wheat and fiour from the chief Atlantio ports ag- 
gregate 178,000 bushels; the local ont inspection, 
93,000 bushels. Sales in store and to go to store 
were made at 7342873%0 for No. 2 red, 62%.@660 for 
No. 3 red, 6744@680 for No. 2 hard, 63@65c for No.

While the opening of corm was rather easy and 
prices declined under the liberal speculative selling 
on the part of one or two traders, the steadiness of 
the cables and the firmness of outside markets, with 
liberal buying orders from the Southwest, resulted 
in a reaction, and at the ciose the market showed a 
gain as compared with the latest prices of Monday. 
‘The heavy snowstorm, which promised to restrict 
the movement, was another incentive to buying, and 
to this was added the late firmness in wheat and the 
action of provisions. The cash markét was firm, 
with a split below, with Febraoary about $lco. Free 
on board salea wore at 30@32149c tor No. 3 mixed,

Cats were exceedingly narrow and nearly steady, 
rnling fairly firm considering the weak spots in some 
of the other grain markets. Cash lots were steadier, 
and when wheat and corn advanced from inside quo- 
tations oats quickly reaponded. Beierlein was the 
leading seller, disposing of about 300,000 bushels 
May, chiefly at 34%30. The crowd said this was for 
account of Bacon, but the opinion could not be veri- 
fied. Buying was general and through brokers. May 
Sold at 345;034% ctogether and at 350, closing at fait 
demand and moderate offerings.
